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insatiably eager 9nd curious, and pressed stran- 
gers, seizing them in the markets and highways, 
and cumpellinc; them to talk.* They were 
themselves formidable and indefatigable talkers, 
highly figurative in their speech, pompous and 
ludicrously ^rave with their guttural tones,f 
and it was quite a business in their assemblies 
to secure the speaker from intcrniption ; inso- 
much that it was the office of one man to en- 
force silence, which he did by proceeding with 
drawn sword to the party interrupting, and, at 
the third summons, cutting off a larj^e piece of 
his dress, so as to render it unfit for further 
wear-t 

Another nice, the Iberians, appear early in 
the south of Gaul, along with the Gauls, and 
even before them. This people, whose type and 
language have been preserved in the Basque 
mountains, were moderately endowed with na- 
tural gifts, a laborious, agricultural, mining 
race, attached to the soil for its products — me- 
tals and corn.^ There is nothing to shttw that 
they were primitively as warlike as they be- 
came when driven into the Pyrenees by the 
conquerors of the south and of the north, and 
finding themselves in their own despite guardi- 
ans of the defiles, they were so repeatedly in- 
vaded, bruised, and hardened by war. Once 
Roman tyranny impelled them to an heroic de- 
spair ; but generally their courage has been ex- 
emplified ill resistance,! as that of the Gauls 
has l>een in attack. The Iberians do not seem 
to have h:id the same love of distant expeditions 
and adventurous wars. Some of their tnl>es, 
indeed, emiirrated, but unwillingly, and driven 
forth by more |)owerful nations. 

The (lauls and the Iberians were a complete 
contrast : the latter with their rough black gar- 
ments, and hair- woven boots ;^ the (rauls ar- 
rayed in showy stuffs, fond of bright and varied 
colors, such as compose the plaid of the modern 
^Scottl^h Gat'l,** or else almost naked, but with

their white chests and gigantic limbs laden with 
massive golden chains.* The Iberians were 
divided into petty mountain tribes, which« ac- 
cording to Strabo, seldom contracted alliance, 
through an excess of confidence in their own 
strength. The Gauls, on the contrary, readily 
collected in large hordes, encamping in large 
villages, in large exposed plains, and talkers, 
laughers, and hkranguers as they were, willing- 
ly associated with strangers, and became in- 
timate with new faces, mingling with all and in 
all, dissolute through levity, and blindly and ai 
random abandoning themselves to infamous 
pleasures ;t (the brutality of drunkenness was 
rather the failing of the German stock ;) is 
short, theirs were all the qualities and vices 
that result from quick sympathy. These hila- 
rious comrades were not to be too implicitly coo- 
fided in. They were early addicted to hianter. 
ing, (^aber^ as it was termed in the middle ages.) 
They passed their word without a thoujrht uf its 
being obligatory, promised, then laughed, and 
there an end. {Ridendo fid^m frangcrc^ " they 
broke faith with a jest.*' — Tit. Li v.) 

The (lauls did not rest contented with driv- 
ing the Iberians into the Pyrenees ; but cros.v 
ing that natural barrier, settled under their own 
name, in the south and northwestern angles of 
the peninsula, whereas in the centre they amal- 
gamated with the conqucre<l, and took the name? 
of Ccltibcrians and Lusitanians.^ 

It was at the same epoch, (R.f:. 1600-1500. 
or perhaps previously, that the Iberian tribes oi 
the Sieani and the Ligor^ passed from Spain 
into (laiil and Italy ; in which latter coiintrr. 
as in S|>ain, the (?auls attacked them, and cross* 
ing the .\lps (b.c. I 1(N>-1000) under the desig- 
nation of Anibra,\ (the valiant,) confined tlte 
Lij^iires within the iiiuuntainous coast from the 
Khoiic to the Arno, while they drove the Si- 
eani as far as C-alaliria and Sicily.

flight and the remoteness of their lurking- 
places. All these wild mountain tribes — 
the Salyi, the Deciates, the Euburiates, the 
Oxybii, the Ingauni — long escaped the Roman 
arms. At last, the consul Fulvius burnt their 
fastnesses, Bebius forced them into the plain, 
and Posthumius disarmed them, leaving them 
scarcely iron wherewith to till their fields.'* 
(B. c. 238-233.) 

GALLIC INVASION OF ITALY. (B. C. 225.) 

For half a century after the extermination of 
the Senones by Rome, the remembrance of the 
dreadful event was fresh in the minds of the 
Gauls ; so that when At and Gall,* two kings of 
the Boii, (now the Bolognese,) endeavored to 
rouse that people to seize the Roman colony of 
Ariminum, and summoned a band of mercenary 
Gauls from beyond the Alps, the Boii, rather 
than face a war with Rome, slew them both, 
and massacred their allies. But Rome, uneasy 
at their restlessness, irritated the Gauls, by 
prohibiting all trade with them, especially in 
arms ; and the measure of their discontent was 
completed by the proposition of the consul Fla- 
minius to colonize and divide among the people 
the territory taken from the Senones fifty years 
before. The Boii, whom the colony of Arimi- 
num had taught the cost of having the Romans 
for neighbors, regretted not having assumed ! 
the offensive, and attempted to bring into a com- 
mon league all the nations of northern Italy. 
The Veneti, however, a people of Sclavonic 
origin, and inimical to the Gauls, refused to 
join it : the Ligurians were worn out, the Ce- 
nomani secretly sold to the Roman. The Boii 
and Insubrcs, (the Bolognese and Milanese,) left 
to themselves, were obliged to call in from the 
other side of the Alps a body of Gesates, (Gais- 
da) — men armed with eaiSf or boar-spears, — 
who gladly took pay with the rich Gallic tribes 
of Italy ; money and promises luring across 
their leaders, Aneroeste and Concolitanus. 

The Romans, kept informed of all by the 
Cenomani, took alarm at the league. The 
senate ordered that the Sibylline books should 
be consulted ; and read therein with terror that 
the Gauls were twice to become masters of 
Rome. They sought to avert the calamity by 
burying alive two Gauls, a man and a woman, 
in the cattle market, the centre of the city ; by 
which the (lauls might be said io have taken 
possesswn of the sod of Rome^ and the oracle 
be either fulfilled or eluded. The alarm spread

from Rome over all Italy ; not a people of wliieh 
but thought themselves equally in danger of m 
fearful irruption of barbarians. The Gallic 
chiefs had taken from their temples the gold- 
embroidered standards, called the immoveable ; 
and had sworn a solemn oath, which they like- 
wise administered to their followers, that they 
would not unbuckle their baldrics until they had 
scaled the Capitol. In their march they swept 
off every thing, as well cattle as even the very 
furniture of the houses, and they drove the hus- 
bandmen before them, chained together, at the 
tail of the whip. The whole population of cen- 
tral and southern Italy rose as one man, to ar- 
rest such a scourge ; and seven hundred and 
seventy thousand soldiers* held themselves 
ready, should it be needful, to follow the Ro- 
man eagles. 

Of three Roman armies, one was to guard the 
passes of the Apennines leading into Etniria ; 
but the Gauls were already in its heart, and 
only three days* journey from Rome. Fearful 
of being hemmed in between the two, the bar- 
barians retraced their steps, slew six thonsand 
of the pursuing army, and would have utterly 
destroyed it hsul not the second army come up. 
They then drew off to secure their booty, and 
had fallen back as far as cape Telamon, when, 
by a surprising chance, the third army, which 
was on its return from Sardinia, landed close 
to the camp of the Gauls, who then finding 
themselves between the enemy, at once faced 
both ways. The Gesates, in bravado, threw 
off their clothes, and posted themselves naked 
in the first rank, shield and spear in hand. For 
a moment, the Romans were intimidated by the 
strange spectacle, and by the tumultuous array 
of the barbarian army. ** Besides innumerable 
horns and trumpets which they sounded inces- 
santly, such a din of shouting suddenly arose, 
that not only men and instruments, but the very 
earth and surrounding places seemed cmuluusly 
to join in the loud outcry. There was, too, 
something terrible in the looks and gestures of 
those giant frames which appeared in the fore- 
most ranks, — naked but for their arms, and nut 
one of which that was not tricked out in chains, 
collars, and bracelets of gold." The inferiority 
of the weapons of the (rauls gave the Romans 
the advantage. The (Jallic sabre only served 
for cutting, and was so badly tom|>ered as to 
bend at the first blow.f 

This victory InMng followt^d by the submis- 
sion of the Boii, the legions paKM*d the Po for 
the first time, and entered the territory of the 
Insubres, where the fiery Flaminius would have 
perished, had he not wiled the barl»arians into a 
negotiation until he was reinforced. BtMtii; re- 
called by the senate, with whom he wan no 
favorite, and who pronounced his noininatioa 
illegal, he resolved to conquer or die, broke the 
bridge behind him, and gained a signal victory;

trine of inmiortality. It was jjathered in winter, 
just as it (lowers, when the plant is most readi- 
ly distin^uishablfs and when its lonsr ^reen 
branches and leaves, and yelUiw tufts of dowers, 
present the only imape of life to Ik* seen where 
all nature around is dead and sterile. § 

The misilet<ie was to l>e cut when the moon 
was six days old. It was jrathered by a Druid 
in white nilies. who mounted the tree, and, with 
a fn)lden sickle, severed the root of the plant, 
which was eauirhl by his fellow-Druids in a 
white chink, for it w:ts Chsential that it should 
not tfiui'h the irrouinl.;| 'i'w«» while bulls were 
then Mi«-nfieed, \shich h:id never l>f»rne the yoke. 

The Diuiils toreiold the future by the tlijrht 
of binis, and inspection of the entrails of the 
beasts sierificed. They also inanufaetuntl 
tali^man*^ : sueh as the amber beads, xvorn by 
the warrii»r.s in battle, and which are often met 
with in thrir tombs. Hut the choicest talis- 
man was fh'. sfrprut\<trfrir^y Their notions re- 
spectiULi the eiri: an«l .Her|H'nt, call to mind the 
cosmo'jiiiiie e/if of oriental myth<doi;y, as w».'ll 
as the inetempsych<»sis and the eternal renova- 
tion of whu'h the serpent was the emblem.

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differences which divided Gaul, the Britons 
seem to have been for the Druidical party, as 
the (iermans were for that of the chiefs of the 
clans. Caesar struck both partiee, both inter- 
nally and externally ; he crossed the ocean and 
the Rhine. 

Two great German tribes, Usipii and Teuc- 
teri, worn out in the north by the incursions of 
the Sucvi as the Helvetii had been in the south, 
like them had just emigrated into Gaul. (b. c. 
55.) Capsar stopped them ; and, under the 
pretence that he had been attacked by their 
young men, during parley, he fell unexpectedly 
upon thrm, and massacred them to a man. To 
strike the greater terror into the Germans he 
went in search of those terrible Suevi, whose 
neighbors no nation dared to be. In ten days, 
he threw a bridge over the Rhine not far from 
Cologne, despite the width and impetuosity of 
that immense river. A (\er having ransacked in 
vain the forests of the Suevi, he repassed the 
Rhino, traversed the whole of Gaul, and in the 
same year embarked for Britain. When these 
prodigious marches, more astonishing than victo- 
ries even, were reported at Rome, such auda- 
city an<l fe.'arful rapidity provoked one universal 
burst of admiration. The senate decreed a 
lectisternium of twenty days in thanksgiving to 
the gods. ** Compared with f'aesar's exploits," 
exclaimed Cicero, " what did Marius ?"•

Civil war might 
break out at any moment in Italy ; and he was 
lost if he had to waste whole months before 
each petty fort. Therefore, to strike terror 
into the Gauls, he committed an atrocious act, 
of which, indeed, the Romans had but too fre- 
quently set the example — he ordered every 
prisoner's right hand to be cut oflT. 

From this moment he changed his policy 
towards the Gauls, caused them to be treated 
with extreme lenity, and so favored them in 
the matters of tribute, as to excite the jealousy 
of the Province ; disguising even its very name 
under the honorable name of military fay.f 
He allured their best warriors into his legions 
by high bounties ; and even formed an entire 
Gallic Icfiion, the soldiers of which bore the 
figure of a lark on their helmets, and which 
was thence named the Alayda.% Under this 
perfectly national emblem of early vigilance 
and lively gayety, these hardy soldiers sang as 
they crossed the Alps, and pursued as far as 
Pharsalia, with their clamorous shouts of de- 
fiance, the taciturn legions of Pompey. Led 
by the Roman eagle, the Gallic lark took Rome 
for the second time, and was a sharer in the 
triumphs of the civil war. Gaul retained the 
sword which Cesar had lost, as some consola- 
tion for her vanished liberty. The Roman 
soldiers had wished to tear it from the temple, 
where it had been hung up by the Gauls — 
'* Let it alone," said Cesar, with a smile ; ** it 
is sacred."^

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cians, Cierinans, and Scythians— could at the 
most only rudely imitate the models lefl by their 
predeccs8(»r8. Objects, the fabrication of which 
re<)uinMl any industry, soon becoming imitations 
of imitations, ^rew ruder and ruder; and as the 
workmen who could achieve them became few- 
er and f«*wer, their price was constantly on the 
rise. The salaries of those dependent on the 
state oun[ht to have been raised in the same 
proi)ortion ; anc^ what marvel that the poor sol- 
dier who had to pay fifty sous* of our money 
for the pound of meat, and twenty-two francs 
for the commonest shoes manufactured, was 
bent on seeking any alleviation of his wretch- 
edness, and ready to make revolutions in order 
to attain it. There has been much denuncia- 
tion of the violence and rapacity of the soldiers 
who, for increase of pay, made and unmade 
emperors ; and the cruel exactions of Severus 
and (^aracalla, and the princes who drained the 
country to maintain the soldiery, have been se- 
verely blamed. But has attention been di- 
rected to the excessive price of the necessa- 
ries which the soldier hsid to provide out of 
very moderate pay ? The insurgent legiona- 
ries say in Tacitus — ** Our blood and our lives 
are valued at ten asses a day. Out of this we 
must pay for our dress, our arms, our tents ; 
must pay for our furlou^^hs, and buy off the tyr- 
anny of the centurion. "t 

It was worse still when Diocletian created 
another army — that of civil functionaries ! Till 
his time tliere existed a military power and a 
judicial power, which liave been too often con- 
founded. He created, or at least completed, 
the admini.strative power. This highly neces- 
sary institution was, nevertheless, at the begin- 
ning, an intolerable charge on the already ru- 
ined empire. Ancient society, very different 
from ourti, was not incessantly reproducing 
riches by industrial means. Always consuming!, 
but, sinrc the destruction of the industrious 
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riiT.

classes by slavery, no longer prodoeing, tk 
land was constantly required to yield moic. 
while its cultivators daily dwindled in numbeii 
and in skill. 

A more terrible picture has never been dravi 
than that left us by Lactantius, of this marder- 
ous strife between the hungry treasury, and the 
worn-out people, who could suffer and die, bd 
not pay : " So numerous were the receivers, ii 
comparison with the payers, and so enormov 
the weight of taxation, that the laborer brokt 
down, the plains became deserts, and woods 
grew where the plough had been. ... It were 
impossible to number the officials who were 
rained upon every province and town — MagiS' 
trif Rationales, clerks to the prefecture. Coo- 
demnations, proscriptions, and exactions were 
all they knew ; exactions, not frequent, but per- 
petual, and accompanied by intolerable outa- 
ges. . . . But the public distress, the univeml 
mourning was when the scourge of the censu 
came, and its takers, scattering themselves is 
every direction, produced a general confusios, 
that I can only liken to the misery of a hostile 
invasion, or of a town abandoned to the soi- 
dierv. The fields were measured to the verv I 
clods ; the trees counted ; each vine-plant nun- 
bercd. Cattle were registered as well as mea. 
The crack of the lash, and cry of the tortured 
filled the air. The faithful slave was tortured 
for evidence against his master, the wife to de- 
pose against her husband, the son against his 
sire, i'^or lack of evidence, the torture was 
applied to extort one's own witness against 
one's self, and when nature gave way, they wrote 
down what one had never uttered. Neither old 
ago nor sickness was exempted ; the sick and 
the infirm were alike summoned. In takiof 
ages, they added to the years of children, and 
subtracted from those of the elderly. Gnef 
and consternation filled the land. Not satisfied 
with the returns of the first enumerat<»rB. they 
then sent a succession of others, who earb 
swelled the valuation — as a proof of service 
d(me ; and so the imposts went on increasing. 
Yet the number of cattle fell off, and the people 
died. Nevertheless, the survivors had to pay 
the taxes of the dead."* 

Who suffered for these numerous insults and 
vexntifMis, endured by freemen ? — the slaves, 
the de^M'iident coloniHts or lalMirers. w hose c«>o- 
dition daily became more akin to slavery. On 
them the proprietors heaped all the insults and 
exactions with which they were overwhelmed 
by the im|>erial agents ; and they had beei 
wrought to the highest pitch of misery and de-

The barbarians arrive. The ancient social 
system is condemned. The long work of con- 
quest, slavery, and depopulation touches its 
term. &fust we conclude, then, that all this 
has been wrought in vain, and that devouring 
Rome leaves nothing in this land of Gaul, which 
she is about to evacuate ! What remains of 
her, is every thing. She leaves them organi- 
aation, government. She has founded the ciiy ; 
before her, Gaul had only villages, or, at IM 
most, towns. These theatres, circuses, aque- 
ducts, roads, which we still admire, are the 
lasting symbol of civilixation established by the 
Romana, the justification of their conquest of 
Gaul. And such is the power of the organisa- 
tion so introduced, that even when hfe ahall ap- 
pear to desert it, and its destruction by the biir- 
barians inevitable, they will submit to iu yoke. 
Despite themselves, they must dwell under the 
everlasting roofs which mock their efforts at 
destruction : they will bow the head, and, vic- 
tors as they are, receive laws from vanquiahed 
Rome. The great name of empire — the idea 
of equality under a monarch — so opposed to the 
artatocratical principle of (lermany, has been 
bequeathed by Rome to this our country. The 
barbarian kings will taly advantage of it. Col- 
tirated by the (*hureh, and received into the

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Vienne, hail in like manner congratulated Gon- 
debaiit on the death of his brother — which put 
an end to the civil war in Burgundy. Ihe 
deaths of the Frankish, Visigoth, and Roman 
chiefs, united under one and the same head 
the whole of western Gaul from Hatavia to the 
Narbonncse. 

On the other hand.Clovis allowed the Church 
the most unbounded right of asylum and pro- 
tection. At a {>eriod that the law had ceased 
to protect, this recognition of the power of an 
order which took upon itself the guardianship 
and security of the conquered, was a great 
step. Slaves themselves could not be forced 
from the churches where tliev had taken ref- 
uge. The very houses of the priests were ac- 
counted asylums, like the temples, to those irho 
should apjirar to live with them.* A bishop 
had only to make oath that a prisoner was his, 
to have him inmiediately given up. 

Undoubtedly it was easier for the chief of 
the barbarians to grant these privileges to the 
Church, than to cause them to be respected 
The ease of Attains, carried into slavery so 
far from his country, and then rescued as by a 
miracle. t testifies the insufliciency of eccle- 
siastical protection. Dut it was some ailvance 
to have the ab:iiract riijht recogni.Mid. The im- 
mense proj)erty secureil by <.-lovis to the church- 
es, particularly to that of Reims, whose bishop 
is said to have lioen his principal counsellor, 
must h;Lve iriven vast extension to this salutary 
influence of ihe(-hurch. To place property in 
ecclesia-'stical keeping was to subtract it from 
violence, brutality, and barbarism.

when Theodebert, the grandson of Clovia, i>- 
vaded Italy at the head of a hundred tbouMK 
men, it is probable that he was followed bj al- 
most all the Franks, and that manv other btr- 
barians as well, attracted by them, swelled ki 
ranks. 

The Franks acquired so much renown f:os 
the rapid conquest of Clovis — with the caua 
of which we are so imperfectly acquaintei— 
that most of the barbarian tribes chose to ilH 
themselves with them ; as it formerly happew4 
to the followers of Attila. The most ho»!L« 
races of (lermanv, the Germans of the sovth 
and of the north, the Suevi and the Saiws 
became federate with the Franks, ^^o did *Jii 
Bavarians. Alone, in the midst of these u- 
tions, the Thuringians rejected this amalpia> 
tion, and were overwhelmed.* At this peni<^ 
the Gallic Burguiidians appeared more capabk 
of resistance than in the time of Clovis. 'IVi: 
new king, St. Sigismund, the pupil of St. At> 
tus, was orthodo.^ and beloved by liis clerrr 
thus the pretext of Arianisin could nt> 'odjc: 
be advanced. But the sons of Clovis oppor- 
tunely remembered that forty years previuaiiv, 
their maternal grandfather had been pot V' 
death by Sigismund. Clodomir and Ck>L].:t 
defied him to battle, and threw him into a vfu 
which was then filled up with stones fie 
Ckklomir^s vict<iry drew down ruin on his fm* 
ily, for he peri.shpd in the en;;ragcment, and $> 
left his children without a protector.

Tlicu(Iebf{rl*8 death, and the dihastroim fate ' 
of tho ex pod it ion which followed close upon it, 
stopped tlie further pro^rress of the Franks;, 
and Italy, shortly afterwards invaded by the 
Iy>nibards, uus thenceforward closed atrainst 
th(;ir inv:usions. In S|)ain, they always failed.* 
The S:i\un> soon ditfcarded a profitless alliance, 
and refiiscl puynient of the tribute of five hun- 
dred cows which thcv hud voluntarily offered. f 
(Jlotairc, who attempted to exact it, sustained 
a defeat at their hands. Tiius the most pow- 
erful of the German tribes escaped alliance with 
the Frai)k!> ; and here be^an that hostility be- 
tween thi-ni and the Saxons, which grew in 
rancor, and constituted for so many centuries 
tlic ^ranii struirtrle of the barbarians. The 
iSaxorid, whose further proi;rcss on the continent 
to the we^tward is henceforward barred by the 
Franks, while they are pushed on the east by 
the Slaved, will turn towards the ocean, towards 
the north, and, bccomini; daily more friendly 
with the Northmen, they will infest the coasts 
of Frani'e.;^ and stren<:tiien their Knulish colo- 
nies. 

The inutility of the (icrmans proper, to a 
people subjected to Roman and i-celeMaslieal 
indue ore, \\a> natural. It was to the Church 
that (Movis was chielly indiibted for Iua rapid 
conijue.si:». His successors early chose their 
counaeliors fnuii the Romans, from the con- 
cpiered :^ and it could hardly have been other-

wise. As well as being of more pliant dispo- 
sition, and more skilful llatterera, there were 
none else qualified to impart to their naasten 
notions of order and government, of gradnallT 
substituting a regular administration fur the n- 
priciousness of mere power, and of modelliu 
barbarian royalty by the imperial raooarrbr. 
As early as Theo<iebcrt, the grandson of C!<>- 
yis, we find the Roman minister Partheniai ct- 
vising to tax the Franks; fur which he is p't 
to death by them immediately on that moa^Aiva'i 
demise.* 

Another grandson of Clovia, a son of ^:<'- 
taire*s, Chramnes, had fur confidant the Vinit- 
vin Leo ;f for enemy, Cantinus, bishup ••: 
Clermont, a creature of the Franks; and :''.' 
friend, the Bretons, with whum he sough: r>.:- 
uge when, after an abortive revolt, he wup-i.-' 
sued by his father — who ordered him ani ^? 
whole family to be burnt in a hut, tu uhicb ^'. 
had tied for concealment. 

Chitaire, left sole kin^ of Gaul, (a. o. j3v 
501,) by the death of his throe brothers, v^ 
succeeded by his four suns. ^>igel>ert ha-J ti' 
ea.sti'rn encampment, or, to use the trrm uf :*- 
chroniclers, the kingdom of Auvtras^ia.

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nald passed the Loire oDoe more, and burnt/ 
Chsrtres. Perhaps he would have carried his 
soccesscs further ; but he seems to have been 
betrayed by his brother Ilatto, who go? erned 
Poitou under him. Here we see the origin of 
the future ills of Aquitaine — the rivalry of 
Poitiers and Toulouse. 

llunald yielded ; but took vengeance on his 
brother. He had his eyes torn out, and then 
iniinared himself in a monastenr in the isle of 
Rhe,* by way of expiation. His son, (iuaifer, 
(a. p. 745,) found an ally in (Snfon, Pepin's 
Tounger brother, as Pepin had himself done in 
Hunalds broth«*r. But the war of the south 
did not begin in esrnest till 759, sAer Pepin 
had vanquished the Lombards. This was the 
epoch of the diviviun of the caliphate. Alphou- 
so, the < -atholic, intrenched m the Asturias, 
revived there the monsrchy of the Goths. The 
Goths of Sepctmsnia (all Languedoc, with 
the exception of Toulouse) likewise rose to re- 
cover their independence; and the Saracens, 
in occupation of the country, were soon con- 
strained to take refuge in Narbonne. A Gothic 
chief got himself acknowledged lord of Nlmes, 
Maguelonne. Agde, and Baxters. t But the, 
(•oths were unable to force Narbonne, and 
(>allrd in the Franks; who, unused to sieges, 
might have reinsined before the town forever, ; 
had nut the C*hristian inhabiUnts massacred | 
the Sirarenn, and opened its gates. Pepin 
swore to res{iect the Uws and franchises of the 
country, t 

H«* thro renewed the war successfully airainst 
ih<* Aqiiitaiiians, whom he was now enabled to 
turn f>n the cajMern flank. ** Alter the ctnintry 
had rt*Misl from war fur two years, king Pepin 
srnt doputies to (suaifer, prince of .\quitaine, tn 
a«k him to restore to thr churches of his king- • 
dom the* lands briooging to them in Aquitaine. 
H«* sought the full and free enjoyment of their 
estatrs by the churches, together with thst of 
all the immunities herrtofore secured to them ; 
and that (fuaifer should |«y, sccording to the 
law, the price of the lives of certsin Goths, 
whom he had killed against all mle of right, i 
Kinally, he required thai Guaifer should give 
up th«MMr of Pepin*s followers who had fled into | 
AqniUioe. All which demands Goaifer dis- 
dainfully refused.**^ I 

The war was slow, bloody, and destmctive. 
Sevrral tunes, the Basoues sad Aquitanians,!! 
by bold inr«*ad8, poahrd as far as Autun sod 
even as (.*kiAluos. But the Franks, better dis- 



ciplined and marching in imposing maanes, in- 
flicted ronch greater injury upon Oiem. They 
ravaged the whole of Berry with fire, bnrmng 
down trees and houses, and that more thaa 
once. Next, they forced their way into Aa- 
verg^, took its strongholds, and traversed and 
burnt the Limousin. Then, with the same 
reguhurity, they burnt the Qnercy, and ent 
down the vines which formed the weaYth of 
Aquitaine. ** Prince Guaifer, seeing that the 
king of the Franks, by the help of his machines, 
had taken the fort of Clermont, as well as 
Bourges, the capital of Aquitaine and a strongly 
fortified city, despaired henceforward of re- 
sisting him, and ordered the walls of all the 
cities in Aquiuine belonging to him— of Poi- 
tiers, Limoges, Saintes, Perigoeux, Angouldme, 
and many others— to be thrown down. ** 

The unfortunate Ctoaifer withdrew into the 
wild fastnesses of the mountains. But every 
year saw his followers drop off. His count of 
Auvergne fell in battle ; his count of Poitiers 
was slain by retainers of the abbey of St. Martin 
of Tours.f His uncle, Kemistan, who had 
first deserted and then returned to his banners, 
was taken and hanged by the Franks. And, 
finally, he was himself murdered by his own 
adherents ; who, in their fickleness of disposi- 
tion, had doubtless grown weary of a glonoos, 
but hopeless war. Pepin, triumphant through 
ireacherv, saw himself st length sole master 
of the whole of (tsul, all-powerful in Italy by 
the humiliation of the Lombards, and all-power- 
ful in the Church by the friendship of the popes 
and bishops — to whom he transferred aiinost 
the whole legislative authority. His reform 
of the (^hurch through the exertions of St. 
Ikwiface, and his innumerable translstions of 
relics, of which he despoiled Italy to eurieh 
France, wun for him infinite h(»nor. ( >n soleaui 
occssions of the kind he would himself appear 
liearing the relics on his shoulders — as he did 
those of St Aostremm and of St. Germain 
des Pn-s.J

by the ecclesiastical hand of the Carlovingians. 
The success of St. Boniface had inspir^ the 
latter with hopes, that the missionaries would 
(rradually gain over and subdue (terroany for 
them, liut the difference lietween the two peo- 
ple was too great to allow of their amalgama- 
ting. The progress of the Franks in civilixation 
had latterly been too rapid. The men of the 
Rrd land^* as the Saxons proudly styled them- 
selves, dispersed, according to the free beot of 
their character, over their marches^ in the deep 
glaties of those forests, where the S({uirrel could 
iMtund from tree to tree for seven leagues without 
descending, and neither knowing nor desiring any 
other harrier than the vague limits of their fou, 
— held in horror the boundaries and mansij of 
f.'harlcmagne. The Scandinavians and Lom- 
lianls, like the Romans, divided their lands with 
due re^nird to the set of the east. But there 
is no trace of such a custom in (Serman?. Ter- 
ritoriil divisions, censuses, ftid all the instni- 
ment.«( of order, government, and tyranny, were 
feared hv the Saxons. Divided bv the A si 
themsflves into three n€H»ple and twelve tribes, 
they Miught no other division. l*heir marchei 
were not altogether wastes. Ttnen and prairte 
are synonymous in the old languages of the 
north ;{ the prairie was their city. The stran- 
ger jassing through the march was not to ride 
ti|Hin his plough ; he was to rc9|iect the land 
and turn up the share.

as well as from the Father. 

While Charlemagne is lecturing on theology, 
dreaming of the Roman empire, and studying 
grammar, the power of the Franks is quietly 
crumbling away. Charlemagne's young son 
haring, in his kingdom of Aquitainc, either 
through weakness or a sense of justice, giren 
up and restored all that Pepin* hsui laid violent 
hands on, incurs his father's displeasure ; still 
he only did that voluntarily which was taking 
place of itself. The work of conquest was 
naturally going to pieces ; men and lands gradu- 
ally slipped away from the monarch's hands 
into those of the nobles, and, particularly, of the 
bishops, that is to say, of the local authorities 
who were s<M)n to constitute the feudal republic. 

Abroad, the empire manifested a similar de- 
cay. In Italy, its eflbrts against Beneventum 
and Venice had been fruitless. In (termany, 
it had retreated from the Oder to the Kibe, and 
suffered the Slaves to divide its power. And, 
indred, how could it forever contend and strug- 
gle with new enemies* Beyond the Saxons 
and the Bavarians (Charlemagne had found the 
SUvr«, and then the Avars; beyond the Lorn- 
hard «•, t hi* (treeks; bevond Aquitaioe and the 
Kbrn, thf^ caliphati* of ^'ordova. This cincture 
<»f barfiariana, which he conceived to be single, 
and whioh he at first broke through, doubled 
and tripl«*d itself before him ; and when his 
ariii^ drop|ied down throuffh wearinrns, then 
thiTf apt»esred, «'ith the Danish flrels, that 
rrntlrM snd fantantir image of the Northern 
world, mhich had been loo much forgotten.

enemies.** As soon as pursued, they disap' 
peared. But the emperor, rising from table, 
stationed himself, says the chronicler, at the 
window looking towards the East, and remained 
there a long time with his face bathed in tears. 
No one durst question him, but, turning to the 
nobles around him, he said, *' Do you know, my 
faithful friends, the reason of these bitter tears ! 
Certes, I can have no fear of injury from these 
wretched pirates : but I deeply mourn that they 
should dare, in my lifetime, all but to land on 
these shores, snd I am overcome with agony 
of grief when 1 foresee all the mischief they 
will do to my successors and their subjects.*** 

Thus tbe fleets of the Greeks, Danes, and 
Saracens are already prowling round the em- 
pire, as the vultore hovers over the dying in 
expectation of his corpse. Once, two hundred 
armed barks fall upon Frisia, lade themselves 
with booty, and disappear. Nevertheless, Char- 
lemagne ** collected men" to repolae them. On 
the occasion of another invasion, ** the emperor 
assembles men in Gaul and in Germany,* j ^^od 
builds in Frisia the town of Ksselfeld. Un- 
happy athlete — ho slowly moves his hsnd to his 
wounds, to parry blows already received. 

*' Godfried, king of the Normans, promised 
himself the empire of Ctermany, and looked 
upon Frisia and Saxony as his own. He had 
already subdued his neighbors, the Abotrites, 

' snd compelled tliein to pay tribute. He even 

' bosMed that at the head of a numerous srmy he 
uould soon visit the king in his court of Aix-la- 
(.'hapelle. However vain and empty these 
threats might be, they were not altogether dis- 
believed : and it was supposed that he woold 
have made some attempt of the kind, bad he 
not lieen cut off by a premature death.**!

These jrravft words are equally the condem- 
nation ot' the local power of the bishops and of 
the central power of the sovereign, who, a ci- 
pher in the (.'hurch, will only Ik; the weaker for 
separating from it. He may dispose of some 
bishoprics, humlile the bishops,! and oppose the 
pope of Rome to the ]m){h.' of Reims. \lc may 
accumulate empty titles, have himself crowned 
king of Lorraine, and divide with the Germans 
the kingdom of his nephew, Loihaire II. ; he 
will not be the stronger. When he becomes 
cm{)eror, his weakness is at its height. In 875, 
the death of his other ne])hew, Louis II., left 
Italy vacant, and ttie imperial dignity as well. 
Anticipating the sons of l/ouis the German at 
Rome [)y his greater spced.^ he filches, if I 
may so .-^peak, the title of emperor ; but the 
very C'hri»imas-day on which he triumphantly 
arrays himself iu the Greek Dalmatic,^ his

His son, Louis the Stammerer, cannot rvfr. 
retain the shadow of power preserved by l.i 
father. Italy, I^orraine, Brittany, and fiance- 
ny wi!l not hear him spoken of. Kven id ih** 
north of France he is compelled to acknovi!rd>:*- 
before the prelates and nobles, that he bn!j:

A land of po- 
litical liberty and of religioiia eenritiide, mofo 
fanatical than deroot, iMgaedoe hat alwm 
cherished a Tigorona spirit of oppoottioo. Tm 
Catholics eren had their Protestantism here, 
under the form of Jansenism. To this dsy« 
at Alet, they rake the tomb of PliTilion, in or- 
der to drink the ashes that ate s ebarm for fe- 
Ter.* Since the days of Vigilantios and of Fe- 
lix of Urgel, the Prreoees hare nsTer bemi 
without hereties. 'the most obstiMte of skep> 
ties, and roost nndoubting belieTer in donb^ 
Bayle, was a natire of Carlat. The Chemersf 
— those riTsl brotberst whose rifslry did no!, 
however, ss is eommonly supposed, lead to fim- 
tricide — ^were from Limoox. Need I ntme in 
the list the player of Careassone, the smngni- 
nary bel-esjmtj Fabre d*£glutioe1 At least, 
one oannot deny the attributes of TiTseity and 
energy to the Langnedoeiaas— « oraidenms en- 
ergr, a tragic riraeity. Placed at the angle 
of the South — ^whioh it seems to bind and mute 
— -Languedoc has frequently suffered from the 
Btruggies between jarring races and religions. 
Elsewhere I shall hare to speak of the fright- 
lul catastrophe of the thirteenth eentory ; bat, 
eren at this day, a traditiomd hatred exists be- 
tween the inhaoitants of Nlmes, and those of 
the mountain of Nlmes, which, it is true, has 
now but little to do with religion, nnd nury be 
likened to the feuds of the Guelphs and Gfhib- 
elines. PoTerty-stricken and rude ss the Ce- 
vennes are, it is not surprising that at the point 
where they come in cootaet with the rich re-

The history of 
Nlmes is but that of a battle of rasing bulb. 

The strong and hard (fenius or Languedoc 
has not been sufficiently distinguished from the 
quick-witted levity of Guyenne, and the hot- 
headed petulance of Provence ; yet is there the 
same difference between Lanffuedoo and Guy- 
enne, as between the men of Uie Mountain and 
the Girondists, between Fsbre and Bamave, 
between the smoky wine of Lunel and claret. 
Belief is strong and intolerant in Lanj|[uedoe, 
ofton, indeed, to atrocity — so is disbelief. 
Guyenne, on the contrary, the coimtry of Mon- 
taigne and of Montesquieu, has floated betwixt 
behcf and doubt ; F^n^lon, the most religious 
of its celebrated men, was almost a heratic. 
Things grow worse as we advance towaids 
Gascon}' — the land of poor devils, exceedingly 
noble, and exceedingly begnriv ; Joyous and 
reckless rogues, not a man <m whom but would

bestow the Moselle on the last — on the first, the 
Sadnc and the Doubs. A vigorous genius of 
resistance and opposition, is the characteristic 
nf these provinces ; giving rise to inconveni- 
anccs, perhaps, within, but our safeguard 
against the foreigner. To science they have 
contributed men of a severe and analytic cast 
of mind — Mably, and his brother, Condillac, 
are from Grenoble ; D^Alembert belongs to 
Dauphiny by the mother^s side ; Lalande, the 
jhHtronomer, and Bichat, the great anatomist, 
are from Bourg-en-Bresse.* 

Reasoning and selfishf as they are in other 
respncts, war is the grand lever of the thoughts 
and feelings of these men of the frontier, com- 
manding their whole moral being and elevating 
it into poetry. Speak of passing the Alps, or 
of crossing the Rhine, and you will find that 
Daunhiny has yet her Bayards, and Lorraine 
her S^cys and raberts. On this frontier line 
are heroic cities, whose families have been ac- 
customed to lay down their lives for their 
country from generation to generation.! The 
women liave hardly been less sparing of them- 
selves than the men.^ Throughout the whole 
of this zone, from Dauphiny to Ardennes, the 
women display an Amazonian grace and cour- 
age, which you would vainly seek for else- 
where. Cold, serious, elaborate in their dress,| 
impressing both strangers and their own fami- 
lies with feelings of respect, they live in the 
midst of a race of soldiers, whom they know 
liow to awe. Themselves widows and daugh- 
t«Ts of soldiers, they are familiar with ni'ar, and 
know what it is to die and to suffer ; but, brave 
and rosier ned, they do not the less freely com- 
mit those dearest to them to its chances ; at 
iiee:l, ihey would go themselves. It v,'ub not 
Lorrame alone which saved Prance by a wo- 
mairs hand.

the women of Dauphiny has often exercised ir- 
resistible power over men; a% for inataace, 
the famous Madame Tencin, D*A]enibert*s mo- 
ther, and that washerwoman of Grenoble, who 
married husband after husband, nntil she at 
last married the king of Poland, nod wtio forms 
the theme of the po|iular ballade, together with 
Melusina and the fairy of Sasaenage.* 

There is a frank and lively ainiplicity. a 
mountaineer grace, in the mannen of tbe peo- 
ple of Dauphiny, which ehazms one si first 
sight. As you ascend towards the Alps, you 
meet with all the honesty of the SaTOjvd.t 
the same kindness, but with lees gentleness. 
Men, here, must love one another perforce^ 
for nature, seemingly, loves them but little. t 
Life had need to be softened by the good hearts 
and good sense of the people, exposed as they 
are on bleak mountain ndges thmt front the 
north, or living in the depths of those gloomy 
shafts down wnich sweeps the accursed Alpine 
wind. Granaries are supported 1^ the com- 
munes, to remedy the deficiencies of bed har- 
vests. The widow's house will be built by her 
neighbors, and her wants attended to before 
they think of their own.^ These mountains 
send forth yearly a swarm not only oi masons, 
water-carriers, wagoners, and chinmej-sweep- 
ers, like the annuid emigrations from the Li- 
mousin, Auvergne, Jura, and Savoy— hut num- 
bers of Dedestrian teachers,| who start earb 
winter from the hills of Gap and Embma. 
They proceed through Grenoble, to dispene 
themselves over the Lyoonais and the opponie 
side of the Rh6ne ; and are welcome guest*. 
teaching the children, and aiding in the labors 
of the farm. In the plains of Dauphiny, the 
peasant — less virtuous and modest than the 
mountaineer — often figures as a M esprit^ wri- 
ting verses, and satirical verses, too. 

Feudalism never pressed as heavily on Dan- 
phiny as on the rest of France. The barons, 
ever at feud with Savoy ,^ were bound by inie-

with monuments of the Carlovingians,* with 
its twelve prrcat and illustrious houses, its^un- 
drcd and twenty peers, and its sovereign abbey 
of Reniireinont, where Charlemagne and his 
son held their great autumn hunts, and where 
the sword was borne before the abbessf — ^was 
the Ciernian empire in miniature. Here, Ger- 
many was everywhere confusedly mingled with 
France, and the whole country was frontier. 
Here, too, sprang up, in the valleys of the 
Meuse and the Moselle, and in the forests of 
the Vosges, a M'andering and indeterminate 
race, themselves unconscious of their origin, 
living on the world at large, on noble and on 
priestt, who alternately took them into their 
service. Metz \i'as the city of these, and of 
all w ho had no other — a city of mixed races, 
if ever there were one. To reduce to one 
common system the contradictory customs of 
this BalH>l, ever proved an abortive effort. 

The French tongue ceases in Lorraine, and 
I will not go beyond it. I refrain from cross- 
ing the mountain-chain, and gazing on Alsace. 
The German world is dangerous ground for 
me — for it has a lotos-tree, all-powerful to in- 
duce oblivion of one^s native land. Were I 
once to look on thee, divine spire of Strasburg, 
— were I to descry my heroic Rhine, I might 
be tempted to follow its current charmed by its 
Ie{ron(i>4 ^"^ wander towards the red cathe- 
dral of Mentz, towards that of Cologne, and so

isoy I stop at the limit of the two tongue*, 
in Lorraine, at the point of contact of the two 
races, at the Chene des PartisanSf^ (the tryM- 
ing oak t) which is still shown in the Vosge*. 
The struggle between France and the eropirp, 
between heroic stratagem^ and brutal strength, 
was early typified in that of the German Swin- 
tibald and the Frank Regnier, (Rainier, Rein- 
er, Renardi) the ancestor of the counts f>f 
Ilainault. The war of the Wolf and the Fox 
is the great legend of northern France, the 
theme of fabliaux^ and of the popular poem». 
The last of these^ was written in the fifteenth 
century by a grocer of Troyes. For two hun- 
dred and fif^y years, the dukes of Lorrvne 
were Alsacian by descent, creatures of the 
emperors, and who, last century, became em 
pcrors themselves. They were almost alwav? 
at war with the bishop and the republic of 
Metz,] with Champagne, and with France. 
but, ttirough the marriage of one of them ic 
1255, with a daughter of the count of Cham- 
pagne^s, becoming French on the mother*s sidt-. 
they lent a vigorous support to France againt: 
the English — against the English partv ::. 
Flanders and Brittany. They fought for Fno>*^. 
to death, or to captivity, at Courtray, Ca>}»-i. 
Crecy, and at Auray. A poor peasant gir!. 
Joan of Arc, born on the frontiers of Lorraine - 
and C'hampagnc, did more — she awakened na- 
tional consciousness ; in her appeared, fur the 
first time, the great image of the people, under 
a pure and original form. Through her, Lor- 
raine was attached to France. The very dnke. 
who had for a moment forgotten his king, and 
trailed the royal pennons at the tail of hu 
horse, married his daughter, nevertheless, u* x 
prince of the blood, to the count de Bar, Rent* 
of Anjou. A younger branch of this family 
gave leaders to the Catholic partr, in the pi-r- 
s<iA of the (?uisc8, against the Calvinists, t.^ 
allies of England and of Holland.

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arms, tanneries, and slate-quarries, do not mneli 
enliven the appearance of a country ; but the 
inhabitants strike the eye as a marked race. 
There is intelligence, sobriety, economy about 
them ; a dryness of look in their countenance, 
but with sharp, well-cut features, lliis dry 
and staid character is not peculiar to that little 
Geneva — Sedan — but prevails throughout the 
country, which is not rich, and has, besides, the 
enemy at its threshold ; circumstances calcu- 
lated to^engender thoughtfulnesii. I'he people 
are serious, and of a critical habit of mind ; not 
uncommon among those who feel themsclree 
superior to their fortum*s. 

TBI WIlCI-COUlfTBIBS. 

Beyond this rude and heroic tone of Dan- 
phiny, Franche-Comt6, Iiorraine, and Ardennetf 
there stretches another as distinguished by 
its amenities, and more fertile in the prodnete 
of thought — that of the provinces of the Lyon- 
naia. Burgundy, and (*hani{)agne,a vinous, joy- 
ous tone, fraught with piM*try, eloquence, and 
elegant and ingenious litcraturt*. I'nlike the 
rt*st, these provinces had not to sustain the un- 
erasing shock of foreign mvanion. Better shel- 
tertnl, they had leisure to cultivati* the delicate 
Hower of civiliietion. 

And first, close to Dauphiny, rines the larffe 
and amiable city of Lvons, cniinentlv Miciable 
in Its character, and uniting men as it d(N*s riv- 
ers.* This angle of the Kln'^ne and SaAnef 
apfM^ars ever to have been a Hacri><l s{iot. The 
Segitmi of Lyons were clientA of the Dniidical 
nation of the •i'^lui ; and, her«', nixty tribes of 
f taul uniteil in raising an altar to .\uini*tus, and 
< 'aligula founded those contests of elcjquenee, 
where the vanquished was thnmn into the 
Kh6iie, except he preferri*<l cflacing his on* 
tmn with his tongue.} In place of this, a cnn- 
tom aniM* of throwing victims into the nver, 
according to an old C*eltic and (tcniiaii usage ; 
and the art mrrrriHrux, (the nurvellous arch,) 
«ihen4*e the bulls were precipitated, u aiill 
(NiinttHl out in St. Niaier*a bridge. 

The famous table of bronai* on which may 
still be read the speech of Claudius, on behalf

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of the admission of the Gauls into the senate, 
is the earliest of our national antiquities, and 
the sign of our initiation into the civilized 
world. Another, and a far holier initiation, has 
its monument alike in the catacombs of St. Ire- 
nxus, the crypt of St. Pothinus, and in Four- 
vi^res — the hill of pilgrims. Lyons was the 
seat of the Roman government, and, subse- 
quently, the see of the ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tion for the four Lyonnaisesy (Lyons, Tours, 
Sens, and Rouen,) that is, for the whole of 
Celtic Gaul. During the fearful vicissitudes 
of the first centuries of the middle ages, this 
great ecclesiastical city opened her bosom to a 
crowd of fugitives, and was peopled by the gen- 
eral depopulation, just as Constantinople gradu- 
ally concentrated the whole Greek empire, as 
it gave way before the Arabs or the Turks. 
Its inhabitants had neither fields nor land, only 
their arms and the Rhdne : thus it turned to 
trade and commerce. It was a manufacturing 
city even under the Romans. Epitaphs are 
still extant — ** To the memory of a glass-ma- 
ker, born in Africa^'^ an inhabitant of Lyons ;• 
** To the memory of a veteran who served in 
the legions, a paper-maker.''''^ An industrious 
8warni,| shut in between the rocks and the 
river, and heaped up in the sombre streets that 
u|>cn upon its banks, under a c^me of rain and 
constant fog, they had, nevertheless, their mor- 
al and their poetic side. It was thus with our 
master Adam, the cabinet-maker of Nevers — 
with the mcistersaenger of Nuremburg and

Frankfort — coopers, locksmiths, and bbek- 
smiths — and so, m our day, with the tinmso of 
Nuremburg. In their darkling cities they 
dreamed of that nature which they did nut ae*f. 
and of that glorious sun which was denttrd 
them ; and they hammered out in their blark 
stithies idylls on fields, birds, and flower?. 
Poetic inspiration at Lyons has not been na- 
ture, but love ; and more than one young shop- 
woman, seated in the dim light of tliw back 
shop, has composed, like Lmiise Labbe and 
Pernette Guillet, verses full of sadness and uf 
passion — ^which were not for their husbands.* 
The love of God, and a voluptuous mrsticisni. 
were, it must be owned, traits of the Lyonn^4« 
character. The church of Lyons was founded 
by the desired, (llptfti*^ St. Pothinus :)t and it 
was at Lyons, at a later period, that St. Mar- 
tin, the desired, established his school. J Our 
Ballanche was bom there ;^ and the author ot 
the Imitation f Jean Gerson, chose it as thr 
spot in which to close his earthly pilgrimage.. 
It seems strange and contradictory that mys- 
ticism should have originated in large manu- 
facturing and dissolute cities, such as Lyons, 
and Strasbourg now are. The reason is. thai 
nowhere else does man*s heart so yearn for 
heaven. Where all the grosser pleasures an- 
at one's call, there satiety soon begins. The 
sedentary life, too, of the artisan, seated at h:» 
trade, favors this internal ferment of the vkA. 
The silk-weaver, in the humid obecurity of tar 
streets of Lyons, and the weavers of Artois aM 
of Flanders in their gloomy cellars, shut oat 
from the world, have created a world for them- 
selves, a moral paradise of sweet dreams and 
visions ; to indemnify themselves for the na- 
ture of which they were deprived, they ga%ir 
themselves to God. No class of men gave more 
victims to the fires and fagots of the middl«* 
ages. The Vauduis of Arras had their mar- 
tyrs, as well as those of Lyons. The latter, 
(lisciplcs of the manufacturer, Valdo~Vsudoi»,

Troyes, and (juyot de Provins,* h«'^in the list 
of our romance poets. The ^reat lords of the 
country wnite their own actions — witness Ville- 
hardouin, Juinville, and the cardinal de Keta, 
who have themselves narrat«*d to uh the hiittory 
of the (Crusades ami of the Fronde. History 
and satire arc the vocation of the ('ham|»enois. 
While count Thibaut had his poenun {fainted on 
tho walls of his palace of Pro v ins, surroundeii 
by roses from the Kast, tlav i;rocers of Truyes 
8crawlt>d on their counters the alleirorical aiMl 
satirical histories of Kenard and iM'ti^^rin. Tho 
most puniH'nt pamphlet in our laufruai^c-^tho

Here, in this naivo and biting Thanipagne, 
terminates tlu* bmfr line which ue have traceil 
from ljanfni<^(M^ >nd Provence, throutrh Lyons 
and Hurirundy.

periority. Hence the social supremacy of 
Franco — the country of all others m mhich na- 
tionality, or national personality, is most closely 
unified with individual personslity. 

To leiisen, without dentroyinir, local and pri- 
Yatc hfo to the advantage of common and led- 
(ml life, is the ffreat problem of human socia- 
bility, and mankind daily draw nearer to its 
solution. The foundation of monarchies and 
of empin's forms the steps by which it is to be 
rcacht'd. The Roman empire was a first step, 
(*hriHtiafiity a second. Charlemagne and the 
(■niftadcs, Ijouis XIV., and the Revolution, and 
the French Kmpire which rose out of the latter, 
are so many advances in the road. The nation 
whose crntraliaation is the most perfect, is 
likowise that which, by its example, and by the 
energy of its sction, has done most to forward 
the central itation of the world. 

l^his condensation of France into oneness, 
and snnihilation of provincial feeling, is fre- 
quently considered to be the simple result of 
the conquest of the provinces. Now, conquest 
rosy fasten snd chain hostile parts together, but 
never unite them. Conquest and virar have 
only laid open provinces to each other, and 
brou^fht isolated people in contact ; the rest has 
b(*rn accomplished by the quick and lively 
syin(»athy and social instinct of theCfsllic char- 
swXvT. .Strange! these provinces, difle ring in 
rlinuitr, habitA, and tongue, have coroi>rehended 
and Io%ih) one another, until they feel them- 
M>h(A one. The (lascon has been disturbed 
about Flanders, the llurgundun has rejoiced 
or nulTrrrd from vkhat has taken place in the 
ISrcneet; the Breton, seated oo the shores 
(»t (M*fan, has felt the blows struck on the 
Uhinr. 

la thi» manner has been formed the gen- 
eral, thr umvermal spint of the country ; the 
local has dmappeared daily ; the infiueoce of 
Mill, rliniale, and race, has given way before 
Mjrul and political action. Local fatalities 
ha^r brrn oiercome, and man lias escaped 
ttotn the tyranny of material circumstances. 
TIh- Frrtichman of the North has enjoyed the 
.South, and gathered life from her sun. The 
southern has gamed something of the tenacity, 



seriousness, and reflectiveness of the north. 
Society and liberty have subdued nature, and 
history has eflaced geography. In this mar- 
vellous transformation spirit luu triumphed oyer 
matter, the general over the particular, and the 
ideal over*the real. Individual man is a ma- 
terialist, and spontaneously attaches himself to 
local and private interests. Human society is 
a spiritualist ; it tends unceasingly to free itself 
from the miseries of local existence, in order 
to atuin the loAy and abstract unity of— a 
country. 

The deeper we plunge into past times, the 
further we are removed from this pure and no- 
ble generaliaation — ^the growth of modem feel- 
ings. Barbarian epochs present only the local, 
special, and material. Man holds by the soil ; 
he is bound to it, snd seems a part of it. His- 
tory, in these epochs, has to consider the land, 
and the race that inhabits it ; and each race is 
powerfully influenced by iu own land. By de- 
grees, the innate strength of man will disengagn 
and uproot him from this narrow spot. Ha 
will leave it, reject it, trample it under fool, 
and require, instead of his natal village, town, 
or province, a great country by which he may 
himself become a sharer in the destinies of the 
world. The idea of such a country — an abetraet 
idea but little dependent on the senses — will 
conduct him, by a new cfllbrt, to the idea of a 
universal country, of the city of Providence. 

In the tenth century, the period to which the 
prt^sent history has now come down, we are 
very far from this light of modem times. Hu- 
manity must suflfer and be patient, and desenre 

to reach alas ! what a long and painful 

initiation she has yet to undergo ! What rude 
trials to sustain ! How sharp will be the pann 
of her own travail in bringing forth herself! 
She must swest blood as well as sweat to brtnff 
into the world the middle-age, and must see it 
die alWr she has so long reared, nursed, and 
caressed it . — a child of sorrow, tore out of the 
very entrails of Chrtstiamty, bore in lean, 
reared m preyer and in visions, and in anguiili 
of heart, and that died without having brooflil 
any thing to a conclusion— bat bequeaihinf lo 
us so touching a memory of itself, that all IIh 
s and the greatness of modera ItBMe wfll 
to console us.

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KING ROBEBT. 
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In this geneiml despair, few enjoyed any 
peace save under the ahadow of Um Church. 
Men crowded to lay on the altar gifts of lands, 
of houses, and of aerfr ; all wfaieh acts hsTO the 
imprint of the one uniTcrsal belief : — ** The end 
of the world draws nigh,** so they ran, ^ each 
day brings fresh destruction ; therefore I, eoont 
or baron, give to such or such church for the 
benefit of my soul** .... or else, ** Retleetinff 
that slavery is contrary to Chnsdan liberty, I 
declare such or such a one, my bom thrall, Ifim, 
his children, and his heirs, freeJ* 

Even this did not set their minds at rest. 
They longed to forsake the sword, the baldric, 
and all the insignia of the military service of 
the age, in order to screen themselves among 
monks, and under monkly gaib, seeking but a 
comer of a convent in wmch to borr them- 
selves. The difficulty was to hinder the great 
of the earth, kings and dukea, fjfom becoming 
monks, or at least lay brothers. ¥nUiam I., 
duke of Nomoandy, would have forsaken all 
and retired into the monastery of Jumiiges, had 
the abbot permitted him ; still, he mainffed to 
carry away a cowl and a finock, which he se- 
cured in a small coffer, the key of iriiich he 
always wore at his girdle.* Hugh I., duke of 
Burgundy, and, before him, the emperor Henry 
II., had desired to turn monks. Hugh was 
prevented from carrying hk wish ii^ effect by 
the pope. Henry, on entering the church of 
the abbey of St. Vanne, at Verdun, had ex- 
claimed with the Psalmist — ^ This is my rest 
for ever, here will I dwell, for I have desired 
it !** Beiojg overheard by a monk, who pot the 
abbot on hiS'guard, the latter invited him to at- 
tend a chapter of the house, and then inquired 
into his intentions. ^ By the grace of God,** 
replied the emperor with tears, " I seek to re- 
nounce the garments of this world, to assume 
yours, and to live, serving God, with your breth- 
ren.''—*' Will voa then?* said the abbot, *" in 
compliance with our rale, and the examine of 
Jesus Christ, promise obedience until d^th 1** 
— >" I wUl," was the answer.—** Well, I accept 
you as monk ; from this day forward I take on 
myself the care of vour soul, and what I order, 
that do you with the fear of God before you. 
I bid you rctum to the government of the em- 
pire, which God has confided to your charge, 
and to watch with all Tour soul, in fear imd 
trembling, over the safety of the whole kinif- 
dom.'*t The emperor, mrand thereto by his 
vow, sorrowfullv obeyed. However, he had 
long previously been a monk, having lived with 
lus wife as brother with sitter ; ana he is hon-

of the real presence, till now obscured and veiled 
in shadow, burst forth in the belief of the peo- 
ple, like a sunlight of poetry illuminating and 
transfifruring the West and the North. " All 
this was surely foretold by the very position of 
the cross of our Lord, when the Saviour was 
suspended on it on Mount Calvary. In fact, 
while the Hast, with its fierce tribes, was con- 
cealed behind the face of our Lord, the West, 
catching His looks, received from His eyes the 
light of the faith with which it was soon to be 
filled. His all-powerful right hand, extended 
for the great work of mercy, showed the North, 
whieh was about to be softened by the effect of 
the Divine word, while his leflfell to the share 
of the barbarous and tumultuous nations of the 
South."* 

'I'll IS grand idea of the struggle between the 
West and the East, which has just fallen in in- 
fantile words from the ignorant mouth of the 
monk, is prophetic of futurity and of the march 
of mankind. Great are the signs displayed al- 
ready ; thousands of men proceed one by one, 
and as pilgrims, to Kome, to Mont^.-C'assino, 
and to Jerusalem. Already, the first French 
pope, (!erb(^rt, proclaims the crusade. His 
spirited letter,t in which he summons all princes 
in the name of the holy city, precedes by a cen- 
tury the preaching of rcter the Hermit. Thus, 
preached by a Frenchman, and executed under 
a French poiH*, Urban H., executed chiefly, too, 
by Frenchmen, the great common undertaking 
of the middle age, that which served to combine 
the Franks into one nation, will be ours, will 
beldug to u.s and will make known the deep- 
rooted M)cial sympathies of France. But, there 
is still a century to it: the world must settle 
down b(*for<.- plunging into action. In the year 
1000, a politician founds the popedom, and a 
saint founds royalty — ^thesc are two Frenchmen, 
Gcrbcrt and Robert.

This Gerbert, they say, was nothing; less thu 
a magician.* Expelled from his moomitery it 
Aurillac, he takes refuge at Barcelona, mad oa- 
frocks himself, in order to study literature and 
algebra at Cordova. Repairing then to Rotae. 
he is chosen by the |n^eat Otho as tutor for hn 
son and grandson. Subsequently, he gets the 
appointment of professor at the celebrat^ school 
of Reims, where our good king Robert is hi 
disciple. Taken by the archbishop as his ler- 
retary and confidant, he manages to have Lm 
deposed in his own faror by the inlloeDce of 
Hugh Capet. It was a great thing for the Ca- 
pets to have such a man attached to their inter- 
ests : if they help him to become arehbiabop>. 
he helps them to become kings. 

Being forced to seek the protection of 0th} 
III., he becomes archbishop of Rarenna, and. 
finally, pope. He sits in judgment on the great . 
nominates king8,(thoae of Hungary and Pwsiid.i 
gives laws to republics, and rules both by ihe 
influence of the popedom and of his own know- 
ledge. He preaches the Crusade : an astroloppr 
has foretold that he will die in Jenualem. Ail 
seems conspiring to this end, wheu one day thi: 
he was sitting at Rome m a chapel called Jtrv- 
salem,t the devil makes his appearance and 
claims the pope. The bargain had bees strsck 
between them, among the Spanish Moor*. 
(jerbcrt was then a stiuicnt ; when findi^r liui 
he was engaged in a tedious pursuit, he sdU 
himself to the devil for a short cut to kae«- 
ledge, and learned from him the myrtm uf 
Arab numerals, and of algebra, aud of Baku; 
a horologe, and of getting himself made pop^ 
How could he have done all this, otherwise' 
He has sold himself, and therefore belongs ii* 
his master. The devil proves it to him. and 
then carries him off—** Thou didst not thxk 
that I was a logician. **{ 

Apart from their friendship for this diabolieai 
man, there was no wickedness in the first Ci- 
pets. The good Robert, indulgent sad ptou*. 
was a king nurn, a king sympaUiising with tit 
people, a crowned monk. The Capets verr 
commonly supposed to be of plebeian race, aaj 
of Saxon descent. Their ancestor, Robert the

Eur()]K? into the crusades, France bears the 
principal sthurc in this enterprise, which cootri- 
bute.s so powerfully to their aggrandizement, 
and arms them with irresistible strength in the 
strupf^le l)ctwixt the Hierarchy and the Empire. 

The nrrrat contest of the eleventh century is 
between the Holy Roman pontificate and the 
Holy Roman Empire. Germany, which has 
overthrown Rome by barbaric invasions, en- 
deavors to become her successor by assuming 
her name ; and not only desires to succeed to 
her temporal dominions, (already the emperor*s 
supremacy is recognised by the other monarchs.) 
but affects a moral supremacy, intituling itself 
the Holy Empire^ as if out of its pale was nei- 
ther order nor sanctity. Just as on high the 
celestial }M)wers, thrones, dominations, and arch- 
angels ure >o many successive links of obedi- 
ence. S4> are inarfrraves and barons to look up to 
the dukes, the dukes to the kings, and the latter 
to the eniiK'ror — a haughty claim, indeed, but 
one prp(;nant with future consequences. A sec- 
ular body assumes the title of a holy body, seeks 
to make civil life a reflection of celestial order 
and of the divine hierarchy, and to bring down 
heaven u{m>ii the earth. The emperor holds the 
glo^N' in his hand on days of ceremony ; his 
chancellor calls the other monarchs, the ;>r0t7i>i- 
cial kin2^* his jurisconsults declare him the 
liviui; linr.f He aspires to establish a perpet- 
ual p<>ace as it were on earth, and to substitute 
a state nf law for the state of nature in which 
the nntions still exist.

Then, the world restored to 
tnif ohNt, (hhI will roij^n, and the vicar of 
G<m1. An hi»'rarrhy will be reared after the 
spirit, and in hulincss, fur election will raise up 
tin' worth if "St. The pope will lead the Chris- 
ti.in world to Jonisalem ; and his vicar will ro- 
vciw. th(! oath of the emperor, and the homage 
of the kingH, at the liberated tomb of Christ. 

Siirh wrre the ideas which impelled the 
(■hurch to vindicate the majesty of the law 
over nature, respectively represented by the 
poprdoni and the empire. The emperor was 
tlic fn^ry Henry IV., as wilful according to na- 
ture, an (Jrouory VH. was hard according to 
the law. At first these opposing forces seemed 
very unequal. Henry HI. had bequeathed to 
bin son va.'it ])atrimonial estates, feudal omnipo- 
tenf*e in Cierinany, immense influence in Italy, 
and a claim to the nomination of the popes. Hil- 
d ('brand had not Home even ; he had nothing, 
and he had every thing. It is the true nature 
of spirit to occupy no place. Everywhere 
rxpelhMJ, and everywhere triumphant, he had 
not a ston^ whrreon to lay his head, and with 
his dying breath he exclaimed, ** I have loved 
justi(M' and hated iniquitv, and therefore I die 
an e\ih'."* (a. d. 1073*-108«.) 

Hc'tli parties have been accused of obstinacy. 
It has bciMi overlooked that this was not a 
striii^ijle bt-twern tnen. Mankind sought to 
umtr, but could n<»t. When Henry IV. re- 
inaiiuMl for three days in his shirt upon the 
snow, in the court of the castle of Canossa,t

the pope could not help mdmitting him. Peir* 
was desired on both sides. Gregory joincil :s 
communion with his enemy, besieeching to ^ 
struck dead if he were guilty, snd implorr.* 
the judgment of God.* God interfered tr^ 
Judgment and reconciliation were equally lo- 
possible. Nothing will reconcile spirit u^ 
matter, flesh and spirit, the law and nature. 

The fleshly party was conquered, and a» 5-: 
us, men of flesn, our hearts bleed to think c* 
it : nature was conquered, but in an unnstcTL 
manner. It w-as Henry the Fourth *s son, «^ 
carried the decree of the Church into exen- 
tion. When the poor old emperor was aeoK 
at the interview which took place at MentL 
and the bishops who had remained free fros 
simony, tore oflT his crown and the rojral rohn.' 
he besought with tears in his eyes this v*. 
whom he still loved, to abstain from his par'.- 
cidal violence for the safety of hia eternal mku 
Stripped, abandoned, and a prey to cold u: 
hunger, he sought Spires, and that rery eharr* 
of the Virgin which he had himself buih, u.* 
implored to be admitted as a priest, aD^u; 
that he could read, and could alao sing in tht 
choir. Kven this favor was refused him : air 
a resting place was refused to his mortal rv- 
nuiins, which lay for Are years unbuhed za i 
cellar at Liege. 

In this terrible struggle which the hoh tve 
carried on throughout Lurope, it had nra'ata- 
iliaries, two temporal instruments. The irfi 
was the famous countess Matilda, so poven'u^ 
in Italy, the chaste and faithful friend of Gref on' 
VII. This princess, a French woman by buth. 
had grown up in exile and under the perter*j- 
tion of the Germans. She was allied to xu 
family of (irodfrey of Bouillon ; but Godfret 
sided with Henry IV. He bore the banner ti

ling with c:i.stlcs, was not easily run over in 
the t'lc.'vciith century. The time was past, 
when tlic little Hungarian horses gallo])cd to 
the Tiber and Provence. Every ford, and 
every commanding position, had its tower. At 
c:ich defile, down Htalkcd from the hill some 
in;m ut arms, with his knaves and his dogs, to 
demand toll or l)attlc. He would examine the 
tr:ivf'ller's baggage, and take part of it ; some- 
times, indeed, the whole, and the traveller into 
the bargain. In travelling on this fashion, 
tliere was not nmch to gaaigner. Our Nor- 
mans Ret about it better. Many of them would 
join company, well mounted and well armed, 
though muflled upas pilgrims, and bearing staff 
and coekle-shell ; nor liad they any objection 
to carry a monk along with them. Then, if 
any one bonght to stay them, they could meekly 
reply, in their drawling and nasal tone, that 
they were \hwt pilgrims, wending their way to 
Mt>nte-('as:sino, to the holy sepulchre, to the 
shrint; of St. James of Compostella ; and so 
stoutly armed a devotion was generally respect- 
ed. The fact is, they loved these distant pil- 
grimages ; for it was their only means of es- 
caping the dull routine of their manorial life. 
Anti then the roads they took were well fre- 
quented : good hits were to be made on the 
way, and there was alisolution at the end of 
thrir journey. Or, at the worst, as the»e 
places ot' pilgrimage ^'ere the seats of fairs as 
well, they could do a little bu.siness, and get 
more than their cent per cent, while securing 
their salvation.* Dealing in relics was the 
Ihrst trade going. They would bring back a 
iiair of the \'irgin's, or one of St. George's 
teeth, surt^ to dispose of it to great advantage, 
for there was always some bishop eager to 
bring custom to his church, or some prudent 
prince, who was not sorry to enter the battle- 
field with the safeguard of a relic under his 
cuirass. 

A pilgrimage first took the Normans to 
Southern Italy, where they were to found a 
kinizdoin. Here there were, if I may so speak, 
thre<* \i recks, three ruins of nations — Lombards 
in the iiKiiint.iins, (>reeks in the ports, Sicilian 
and Afrieun Saracens rambling over the coasts. 
About the year 1000, some Nonnan pilgrims 
as.si>t the inhabitants of Salerno to drive out a 
]>arty of Arabs, who were holding them to 
r.iii'^oni. Ht-ing well paid for the service, these 
Norman.- attract others oi' their countrymen 
liitlirr. A (I reek of Bari, named .Melo or 
Mel' s, taki ^ them into |iay to free his city from 
till. (Jrri'k- of Byzantium. Next, they are 
si'itittl liy tin- (Jretk republic of Naples at the 
fort of .\\rr>a, which lay In'tween that city 
and )itr riitinii-s, the I^omlxtrds of Capua, (a. d.

It was during Williain*8 minaritj, whn 
numbers of the barons eodesTored to withdikv 
themselves from the Bastard^s ^ke, thit theie 
sons of Tancrod^s directed their eteps toinrdi 
Italy, where it was said that a simple Norsat 
knight had become count of Arena. IVr 
set off penniless, and defrayed the expcnaet oc 
their journey by the 8word«* (▲. d. 1037' 
The Byzantine governor, or Kaiapanjf eng^K 
their services, and led them againrt the Aijb» 
But their countrymen beginning to flock t} 
them, they no sooner saw themaelTea ttm; 
enough than they turned against their paymto- 
ters, seized Apulia, and divided it into tvehe 
countships. This repablic of Condottieri b^ii 
its assemblies at Melphi.^ The Greeks n- 
deavored to defend themaelrea, hot fniitleaiiT 
They collected an armr of sixty thoonad 
Italians ;^ to be routed by the Nonnaos, wb 
amounted to several hundreds of weU-anM 
men. The Byzantines then summoned tbrj 
enemies, the Germans, to their sid ; ssd tbe 
two empires of the East and West eonfedoitci 
against the sons of the gentlemen of Coatasees. 
The all-powerful emperor, Henry the Bhek. 
(Henry III.,) charged Leo IX., who hid bees 
nominated pope by him, and who 
and kin to the imperial family, to 
these brigands. The pope led 
and a swarm of Italians against them; bu tbe 
latter took to fliffht at the very beginnin| df tbe 
battle, and left Uie warlike pontiff in tbe haiki» 
of the enemy. Too wary to ill-treat him, tbe 
Normans piously cast themselTes at their pr> 
oner*s feet, and compelled him to grant ibm 
as a fief of the Church, all that they had lakn. 
or might take possession of in Apulia, Calabru. 
and on the other side of the strait ;| so thai -j 
spite of himself, the pope became tlie susenji 
of the kingdom of the Two SSicilies, (a. D. lOK, 
1053) — « fantastical scene which wai 
a century afterwards, when one of the

injustice, — with fuU means to aeciire the nfetr 
of the kingdom. He waa the guardian of aU 
noble minors ; and married noble heiresaes to 
whomsoever he choee. These wardahips and 
marriages he turned eauallj to account, con- 
suming the property or the in&nts under hia 
wardship, and deriTing a rerenue from those 
desirous of rich wiTCs, and from those females 
who refused to marry aa he recommended.* 
Feudal rights of the und eiisted on the conti- 
nent, but under a rery different form. The 
king of France ooold object to a marriage in- 
jurious to his interests, but not force a husband 
on his Tassal*s daughter; he waa the guardian of 
minors, but only after the law of the feudal 
hierarchy, the wardahip of arri^re-Tassala being 
his vassals^ right and profit, and not his. 

Independently of the Ikmegeli^ which was 
levied on all, under pretext of j[iroTiding for 
defence against the iJanes, and mdepen&ntly 
of the t&iUage exacted of the conquered, and 
of those who were not noUe, the king of Bug- 
land drew a tax from the nobles themseWes, 
under the honorable name of escuage ; which 
was a dispensation from military service. 
Worn out by constant summonses to the field, 
the barons preferred disbursing their money to 
following their adventuroua soTereign in his 
numerous enterprises ; and he gained in power 
by the exchange. He purchased, instead of 
the capricious and uncertain service of the bar- 
ons, that of mercenary soldiers, Gascons, Bra- 
ban^ons, Gauls, and others ; and men of this 
stamp depending completely on the monarch, 
constituted his strength agamst the aristocracr ; 
which thus paid for the hit and bridle that he 
7*U snio its mouth. 

In this manner waa the kinsly power boih 
ap, and by ita side the Church; a powerful 
and politic Church, like that foimded by Char- 
lemagne in Saxony, in order to tame ilown the 
ancient Saxons. Nowhere did the clergy 
take so large a share of things temporal ; and 
even now, the revenue of the Angtiean Church 
exceeds the collective rerenues of all other 
churches in the world.t The centre of this 
Church was the archbialiop of Canterbury, who 
waa a sort of patriarch or pope, who did not al- 
ways regard the orders of him of Rome, and 
who, on the other hand, often interposed be- 
tween the king and people, and not nnfrequentfy 
to the advantage of the conquered — of the 
Saxons.^ '*Archbiahop Lanfranc, William*a 
counsellor and confessor, encouraged and armed

heeded ; in France ereiy one malied to axms. 
At the council of Clermont, four buidred bith- 
ops or mitred abbots were preeent : it was the 
triumph of the Church and the peopIC) and the 
condemnation of the greatest names on the 
earth, those of the emperor and of the Idi^ cf 
France, no less than oif the Turks, and of the 
dispute, as well, concerning the right of inTCsti- 
tnre, which had got mixed np with the question 
of advance on Jerusalem. All mounted the 
red cross on their shoulders. Red stuflb and 
Tcstments of erery kind were torn in pieces ; 
yet were insufficient for the purpose.* 

An extraordinary spectacle was then present- 
ed: the world seemed turned inside down. 
Men suddenly conceired a disgust for all thsrf 
had before prised ; and hasteiwd to quit their 
proud 4»stles, their wires, and childien. There 
was no need of preaching ; they preached to 
each other, says a contemporary, both by word 
and example. ^Thus," he proceeds to say, 
^ was fulfilled the saying of Solomon — ^ The 
locusts have no Idnff, yet go they forth all of 
them by bands.* These locusts had not soared 
on deeds of goodness so long as they remain 
stiffened and frozen in their iniquity; but no 
sooner were ther warmed by the rays of the 
sun of justice, than they rose and took their 
flight. They had no ung. Each beUerinff 
soul chose God alone for ms guide, his chief, 

his companion in arms Although the 

French alone had heard the preaching of the 
crusade, what Christian people did not supfdy 
soldiers as well t . . . • You might hare seen 
the Scotch, coTcred with a shaggy cloak, hasten 

from the heart of their marshes I take 

God to witness, that there landed in our ports 
barbarians from nations I wist not of: no one 
understood their tongue, but placing their fin- 
gers in the form of a cross, they made a sign 
that they desired to proceed to the defence of 
the Christian faith. 

** There were some who at first had no de- 
sire to set out, and who laughed at those who 
parted with their property, foretelling them a 
miserable voyage, and more miserabfe return. 
The next day, these very mockers, by some 
sodden impulse, gave all they had for money, 
and set out with those whom they luul just 
laughed at. WHio can name the children and 
aged women who prepared for war ; who count 
the virgins, and old men trembling under the

smiled to nee the poor shoeing their oxen like

and kinp of Jerusalem. Godfrey's family, 
sprung, it is Raid, from (/harlcmagne, was al- 
rea<ly illuRtrated by great adventures and by 
signal misfortunes. His father, Eustache de 
Boulogne, was brother-in-law to Edward the 
Confessor, and had missed succeeding him in 
England, whither he had been summoned by 
the Saxons to oppose William the Conqueror.* 
His maternal grandfather, Godfrey with the 
Beani, or (lodfrey the Bold, duke of Lothier 
and of Brabant, who in like manner had failed 
to become master of Lorraine, ma^intained a 
thirty years' war with the emperors at the head 
of ah Belgium, and burned the palace of the 
Carlovingians in Aix-la-Chapelle. He was of- 
ten defeated, banished, and a prisoner ; and his 
wife, Beatrice d'Este, mother of the famous 
countess Matilda, was unworthily detained in 
captivity by Henry III., who at last deprived 
her of her patrimony, and gave Lorraine to the 
house of Alsace. When, however, Henry IV. 
was persecuted by the popes, and deserted by 
numl>ers of his former friends, the grandson of 
this banished man, the Godfrey of the crusade, 
did not fail in his duty to his suzerain. The 
emperor confided the imperial standardf to him, 
that standard which Godfrey's ancestors had 
of\en made waver, and against which Matilda 
had supported the banner of the Church ; hot 
in Godfrey*s hands it was secure : he slew the 
rival Co'sar, Rodolph, the king raised up by the 
priestly party, with the spear of the standard ,{ 
(a. d. 1080,) and then planted it victoriously 
on the walls of Rome, which he was the first 
to scale. ^ Yet, the having violated the city of 
St. Peter, and expelled the pope, sat heavily 
on his tender conscience. While yet a child,

Godfrey belonged to both natioiUf and spoke 
both tongues.* He was not tall ; his brother. 
Baldwin, was taUer by the head ; but ku 
strength was prodigions.! It is said, that wrJ: 
one mow of his sword he " nnseamed** a bone- 
man from head to saddle ; and with one bark 
stroke would cat off an ox's or a eamers beaii * 
When in Asia, having one day lost his way. be 
found one of his companions in a'carem, n- 
gaged with a bear. He drew the beast*s rac» 
upon himself, and slew it ; but the serioos bites 
he received kept him long to his bed. Th:» 
heroic man was of singular parity of mind : be 
never married, and died, without haTing knovn 
woman, at the age of thirty-eight.^ 

The council of Clermont was neld in No- 
vember, 1095. On the 15th of August, 1096. 
Godfrey departed with the Lorrmins and Bel- 
gians, and took the route throuffh GennasT 
and Hungary, ^n September, iVilliam tae 
(!!onqueror*s son, his son-in-law, the eoaot a' 
Blois, brother to the king of Frmnce, and cV 
count of Glanders, set forth, taking the rocu* 
through Italy as far as Apulia, where they srp- 
arated, one party crossing to Durmsso, asoi^.- 
turning Greece. In October, our '^losrh ii 
under Raymond de St. Gille, marched bf «it 
of Jjombardy, Frinli, and Dalmatia. tobe- 
mond, with his Normans and Italiam, farre^ 
his way through the deserts of Balgaria, vkr h 
was the shortest and least dangerous ptr— r 
it being preferable to avoid the towns, and ^^• 
encounter the Greeks in the open coantry obIt. 
The wild appearance of the first cmsadera, W 
by Peter the Hermit, had alarmed the Btub- 
tines, who bitterly repented their inTitation u> 
the Franks, but too late.

The next question \i'a8, who was to be king of 
the conquest, who was to have the melancholy 
honor of defending Jerusalem. A court of 
inquir}' was held on each of the princes, in or- 
der to choose the worthiest ; and to come at 
their secret vices, their servants were ques- 
tioned. The choice would probably have fallen 
on the count of St. Gille, the richest of the 
crusaders, had not his servants, in their fear of 
being kept by him at Jerusalem, made no scru- 
ple of blackening their master^s character, and 
so sparing him the pains of sovereignty, \\lien 
the duke of Lorraine^s servants were examined 
in their turn, they could find nothing to say 
against him, except that ho remained too long 
in the churches, even beyond the hours of ser- 
vice, and stayed inquiring of the priests the 
stories represented in the sacred images and 
paintings, to the great discontent of his friends, 
who were thus kept waiting for their dinner.* 
Godfrey resigned himself to the burden ; but 
would not assume the kingly crown in a spot in 
which the Saviour had worn one of thorns.f 
The only title he would accept was, that of de- 
fender and baron of the holy sepulchre. To 
the patriarch^s claim to Jerusalem and the 
whole kingdom, he made no objection, but free- 
ly surrendered all in presence of the people, 
and only reserved for himself tlic possession, 
that is to say, the defence of the city.^ In the 
very first year of his reign, he had to fight an 
innumcrahle army of Egyptians, who had at- 
tacked the crusaders at Ascalon. He ha<l, in 
short, a never-ending war on his hands, and 
found his conquest to be nothing but irremedia- 
ble misery^-une long martyrdom. The Arabs 
infested his kingdom from the beginning, {kmic- 
t rating to the very gates of the cajutal, so that 
it \K'as ha nil y possible to till the land. Tunc red 
was the only chief that remained with (Jodfrey ; 
who could with difficulty detain three hundred 
knif^htH to defend the Holy I^nd.^ 

Vet was it a great thing for < Miristendom 
thus to occupy, in the very midst of the infidels, 
the cradle of their religion. A {letty Aniatic 
EumiKs was formed here, in the likeness of the 
great ; and feudality was organized even under 
a severer form than it had assumed in any west- 
ern country. The hierarchical onler, and all 
the details of feudal justice were regulated in 
tlie fanidUH assizk or Jerusalrm, by (itHlfrey 
and his barons ; and there were present a prince 
of Cralilec, a marquis of JafTa, and a l>aron of 
Sidon. The addition of these titles of the mid-

die age, to the most TenenUe nrnmes of biblical 
antiquity, sounds like m barleaqae ; and, asn- 
redly, Daniel had seen in no Tiaion, that a dakr 
of Lorraine would crown the fortreaa of David 
with battlements, or that a barbaric giant from 
the West, a Gaul, — a fair bead masked with 
iron, — ^would call himaelf marqaia of Tyre. 

Judea had become a France. Onr haiguM^, 
carried by the Nonnana into En^and ami 
Sicily, vras introduced into Aaia br the cru- 
sade. The French tongue auceeeded, as th» 
language of policy, to the uniTeraal LsLa 
tongue, from Arabia to Ireland. The Wett- 
ems went under the common name of Frank i.* 
And, however weak the French UMMiarrhv 
might still be, the brother of the cipher Phi- 
lippe the First, that very Hugh of Vermaodou 
who had fied from Antioch, waa nererthelfw 
styled by the Greeks the brother of the chief 
of the Christian princes, and of the king of 
the kings.f

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saint of the parish, enforced the common peace 
between tlio Oise and the Loire ; while the 
kin^Ti on horseback, bore in front the banner of 
tlie abbey of St. Denys.* The vassal in his 
capacity of count of the Vexin, and as abbot of 
St. Martin uf Tours, and canon of St. Quentin, 
dcft'iidrr of the Church, he warred in holy wise 
to put down the robberies of the lords of Mont- 
morency and of Puiset, and the detestable cm- 
L'lties o( the Coucys. 

}{c was sup]>orted by the rising bourgeoisie 
and by the Church — all the rest, both strength 
and ^lory, belonged to feudalism. He was 
lost, poor little king as he was, among the vast 
domains of his vassals.f And many of the lat- 
ter were great men — at least, men powerful by 
their valor, energy, and wealth. What was a 
Philippe 1., or even the brave Louis VL, the

land and of Normandy, the Roberts of Kos- 
ders, b^nquerors and pirates,t ^he wealthy Rit- 
mondnfToulou8e,the Williains of Poitier».»ac 
Fvlhmof Anjou — ^troabadours and histona£t 
and, Atly, the Godfreys of Lorraine, iDtr«f« 
ant|ffoni8t8 of the emperors, smnctiiied in 'Jk 
minSB of all Christendom by the life and otvz 
of Godfrey of Bouillon. 

What had the king to oppose to all this ^--t 
and power? Not much, apparently; noikv 
sensible to sight or touch — ^nght : an old rucL 
revived by Cnarlemaffne, bat jweached by 'a 
priests, and renewed by the poems of the o&t 
and, indeed, the feudal rights seemed a i»l-- 
pation of this royal right. According to it. liv 
fief of every vassal who died childleaa, rerertc: 
to the sovereign as to its source. This gave hx 
a commanding position, and secured him muj 
friends, for it was to one^s interest to b« >« 
good terms with him who was the bestovpr trf' 
vacant fiefs ; and this claim to univeml ber- 
ship secured him immense popolaritj. Mfas- 
while the Church supported and maintaiBA: 
him. She had too much need of the mnytt 
of a military chief a^nst the baroDa, ever lo 
desert the king. This was seen whea Phiijpp« 
I. scandalously married Bertrade de MoBii«4t. 
whom he had seduced from her K»^^«ii f ^j( 
of Anjou. (a. d. 1003.) While the tubiv i*; 
(Jhartres, the famous Yves, thundcrsd agaxc*: 
him, the pope laid him under intetdiet, ini the 
council of Lyons condemned him, the vho&e vf 
the northern Church remained fiiithlul to bt 
and he had on his side the bishops of Ktjnr 
Sens, Paris, Mcaux, Soissons, Noyoa, Se&li- 
Arrus,| &c. 

Louis VL, who, in hia old age, was stTle-: 
the Fat, had been at first sumamed the S^pn^ 
Iv, or Awakened, (rEveilli) His reign. j:< 
Joed, is the awakening of the monarchy. B»- 
ver than his father, and more obedient to tic 
Church, it vrzB in her cause, in defence ol* tht 
abbey of St. Denys and the bishoprics of 1*t> 
leans and of Roims,^ that he llesheo his nshi* : 
sword ; and when we reflect that the land* (4 
the Church were then the only asylums of gir- 
der and of peace, we appreciate the chahtr \u 
humanity of the task undertaken by their df- 
fender. *Tis true that he found his account s 
it, since the bishops, in their turn, armed their 
men for him. It was he who protected thf f J- 
grims, and the merchants who flocked to thti: 
fairs and their festivals, and who secured t.Sr 
saft*ty of the hif^h road from Tours and C Mt-ou 
to Paris, and from Paris to Reima.

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Before tlic mystics, and before Fonelon, Abe- 
lard had Uid down in his writings this high 
ideal ot* ])uri' and disinterested love, as the aim 
and end of the relifirious soul.* Woman raised 
herself to it, for the first time, in the writings 
of Ileloisc — still, it is true, devoting it to man, 
to her hu8l)an:l, to her living god. tieloise was 
to revive, under a spiritual form, in St. Cathe- 
rine and St. Theresa, — who fixed their aflfcc- 
tions on high. 

The restoration of womin, which Christian- 
ity had begun, was principally effected in the 
twelfth century. A slave in the East, shut up, 
too, in the gynseceum of the Greeks, but eman- 
cipated by the jurisprudence of the empire, she 
was recognised, by the new religion, as man^s 
equal. Christianity, however, hardly freed 
from the sensuality of paganism, still feared 
woman and mistrusted her. Man knew himself 
to be weak and tender. He kept her at a dis- 
tance : the more he felt his heart sympathize 
with her. Jience, the hard, and even con- 
temptuous expressions, by which he strives to 
tbrtify himself against her power. The com- 
mon term for woman in ecclesiastical writers, 
and in the capitularies, is the degrading yet 
profoundly expressive phrase — Vas infirmiujt^ 
(the urakf r vessel.) At the period of Gregory 
i\w Srvt'ntfrs efforfe to emancipate the clergy 
from their double bonds — woman and territorial 
possessions, there was a new outbreak ag:iinst 
the djn(r(>rous Kve whose seductions lost Adam, 
and who is ever persecuting him in his sous. 

With the twelfth century began a movement, 
the direct reverse of this. The free spirit of 
niysturisni undertook to raise up what sacerdo- 
tal 8«* verity had dragged in the mire ; and this 
mission was chiefly discharged by a Breton, 
Kob<>rt dWrbrissel. lie led back woman to 
the bosom of Christ, founded asylums for her, 
and Ixiiit Fontevrautt ; and Fontevrauhs soon 
arose throughout all (yhriatendom.f Robert's

The hideous bwi* of the Anglo-Noimao 

¥iwer wu the apoliation of a wSale peo|^. 
hat lire of robber; and Tiolence whieb each 
baron ezerciaed on a petty tcale lODiid hia ma< 
■tor, was carried ont on the largeat on the other 
aide of the channel. There a whole peo^e 
waa the «erf ; and the horror* of thia slaTery 
approximated to thoM of the ancienta, or of our 
own colonies. There wu no tie to onite the 
conquered and the eooqoerora; they ipoke a 
different langua^ and were of different laees. 
The cocuciouBBeaa of unlimited power gave rise 
to an execrable feroci^ ; and the eonqoeron 
were equally irreapectiTe of hnman oonaidera- 
tiona and uncurbed by legal reatiaiiits, for, a« 
sharers in his conquest, the barons were slmoet 
equals of the king — Robert earl of Moieton 
alone had aboTe ais hundred Sefs.f These 
barons were ready to be called the king's »i«n ; 
but, in reality, he was only die first of them- 
aelves, and, on great ooeaaion*, they would ait 
in judgment on him. Yet the riak waa too ae- 
riouB for them to arnwate perfect independence. 
Few in number, and in the midst of a large 
population whom they bmtally ttamided ondar 
foot, they needed a central point, a chief who 
could rally tbem in ease of reTolttSnd represent 
the Norman paHy intheheaitof tbeeooquered. 
Hence the strength of feudal order in ths tbit 
country, in which the more powerful rassau 
most hsTe bad the greateat temptations to de- 

The situation of this king of the Cooqueat 
was extremely critical, and exposed lo aodden 
Tiolence. The new order of tiling built u^ of 
murder and of ratine, was maintained by him. 
He was iu bond of anion. AgainM him were 
directed the " curses, do* loud bat deep," of an 
oatngcd i^ople. For bim the Saxm outlaw 
of the Aricf .ForMt, jMirsued by (he sheriff, 
kept his last arrow : foresta wore onlucky to 
the Norman kings. As a proteetion against 
him, quite as much as sgainsl the Saxons, the 
barons built those gigantic eastles, whose 
haughty beauty still attesta bow little waa 
thought of the sweat of men's brow in their 
erection. A king ao detested, could not fail to 
be a tyrant. Terrible, naeasureleaa, and pitileaa, 
were ihe laws whieh he promulgaied again«

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ship whirli the dukes of Normandy had never 
8ucrceJ(\l in enforcing ; and taking Anjou, 
Maine, an 1 Touraine from his brother, he left 
hiin by w:iy of indemnification to make himself 
duke of Brittany, (a. d. 1156.) He reduced 
Gascony,and governed Flanders, as its defender 
and guardian, in its count's absence ; he took 
the Quercy from the count of Touhmse, and 
would have taken Toulouse as well, had not the 
Frcnoh king undertaken its defence, (a.d. 1 159,) 
and thrown himself into the town ;* though the 
Toulousan was nevertheless obliged to do him 
homage. The ally of the king of Arragon, and 
count of Barcelona and of Provence, Henry 
sought a princess of Savoy for one of his sons, 
in order to obtain a footing in the Alps, and so 
turn France on the south, while in its centre 
he reduced Berry, the Limousin, and Auvergne, 
and bought the Marche.f He even managed 
to detach the counts of Champagne from their 
alliance with the French king ; and, finally, at 
his death, he )K)ssessed countries corresponding 
with forty-seven of our departments, whilst the 
king of the kingdom had a territory correspond- 
ing with iVwer than twentv.J 

From his l)irth, Henry IL had found himself 
the object of singular popularity, without his 
having in any way deser^'ed it. His grand- 
fitlier, Ilrnry Beauclerc, u-as a Norman — his 
graii'lmotber, a Saxon — his father, an Angevin ; 
and Ik* thus united in his own person all the west- 
ern rare."*. He formed the link between the con- 
(jut^rors and the conquered ; between the south 
;ini the north. The conquered, in particular, 
h:id indulged the highest hopes, believing that 
in liini was fulfilled Merlin's prophecy, and that 
Arthur had aL'ain come to life. It happened, to 
t*tren;rthen the prediction, that he obtained, forci- 
bly or otherwise, the homage of the princes of 
Srotland, Ireland, Wales, and Brittanv, that is, 
of the whole Celtic world ; and he hacf Arthur's 
torn!) sought and found out,^ that mysterious 
t«»rnh, wliose disct)very was to mark the term 
of Celtir* independence, and the fulfilment of 
time. 

Kvi-ry circumstance conspired to fan the l)e- 
lief that the new sovereijrn would realize the 
hoprs of tlir corM|uercd. He had been brought 
up at Ariirer'*, one of the cities in which juris- 
pruilrncr had been earliest prtifeswd. It was 
the f'poi'h of the revival of the Roman law, 
whirh was in so many ways to promote the con- 
solidation both of the monarchical power and 
of civil ♦Mjn:iiity. The idea <if etpiality under 
one rnlrr. u.is the last leirarv iKMiueathrij u.s by 
the ancient world. In the year 1111, the eele- 
brat<'d <».mnti'>s Matilda, the cousin t»f (MnltVey 
«if Boiiilliin. and frien<l of (Inrgory Vll., had

founded by Imerio, of that eitr ;* mnd the *%■ 
pcror, Henry V., hid confirmeif the lic«ft»f . i*. 
aware of all the advantages which the uapr^ 
power might derive from the traditions U Xf 
ancient empire. The youn|r dake of Ar^^:. 
Henry Plantagenet, son of the Norman Mat.:. 
— who was the widow of this same Hcirr • 
— found at Angers, at Rouen, and in Eoeiis: 
the traditions of the school of Bolof^u. >j 
early as the year 1124, the bishop of Xiei-y 
was a learned jurist.f The funoot Iiihu. 
Lanfranc, William the Conqueror^s right kii: 
the primate of the conqucmt, had first tsnga: i. 
Bologna, and had been one of the rev n en ^ 
Roman jurisprudence. ^ It was,** ssyt o«r < 
the continuators of Sigebert of Gemhloun.': 
u-as lanfranc of PiTta, and his cooipuij: 
Gamcrius, who, having discoTered st Bolor*. 
the laws of Justinian, l:«gan to read and lecu-- 
upon them, (rarncrius continued so to do. K' 
Lanfranc, who professed the liberal arts kb: 
theology in Gaul, and liad many disciplei tbfn * 
repaired to Bee, where he turned moQk.*7 

The principles of the new school were ^r^ 
claimed precisely at the period Hearr li 
mounted the throne, (a. d. 1154.) The /ur> 
consults, who had been sununoned by the es- 
peror, Frederick Barbarosaa, to the dirt t^i 
Koncaglia, (a. d. 1158.) addressed to^si. hy 
the mouth of the archbishop of Ifiiin. Uit^ 
remarkable words : " Know that Ifce n^t of' 
making laws which belonged to dM people ^ 
yours ; your will is law, for it ia wA— tv 
princess pleasure is law^ since ike pecflt ksi* 
ffiven up all their empire and power tai» ^ 
hands. ^^^ 

On opening the diet, the emperor hifltfcii 
had said — " We, who are invested with the rr 
gal title, rather desire to rule according to ia« 
for the preservation of the rights and libertT fi 
all, than to follow our own pleasure with uif^- 
nity.

However, the king did not lack officious 
counsellors to endeavor to comfort him, and 
satisfy his desires ; and the attempt was made 
in the month of October, 1164. Indisposed 
and weak, the archbishop was compelled to 
attend a ^eat council in the town of North- 
ampton. In the morning, having previously 
celebrated the mass of St. Stephen, the first 
martyr, which begins with the woi^s, " The 
princes are met in council to hold judgment on 
me," he proceeded to court, arrayed as he was 
in the pontifical robes, and bearing in his hand 
the archiepiscopal cross.* This embarrassed 
his enemies. After a fruitless attempt to take 
the cross from him, they recurred to the for- 
malities of law, accused him of having made 
away with the public money, and of having 
celebrated mass in the name of the devil. They 
then demanded his deposition, which, once 
pronounced, they might have slain him with 
safe consciences. The king waited the result 
with impatience ; symptoms of violence dis- 
played themselves ; and, as he walked along 
the hall, some of the courtiers threw at him 
knots of straw, which they took from the floor. 
The archbishop appealed to the pope, with- 
drew slowly, and left them speechless. This 
was the first temptation — the summons before 
Herod an<i Caiaphas. The crowd had been 
expecting him, in tears. As for him, he or- 
dered tables to be laid, summoned all the poor 
of the city, and celebrated as it were the last 
supper with them.f That very night he set 
out, and with diflficuhy reached the continent. 

The esca|>c of his prey was a sore matter to 
Henry. But he seized Becket^s estates, and 
divided the spoil. He banished all connected 
with him, whether in the ascending or descend- 
ing line ; and neither men, bowing under the 
weight of years, nor infants still hanging at the 
broant, nor pregnant women, were excepted. 
** The list of proscription was sw^elled with four 
hundred names ; and the misfortune of the suf- 
ferers was a^trravated by the obligation of an 
oath to visit the archbishop, and importune him 
with the history of their wrongs. Day after 
day crowdi^ of exiles besieged the door of his 
cell at P()iitif;ny."t Poor and famishing, they 
came to wrini; his heart with the sight of their 
wretched nesH and rags ; and, over and above, 
tlie Kn{rli.sh liishops addressed him letters full 
of bitternf'sK and irony, congratulating him on 
the aiMi.Htolic jMiverty to which he was reduced, 
and hopiii^r that his fasts would profit his soul. ^ 
Such werr Joh's comforters.

Canterbury amidst the singing of hjrmns and 
ringing of bells, and, ascending the pulpit, 
preached upon the text, " I am come to die in 
the midst of you.^f He had already written 
to the pope, asking him to offer up on his be- 
half the prayers for the dying.} 

At this time the king was in Normandy, and 
he was both surprised and alarmed when the 
news reached him that the primate had dared 
to enter England. He was told how Thomas 
marched surrounded by crowds of the poor, of 
serfs, and of armed men ; how this king of the 
poor had resumed possession of the throne 
of Canterbury ; how he had pushed on as far 
as London, and how he brought bulls from 
the pope to lay the kingdom once more under 
interdict. Such, in fact, was the double deal- 
ing of Alexander HI., that he had sent absolu- 
tion to Henry, and to the archbishop his per- 
mission to excommunicate him. The king, be- 
side himself with passion, exclaimed, *^ What, 
shall one who has eaten my bread, a wretch 
who came to my court on a lame horse, tram- 
ple the monarchy under his foot ! See him 
triumphing, and sitting on my throne ! And 
not one of the cowards whom I feed has the 
heart to rid me of this priest !'*& It was the 
second time that these homiciaal words had 
passed his lips ; but now they did not fall from 
him in vain. Four of his knights felt that they 
would he dishonored did they not rerenge the 
insult offered their lord : such was the strength 
of the feudal tie, and the virtue of the recipro- 
cal oath by which lord and Yassal bound them- 
selves one to the other. They would not wait 
for the decision of the judges, whom the king 
luid ordf'red to conunence proceedings against 
him. They considered that their honor would 
be compromised, did he die by any oth^r than 
their liands. 

Setting out at different hours, and from dif- 
ferent ]>art8, they all reached Saltwood|| at the 
Hame time. Ranulf de Broc brought a larcrc 
body of soldiers with him. " And To ! the fifth 
day al\er ^bristmas, as the archbishop was in 
his room, about the hour of eleven, and was 
settling business with some clerks and monks, 
the four knights entered. On being saluted by 
tho.sc who sat near the door, they return their 
salute, but in a low voice, and walk on up to 
the arrhbishop, when they seat themselves on 
the f^^round at his feet, without saluting him 
cither iii their own name or that of the king. 
They beld their peace ; and the Lord*s Christ 
held \\i:i peace as well."^

had noti(M><l that she seldom went to mass, and 
ever \rtx the church secretly. He bethoufrht 
himself of having her seizeJ at the moment of 
leavinir hy four squires ; but leaving her cloak 
in their hands, as well as two of her children, 
who were on her right hand, she bore off the 
two othtTs who were on her left, concealed by 
a fold of the cloak, flew through the window, 
and never reappeared.* 'Tis almost the his- 
tory of the Melusina of Poitou and of Dauphiny. 
Obliged to become every Saturday half woman 
and half serpent, Mclusina took care to keep 
herself concealed on that day. Her husband 
having one day surprised her, she disappeared. 
He was (Jeoifrey of the Ixir^e Toothy (k la 
Grande Dent, of the tusk ?) whose likeness was 
still to l)c seen at Lusignan, over the gate of 
the famous castle. Whenever any one of the 
family was about to die, Mclusina appeared in 
the night on the towers, uttering foreboding la- 
ments. 

The tnie Melusina, a mixture of contradic- 
tory natures, mother and daughter of a diaboli- 
cal generation, is Kleanor of (Juyennc. Her 
husband punished her for the rel>ellions of his 
sons, by keepinir her prisoner in a strong castle 
— her who had brought him st) larjre an addi- 
tion to his dominions. It was this severity of 
character which bnmght on Henry H. the 
hatred of the men of the South. One of them, 
in a barl):irous and poetic chronicle, expresses 
his ho|M' that Kleanor will soon be delivered 
by her sons ; and, according to the practice of 
the age, lie applies to the whole family the 
prophecy of Merlinf — ** All these mischiefs 
have hap|)ened since the king of the North 
struck down the venerable Thomas of (Canter- 
bury. 'Tis queen Eleanor, who is styled .by 
Merlin, * Tlie eagle of the broken alliance.* . . 

Rejoice, then, Aquitaine : rejoice, land 

of P«)itou ! The sceptre of the king of the 
North is aliout to retire. Wo to him ! He 
has dared to lilt the lance against his lord, the 
king of the South 

** Tell nie, double eagle.J tell me, where 
wast thou, when thy eaglets, flying from the 
paternal nt>st, dared to plume their singles 
against the king of the North .... Twas 
for this that thou wast taken from thy native 
country, and brought into a strange land.

in the days of thy tender yonth, thy campc* 
ions sang, and thou didst dance to the »«ae 
of their guitar ....

It was king Henry *8 fate, in his lattfr yn."*. 
to be the persecutor of his vrife, and the rev 
of his sons. He plunged into sensual f^euea ^ 
without restraint. Old as he was, grar-hndK 
and enormously pot-bellied, he Tarieif hit Ot! 
with adultery and rape. His beautiful Ri»' 
mond, whose bastards were ever about kzm.i: 
not content his brutal passions. He viobat 
his cousin, Alice,t heiress of Brittaiir. «k 
had lieen placed in his hands as a hoicv 
and, having obtained as his son's future «v 
one of the king of France's daoghten. «^ 
wa?* not yet marriageable, he polluted ^ ^ 
child as nhe was.{ 

However, fortune did not tire of puniite 
him. He had fixed his heart on plcfaanre.ifr 
sualitv, and the natural aflections ; lad *■ 
puninfied as lover and as father. The tnisa 
runs, that Kleanor found her way into ihr i^^ 
vrinth in which the aged kin^r had tki^if 
)^)Ham(md safe,^ and killed her with hvr #■■ 
hand. His unworthy conduct tnwv^ ^ 
princesses of Hrittany and Prance, ffirsi^ 
unextinguishable hates. His fatherly tovfvit 
fixed, most of all, on his sons Henrr sa^G^ 
frey — both died. Henry, his rldc^st,' 
to see his father before his death, and 
his pardon ; but treachery was so 
occurrence among these princes, that tbp aiv' 
monarch delayed to go-— and he soon ieuii^ 
that it was too late.|

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Buffer without the other's suflfering also/* Even 
when the Church chastised the king, she pre- 
served a maternal affection for him. When 
Philipi)e I. and the whole kingdom were lying 
under interdict on account of that monarch's 
abduction of Bertrade, all the bishops of the 
North Hided with him, and pope Pascal II. him- 
self did nut scruple to visit him.* 

On all occasions, great or small, the bishops 
armed their feudatories for his service. Even 
within the states of the duke of Burgundy, 
Louis VII. was supported by the militia of nine 
dioceses on the alarm of invasion by Frederick 
Barbarossa.f In like manner they had risen 
in aid of Louis VI. on the approach of the em- 
peror Henry V,,J and in like manner they 
ranged themselves under Philip-Augustus at 
Bouvines. How could the clergy have done 
otheru'ise than defend kings brought up by 
themselves, and receiving from them a strictly 
clerical education? Philippe I., who was 
crowned when but seven years old, was able 
to read the oath to which he was to subscribe.^ 
Ijouis VI. u-as brought up in the abbey of St. 
DenvH, and Louis VII. in the cloisters of Notre- 
Dame.|| Three of the latter's brothers were 
monks. No one regarded with more respect 
and terror the Church's privileges than him- 
self Tf He revered the priests, and gave the 
precedency to the lowliest son of the Church. 
The protector of Thomas of Canterbury, he 
risked a dangerous voyage to England to visit 
the saint's tomb** — yet \i'as not the king of 
France himself a saint? Philippe I., Louis le 
Ciros, and I^uis V^IL, touched for the king's 
eviU and could not answer the demands on 
their time made by the confiding people on this 
account. The kin^ of England would not 
have dreamed of claiming the gif\ of working 

miracles. ft 

Thus did this good king of France wax great, 
both (lod-ward and world-ward. The vassal 
of St. DenvH, as soon as he has acquired the 
Ve.xin, he hoisted the banner of the abbey, the

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words, that God is perpetually incarnate in 
the human race. The Son has reij^ned long 
enough, they say ; the rei^ of the Holy 
Ghost is come. In some degree, this is Les- 
sing^s notion with regard to the education of 
man. 

The audacity of these teachers, who are 
mostly professors in the university of Paris, 
(chartered hy Philip- Augustus in the year 1200,) 
exceeds all hounds. Abelard Mvas thought to 
be for over crushed ; but he lives again, and 
speaks in the person of his disciple, Peter the 
Loniliard, who, from his chair at Paris, exer- 
cises despotic sway over the whole philosophy 
of Europe : his works had nearly five hundred 
commentators. This spirit of innovation ac- 
cepts of two auxiliaries. Jurisprudence grows 
up hy tlic side of theolog}-, which it disturbs ; 
and the i)0|>es, by forbidding priests to profess 
it, open and confine the chairs of law to lay- 
men. From Constantinople come the meta- 
physics of Aristotle, while his commentators, 
brought from Spain, are about to be translated 
from the Arabic by order of the kings of Cas- 
tile, and of the Italian princes of the house of 
Suabia, (Frederick II. and Manfred.) This is 
neither more nor less than the invasion of 
Christian philosophy by Greece and the East. 
Aristotle ranks almost equally with Jesus 
Christ.* At first prohibited, and then toler- 
ated by the |N)pes, he reigns openly and aloud 
in every professorial chair; his power, how- 
ever, being secretly divided with Arab and 
with Jew, with the pantheism of Averroes 
and the subtleties of the Cabala. Logic claims 
possession of all subjects, and opens up every 
bold speculation. Simon of Toumai teaches 
how to prove black or white, at will. One day 
that he had delighted and transported the school 
of Paris by his felicitous arguments in proof 
of the truth of Christianity, he suddenly ex- 
claimed, *' Oh, little Jesus, little Jesus, how I 
have exalted thy law ! If I chose, I could still 
more easily humble it to the dust.^^f 

Such \\ere the pride and intoxication of the 
Jon it^ first awaking. It attacks the Not'I 
under three forms, b\' philosophy, republican- 
ism, and the spirit of industry. It breaks au- 
thority to pieces, and subdues nature. The 
school of Paris springs up between the young 
commons of Flanders and the old municipali- 
ties ot the South — 'tis logic between industry 
and commerce. 

However, an immense religious movement 
fired the ]>opular mind, bursting forth in two

how, is more than I can say. 

The characteristics, then, of reform in the 
twelfth century, were rationalism in the Alps 
and alun^ the Rh6ne, and mysticism along the 
Rhine. In Inlanders, they were mixed ; and 
still more so in Lan^edoc. 

This country of Jjanguedoc was a receptacle 
for all rnccH, and was a positive Babel. Lying 
at the antjie of the high road between France, 
Spain, and Italy, it exhibited a fusion of Iberian, 
Gallic, Roman, Saracen, and Gothic blood. 
These diflferent elements clashed rudely with 
each other, and Jjanguedoc was fated to be the 
grand aroiia of the contest between creeds and 
races. What creeds ? I may say, all. Their 
opponents themseh'es could not distinguish the 
differences between tliem, and could find no 
other w:iy of designating them than by the 
name of a town — Albi (hence Albigeois, Albi- 
genscs.)* 

The Semitic element — the Jewish and Arab 
— was prominent in Languedoc. Xarbonne 
had loni; \}0(»n the capital of the Saracens in 
France, and Jews abounded there. Ill-treated, 
but still allowed (m sufferance, they flourished 
at Carcassonne, Montpellier, and Nimes; in' 
which towns their rabbins opened public j 
5ch(»ol.s. They formed the connecting link be- 
tween Christians and Mahometans, between 
France and Spain ; and the sciences applica- ! 
hlc to our material wants, as medicine and 
jretJUictry, were studies common to the profes- j 
sors of the three modes of faith.

peace, with three wjvea *t oiic« ; and Rkjnmnd 
VI., count of TouloDM, kept ft htram. Etod 
na a youih, tns lauef ftddictad himMlf, by pra- 
ferencc, to hia tadier'a coQeabicieB. Thia 
French Jvdtm, aa Laagnedoo haa been called, 
did not [cmind one of ita prototype b; it* bito- 
minoua springs* and oliTe-treea alone : it had 
ita Sodom and Gomomh, and it waa to be 
foarcd Ihat the Tengeaiie« of the Charch would 
give it its Dead Sea aa well- 
It is nut aurpriaiDK to find that eaatcm doc- 
trines had made their wajr in thia country. 
Kvory belief had been entertained there; but 
their Itacea hava been toat in Manicheiam, the 
iDoat hateful of all id Christian eyea. Haa 
cboiam had appeared in Spain, eaHy in tl 
middle a^e; and introduced into Luiguedi 
from Bulgaria and Constantinofde ;t it eaaily 
gained fiioting there. Thia Persian dualism 
seemed to our sotitherna to eiptaia the contia- 
djction alike presented by the material world 
and man. A heterogeneous race, they wil- 
lingly accepted a heterogeneous unireiae. To- 
gether with the God of goodneaa, they required 
a god of evil, to whom they ooold ascribe what- 
ever ia diHcnrdant between the Old Testament 
and t)io New,} and to which God the* imputed 
the dcgntdatiiin of Cbriatiaoity and the abaae- 
mcnt of the Church. In themselves, and in 
their uwn corruption, they recogniaed the hand 
of a maleficent creator, who tnade a sport of 
the world. To the good God ther referred the 
spirit, to the bad, the fleah ; which it behooved 
to immolate ; and in thia immolation ia the 
great mystery of Manicheiani, since two roads 
might be followed to that end. Waa thia flesh 
to bt! subdued by abstinence, fasting, the renun- 
ciation of marriage, the diminntion of human 
life by n;nouncing the power of propagation, 
and the depriving the demon who oreated it of 
all wliich human will can tear from him — ac- 



eise, was the flesh to be subdued by aurfeiting 
it, by awitliing the monster to ailenee, by filling

upon thy head V * I do.' After this fashion, 
the convortito receives hcrctioal baptism, and 
denies that of tho Church. Then he receives 
imposition of hands, and a kiss from all present, 
and is c'lothe«l with a hliick g:irment, and thence- 
forward is as one of themselves.''* 

Thus, side hy Mde with the Church, rose 
another Church, whoso Rome was Toulouse. 
One Nicctas, of Constantinople, had presided 
as pope at a council of Manichean bishops held 
near Toulouse, in 1107 ;t at which Ii<mibardy, 
Northern France, Albi, Carcassonne, and Aran, 
had been represented by their pastors. Here 
Nicetas exi)lained the practice of the Asiatic 
Manicheans ; and the people were found eager 
to learn. 'J'he western church was rejjularly 
invaded by the east, and by Byzantine Cr recce. 
I'he Vaudi)is themselves, whose raticmalism 
seems to be tlie spontaneous birth of the hu- 
man mind, !iad employed one, Ydros, who, to 
judije by his name, must have been a (ireek,J 
to write tlieir first publications ; and, at the 
very same time, the field of science was opened

Tiio (lormans having displayed their 
coloLs oti oiH* quiirtor of the walls, hr ordered 
them to ho thrown into the fosse. f He turned 
his victiir\ of .Assur to no use, and missed the 
opportuiiii y for rogiiining Jerusalem by refusing 
to pronii>o t!io g.irrit<on their lives. As he drew 
near to the holy city, the duke of Burgimdy 
dcsortod him with the French who remained 
under lii> <*oiiiiiiand. From this moment all 
was lo.-t. A knight ]>ointing out Jenisalem to 
him from a (ii;>tance, he burst into tears, and 
veiling hi.-- fu-o with his surcoat, he exclaimed, 
'• My Ini.!, h't mo n«»t behold thy city, since 1 
am un.ilde t«) deliver it !"J

him liis letters, wlicrcat count Raymond was 
excoctiing joyful and glad of heart. They 
then h it Viterbo and went straight to Ge- 
noa, whf re they waited for count Rayraond^s 
son. 

** Now history says that after all this, and 
when count Rayniond*s son had remained at 
Rome the space of forty days, he had a private 
interview with the holy father, with his harons 
ami the lords who were of his company. 
When he had arrived, after the child liad aa- 
luted the holy father, as he well knew how to 
do, for the child was wise and well-mannered, 
he bought the holy father's permission to re- 
turn, .since he could have no other answer; 
and when the holy father had heard and lis- 
tened to all that the child wished to say and 
s>iiow him, the holy father took him by the 
hand, and made him sit by his side, and ad- 
(lr(!ssecl himsf.'lf toHpeak to him, saying — * Son, 
!i.*>ti'n. th:it I may speak to thee, and if thou 
doe^t thit which 1 am about to say to thee, 
thou wilt never fail in any thing. 

"*lii tlie first place, love and serve God, 
and titke not what behmgs to another; as for 
thine own, if any one seek to deprive thee of 
it, dett'iid it, and by so doing thou wilt have 
jnany l.inis and lonUhips ; and in order that 
thou may >t not remain without lands or lord- 
►liij)s, 1 i:iv»' thee the count.ship of Venaissin, 
with all its appurtenances, rrovence, and 
ncauciiire, to serve for thy maintenance until 
the Holy Church shall liave assembled its 
council. Then thou mayest return on this side 
of the iiitMiutains to ha\(.> satisfaction and jus- 
t.>-e ill what thou seekest agaiuat the count de 
.Monifort.* 

" Tin' child then thanked the holy father for 
wli it lie had given him, and said to iiim, ' LfOnl, 
if 1 c'iri ri'cover my lartds from the count <le 
Mniit flirt and those who retain them, I pray 
thee, lord, not to impute it to me as a fault, 
and not to he angered with me.^ The hidy 
fatht'r aiif^wered him, * Whatever thou mayest 
do, (iud grant thve to begin well, and finish 
hetl.r.' "

The portrait of this 
intrc{>id champion of the university was lonp 
to be M'cn on a window at the Sorbonne.* He 
published a series of eloquent and witty pam- 
phlets against the Mendicants, in which he tried 
to identify them with the Bi'Sfhards and other 
heretics, whose preachers were, like them, 
wanderers and mendicants, and entitled, IHs- 
coursr on the Publican and thr Pharisee ; Qves- 
tions on thr ruh of Almx*rivtnir^ and the healthy 
McndiroJit ; Treatise on thr Dani^ers predicted \ 
to thr Church in the last Days^ Act His I 
strenirth lies in his intimacy with Scripture, 
and the arlmirahle use he makes <if it ; seastm- 
cd, too. with a piquant satire, which is couched 
in h:ilf a word. Unfortunately, it is too clear 
that the author has other motives than the in- 
terests of the (/hurch. There was a liteniry 
rivalry :ind professional jealousy between the 
university professors and the Mendicants. The 
latter had obtained a chair at Paris in 1230 — i 
the time tliat the university, offended at the re- ' 
Pfent's .severity, had withdrawn t«) Orleans and . 
Ani:ers.J This chair they had kept, and the ' 
university did not shine in the presence of two ! 
orders, wliose savant was All)ertu8 Magnus, . 
and whose loi^ician was St. Thomas. '

noted down in his memory the whole diaciuuoii, 
and wrote an account of it. Goillauroe de St 
Amour lost the day ; but thou^^ condcnmiiif 
him, the |)ope at the same time censured John 
of Parma's book, thus animadverting eqoilh 
on logicians and on mystics, on the partuant 
of the letter and those of the spirit.* 

It was St. Thomas who laid down this mid- 
dle course, so hard of attainment, by which ibr 
(Church essayed to fix and stay herself, withiMH 
swerving to the right or to the left : and it j> 
his chiefest glory. Coming at the end of ihf 
middle age, as Aristotle did at the end of rstt 
Greek world, he vf^B the Aristotle of C'hn*- 
tianity, whose legislation he drew up, end ear or* 
ing to reconcile logic with faith for the ^op- 
pression of all heresy. The colossal mttnumrot 
which he reared ravished his age with aiimin- 
tion. Albertus Magnus declared that .*^: 
Thomas had established the rule which ^v/tM 
endure to the coni^unimation of ti:ite.t Hi* 
overpowering task utterly absorbed this extn- 
ordinary man, and occupied his whole liff* te 
the exclusion of all else ; a life that was en- 
tirely one of abstraction, and whose events are 
ideas. From five years of age he tciok ihr 
Scriptures in his hand, and henceforward ncvrr 
ceased from meditation.} Ho was from the 
country of idealism, the country where had 
flourished the school of Pythagoras and tbf 
school of Klea, from the country of Druno acd 
of Vico. Ill th<' schools, he was called by htf 
ciimpanious the large mute ox of Sicily.^ Hf 
(»nly broke this silence to dictate ; aiid whri 
sleep closed the eyes of his body, those of 
his soul remained open, and he went on ftill 
dictating. One day, at sea, ho was not con- 
scious of a fearful tempest ; anuther, so Jprp 
was hift abstraction, he did not let fall a lightni 
candh^ which was burning his fingers.] KuII 
of the danuers of the (Jhureh, he uuji ever 
dreaming of it, and even at the table of >t. 
Ijoui.s. Giving the table a triumphant thumji, 
he one day exclaimed, *' The Manichcaus never

'' \iv said, that taith and belief consisted in 
givinir our isti'adfast credence, although only on 
the asMiranrc of ht'arHay.*'t 

Up told Joinville that a doctor of theology 
one day ap{>lied to bishop William of Paris, 
and set forth to him, with tear^, that he could 
not ** force his heart to believe in the sacra- 
nient of the altar," (transubstantiation.) The 
bisht)p iiskvd whether, when the devil pressed 
this teii);)tation on his thoughts, he took delight 
in it ? 'i'hn doctor replied that, on the contrary, 
it gave him exceeding grief, and that he would 
he liewed to pieces rather than renounce the 
I'iUcharist. The bishop then comforted him 
with the assurance, that he had more merit 
t!ian he who had no doubts.^ 

Trivial as these signs apjHjar, they are grave, 
and des^Tve attention. When ISt. I^uis himself 
was troii))led, howmanv souls must have doubt- 
ed, and mi tiered in silence. But the bitterness 
of this -lir.Nt falling off in faith was, that men 
.shrank from avowing it. At this day we are 
inured and hard(>ned to the torments of doubt : 
the pi>ints are blunted. Hut let us carry our- 
!»<!lves hark to tho first moment in which the 
houl. Mill living, and warm with faith and love, 
felt the cold iron enter. The pain was harrow- 
ing ; hut it was exceeded by the horror and 
&ur])risf. Would you know what the candid 
and hrlu>vin(r soul sufifered ? Recall the mo- 
ment that taith first failed you in love, that you 
first douht<>d the loved object. 

To anchor your life on an idea, to rest it on 
a boundle>)S love, and sec it failing you ! To 
love, to doubt, to hate one*s self for this doubt, to 
I eel tlie ijround receding from under oiie^s feet, 
and the ahy^s engidfimi us in our impiety, in 
that hrll of iee where <livine love never shmes, 
. . . and yet to clutch at, and hang by, the 
branches overhanging the gtdf, to strive to 
belie VI' that we still believe, to fear to be afniid, 
to douht id' one*s own dfiubt. . . . Hut if the 
doubt hi* uncertain, if the thought be not sure 
of the thought, is not this to o])en a new region 
to diiuhi. a hi'll under hell ! . . . This is the 
temptation of temptatiuns ; all others are no- 
thing in comparison. Yet did this temptation 
shrink iVmu the lii^ht of day and burn of shame 
within it^< It', until the fifteenth and sixteenth 
ccnturn -. Lutlur is a gn'at master hereu{K»n; 
no onr liil a more horrible exjRTience of thi^se 
tortun - I't tin- soul : — " Ah ! were St. Paul n<iw 
liviuL'. Ii'iu would I wish to hear from himself 
what k:i;'! nf iriMjdation it was which he went 
throuu'h. It wa> not the sting of the flesh, it 
wa** not till' 'jood riei'la, as the papists dream.

8]»air caused by onc^s sins, . . . . as when it i» 
said, * My God, my Ood, why hast thou I'ur- 
saken me V ^Tis as if the speaker said, *■ Tbo^; 
art my enemy without cause.' Or the cry c: 
Job, * I am just and innocent.' ** 

('hrist himself, of whom Job was the tT7^. 
experienced this anguish of doubt, this ni^ 
of the soul, when not a star appears above the 
horizon. 'Tis the last pang of the Passinc ; 
the summit of the cross. But all which hir 
preceded this term of agony, all that must be 
understood by the word — Passion — in its difler- 
cnt senses, popular and mystic, we must hf^- 
essay to describe. In this abyss lies the misd 
of the middle age ; which age is wholly cos- 
tained in Christianity, as Christianity is in thr 
Passion. Literature, art, and the diflferem de- 
velopments of the human mind from the third 
to the fifteenth century, all depend on tLi 
mystery. 

Eternal mystery, which, though idealized on 
Calvary, does not the less continue to be. Ye«. 
Christ is still on the cross ; nor will he descend. 
The Passion endures, and will endure. The 
world has its Passion likewise ; as has huniiB- 
ity in its long historic life, and each man'i 
heart during the few moments it beats. Tc 
each his cro>s, and his wounds. Mine datf 
from the day that my soul fell into this misen- 
ble bodv ; which I finish wearing out in wntiBg 
this. 5lv Pa.s.siou beg:m with my IncamatioB. 
Poor soul ; what hadst thou done to be burden- 
ed with this ilesh ? Virgin, thou wast tlirovn 
— as was Kve into the garden of seductions" 
ignorant, im{»assioned, avid, and timid, prepared 
both for temptation and fall. Life is already i 
stej» in the Passion. 

Then this soul, condemned to a Hymen with 
matter, vtduntarilv materializes herself. Sbf 
relishes her punishment, embraces it, ]osifi> 
hers'df in it. She has set out on a joumf) 
through the mud of the highways, eatins, 
drinking, enjoying herself at every gate, like 
those incarnatt; gods of India, who, tho better 
to jxTSiinate humanity, sully themselves with 
human pleasures ; or, if you will, like tb' 
prophi't condt^mned to represent, by symbols of 
shame, the adulter}' of Jerusalem, faithless to 
her divine s{)ouse. 

This is the eastern Passion, the immolation 
of the MMil to nature, the suicide of liberty 
Hut lilM-rty is viva<*iouR ; she will not die. fii^lie 
rises indii?nantly against nature, and at first re- 
iM>ls its threats. She stifl^cns her arms againaC 
Neiiiean lions and hydras of I^ema. All the 
labors im|>o.ved upon lirr by her stepmother, she 
accompli.slifs. She tames, and gives 
the world. This is the hentic ~~ 
strength, the beginning of Tirtue.

Europe know herself to be Europe, by eom- j 
butinir ^^iti) Africa and Asia: henoe. Homer 
ami IIi'r(Hi(>tui!t ; henoe our Carlovinirian poems, 
with the ln»ly wars of Spain, the victory of 
Charles Miirtel, and the death of Roland. 
Literature is> the awakening conseiousness of a 
natii>ii:il:iy. The (H^onle are unified in one man. 
Roland dies in the solemn {Kisses of the moun- 
tains wliieh separate Europe from African 
Spain. l^ike the Philene, immortalized at 
('arthage, he consecrates with his tomb the 
bound:iry of his country. Grand as the strug- 
f^le, lofty as heroism, is the tomb of the hero ; 
his jt;ii::intic tumulus is the Pyrenees them- 
selves, liut the hero who dies for Christen- 
dom is a (Miristian hero, a warrior, barbarian 
Christ ; like Christ, he is sold with his twelve 
(companions ; like ("brist, he sees himself for- 
saken, (leserted. From his Pyrenean Calvary 
he cries out, he winds the horn which is heard 
from Toulouse to Saragossa. He winds it ; 
but the traitor, Canelon of Mentz, and the 
carele» Charlemagne, will not hear the sound. 
He \\in(!.-« it, and Christendom, for which he 
dies, still makes no reply. Then he shivers 
his sword in pieces : he longs to die. Hut he 
will ilie iH'ither by the Saracen sword, nor by 
his own anus. He swells the accusing soun<l, 
the v«'.ii<^ (if his neck start out, they burst, bis 
noble hluii i wells forth : he dies of indignation 
at hi> i;ii^u»t destrrtion by the world. 

Thi' -niiorous voice of this grand poesy was 
soon to ^rrow fainter, just like the sound of 
Rolanil's horn, in proportion as the crusade.

from the mountains to the centre of the Peui> 
sula, and as the feudal disineinbcrtnent of thr 
world caused the (christian ant! imperial unitv. 
still prevailing throughout the < ^arlovmr^M 
I>oems, to be forgotten. The ehivalrou* poetrr. 
smitten with personal prowess and heroic pryk. 
which was tiie soul of the feuil.il world. tiM>k i 
hate to royalty, law, unity. Th** disscilutinn of 
the em|)ire, and the n'siMance of tin* banms u 
the central ])owcr in the time of Charles tkf 
Bald and the later Carlovingian.N, were cele- 
brated in the persona of G<-nird of lionavilkie 
and of the four sons of Aymon. (les quatre-fib- 
Aymon,) all four galloping on the same rour*ef 
a significant plurality. But the ideal is not ei- 
pressed by many, but by one alone, bv Keniui:. 
Renaud de Montauban ;* the hero on \iiB inoaB- 
tain, on his tower, — in the plain, the besiegen. 
king and people, innumerable, but hardly rm- 
fident against their solitary opponent. Tbf 
king — that man-people — strung in numbers, aoc 
representing the idea of number, is incompit- 
hensible to this feudal poesy : he seems to ti & 
CO ward, t (Charlemagne has already made i 
sorry figure in the previous cycle ; he has sof- 
fere<l Rtdand to perish. In the present he pur- 
sues Henaud and Gerard of Uoussillun bj cow- 
ardly means, and prevails over them by stnu- 
gem. He idays the part of the legitimate aiiii 
unw(»rthy Eurysthcus, persecuting Hcrcnks. 
and subjecting him to rude labors. 

This api»areiit contradiction between author- 
ity and equity, which, aAer all, is but hatred of 
law — the revolt of individual against genen. 
man — is ill-supported by Renaud, by Geiaid.

Such uraa iba powerleaaDeaa of cluTalniQa 
poetry. Dailj more aophiatical and more 
subtle, it became the naler of eelMlaaticiMn, a 
•cholaaticiam of kne aa of devotion. In tlie 
South, where thajonghirt hawked it abont in 
lajreuid balladathra«gfaoo«rt andeaatla.hwaa 
overlaid and ezlinpiwbed br tl 
of fomi, and the fettera of uta 
and labored ■yaum of votaifiratioB ever deriaed. 
In the North it Bank from the epopee lo the 
romance, from aymbol lo aUagoty ; that ia, into > 
the loid. In ita deerapiuda, it (till antiekad 
on througfaont the fosrieenth eentniT, in the 
■orry imiiatioiia of the aorry "Romance of the 
Roae ;" while above ita notea there roae bj de- 
grees the duiU Toioe of popolai deriaion in the 
tale* and /tUimur. 

The poetry of ehinlry, then, had 
■taelf to death. What bad it done for 
during all theae ageof Blan,wluNnil 
pleased in ita eonfideoee to take aiiB|da, aliU 
ignorant, mute aa Fereavtl, hratal aa Roland 
or Beniud, and had pTOoliaed lo eondnet throagh 
the different atepa of diiTalrona iaitiatioB np to 
ihe dignity of Chriatian hero— it left tntkt 
ditcouragsd, miaenUe. Fran the ejele of 
RnlinrirnThUnf Ihnfi real, hia aadanwhaafliwin 
on inenaainff. He haa baeii led wanderug 
through foraaia, ia pwanit of giaata and awn- 
■ters, and wiih woman ever in view. Hia hare 
been the labors ef the aaeieni Heienlea, and 
hia weakneaaoi aa well. The poetry of ehiTaliy 
haa acarcely devekwed iia IwM, and baa retai»- 
od him in a elate oT in&noy ; like Ihe tboa|ht- 
less mother »( Peroeral, no piolouB the m- 
bccilitjr of her aoD** eariy age. Ana thenfera 
he qiiiiB thia mother of hia, jnat aa Girard of

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them, contracted an alliance with her old ene- 
my — feuilalism, and then with monarchy on its 
triumph over feudalism. She took an interest 
in the lamentable victories of the monarchy 
over the communes, which, in their infancy, 
she ha«l aided. At the foot of one of the bel- 
fries of the cathedral at Reims are representa- 
tions of citizens of the firteenth century, pun- 
ished for having resisted the imposition of a 
tax* — representations which are a stigma on 
the (!hurc[i herself. The voice of these unfor- 
tunates rose to heaven with the hymns. Did 
God receive such homage willingly 1 I know 
not ; hut, methinks, churches built by forced 
labor, raised out of the tithes of a famished 
people, all blazoned with the pride of bishops 
and of lords, all filled with their insolent tombs, 
must have daily pleased Him less. These 
stones had cost too many tears. 

The middle-age could not suffice the wants 
of mankind. It could not support its proud 
pretensions to be the last expression of the 
world — the consummation. The temple was to 
be enlarged. The divine embrace which the 
extended arms of Christ promised to mankind, 
was to be realized ; and this embrace was to 
work the marvel of love — the identification of 
the object loving with the object loved. Hu- 
manity had to recognise Christ in itself; to feel 
in itself the perpetuation of the Incarnation and 
the Passitin, which it had remarked in Job and 
Joseph, and n^discovered in the martyrs. This 
mystic intuition of an everlasting (/hrist, un- 
ceasingly renewed in human kind, may be 
everywhere detected in the middle age, — con- 
fused, it is true, and obscure, but daily acquir- 
ing a new degree of clearness, and spontaneous 
and popular, foreign from, and often contrary 
to, the influence of the Church. The people, 
while all-obedient to the priest, clearly distin- 
guish apart from the priest, the Holy One, the 
Christ of (.rod ; and from age to age, cultivate, 
raise, and purify this ideal into an historical 
reality. This ("hrist of meekness *and of pa- 
tience is made manifest in Louis-le-Debonnaire, 
spat upon by the bishops ; in the good king 
Robert, rxcommunicated by the pope ; in (tod- 
frey of Houilhui, a man of war and a Ghibeline, 
but who dies in the odor of chastity at Jcrusa-

once more to retreat within itself, try, ezam:D«. 
and complete itself by founding a juster, a ok*:? 
equal, and a diviner state of society.

(lerrniiny and of Constantinople : Grejjory de- 
clare.] himself the friend of both empires, lie 
prorhiiiiieil the reconciliation of the Greek 
('hurch, and succeeded in ending the hing inter- 
rcsjiiurn which had prevailed in Germany, by 
indu(.'iii^, at least, the election of such an empe- 
ror — a simple knight, spare, meager, and out at 
elbo\v^• — as might reassure the prince-electors 
with re^iard to a title but recently so formidable. 
This ]iO()r emperor was, however, Hodolph of 
Hapshnrg, founder of the house of Austria, 
which was thus raised up by the popes to op|>ose 
that of France.

He seized the oppor- 
tunity <it' Hodolph's great victory over the king 
of Holicniia, and used him as a check u{>on 
Charles. The latter, all whose thoughts were 
directed to Constantinivple, resigned the titles 
of sen:itor of Rome and im|K?rial vicar; and in 
the interim Nicholas signed ^ secret treaty 
with AiaL(on and the Greeks to compass his 
ruin. 

Ctmspincy abroad, conspiracy at home : the 
Italians rerktin thtMiisdves masters of the art. 
They have always conspired, rarely succeeded ; 
yet ellt^rpri^c^i of the kind have had to this art- 
isti(^ peopit' ihe captivalion of a work of art, of 
a dram.t imalloyed by fiction, of a real tragedy, 
m whiih they desiderated all the etTcctM of the 
drama, repiiring numerous .spectators and some 
solemn oeca.sion, as that of a great festival for 
instarnre : their theatre would often 1h> a tem- 
ple ; the hour, that of the elevation of the ho^t.f

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noimco the Italian c or ch (crci, cicrri) was im- 
mediately put to death.* They disemho welled 
Sicilian women, tu tear from their bosom a 
French ofTsprinjj. 

It was a whole month before the other towns, 
jniiiin^r a!>Mirance from the impunity of Palermo, 
tol!i)\veil its example. The oppression had been 
t'rlt uiRMiiiallVi unequal, too, was the vengeance; 
atiil sonietiines the people displayed a capricious 
i:i:i<rn:iniiiiity.t Even at Palermo, the viceroy, 
."(urjirisrd in his house, had been insulted, but 
not bhiin : it was wished to send him back to 
.\i*;Mes-Mort('s. At Calatafimi, the inhabitants 
sjirirril their jrovernor, the honest Porcelet,J and 
s'.itren d him to depart with his family. Perhaps 
111 tins tiif>re might be some fear of the ven- 
ceaii«'i» of (.'jjarles of Anjou. The people — 
smrli is the mobility of the southerns — had al- 
r«'a<ly coolrd, and felt discouraged. The inhab- 
ita:iis ot* Palermo 5ent two priests to intercede 
with the ]i(ipo, and these deputies durst venture 
no other entreaty than the words of the Litany, 
*' A<;nu^ I)ri, ^ui tidtis peccata mundi, miserere 
noliis," (L'liiii) of Ciod, who takest away the sins 
of the world, have mercy upon us,) which they 
repeated three times. The po}>e replied with 
t!ie ver>e, ** Ave, rex Juds*orum, et dabant ei 
al:ipaiii/'<^ (Hail, kin:; of the Jews, and they 
smote him.) which, in like manner, he repeated 
thrice. .Met>ina tuceeeded no better with 
Charles of Anjou. His answer to its envoys 
was, th;it tln^v were all traitors to the Church 
and to tlic Clown, and he advised them to defend 
ihcniselvt s as they best might.] 

The p«'o])l«> of ^lessina lost no time in profit- 
ing by lu> advice, and prepared for a desperate 
rebist:uii*r. Mimi, women, and children, all t«et 
to work to carry atones, and in three days had 
laiMi! ;i u all. iimler cover of which they bravely 
re]>'..l>>-d tlie lir.M attacks.

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cr of the seals. Philippe-le-Long revoked the 
grants \ihich had been made him by Philippe- 
le-Bel ; but he was not included in the proscrip- 
tion of the Marignis — an exemption no doubt 
due to a fear of throwing discredit on his judi- 
cial acts, which were of the last importance to 
the crown. 

These legists, who from the twelfth century 
had governed the English kings, and who in 
the tliirtpcnth directed St. Louis, Alphonso X., 
and Frederick II., were under St. Louis's 
irrandsun the tyrants of France. These knights- 
at'lau\ these souls of lead and iron, these Pla- 
sians, Xu^^arets, and Marignis, proceeded with 
frightful coldness in their servile imitation of 
the Uoman law and of imperial fiscality. The 
Pandects were their Bible, their Gospel. They 
stopped at nothing as soon as they could say, 
whether wrongly or rightly. Scrip* um est. . . . 
With texts, quotations, and falsifications, they 
battered down the middle age — po])edom, feudal- 
ism, and chivalry. They went boldly to make 
hodtly seizure on Pope Boniface VII I. ; they 
burnt the crusade itself in the {>er8on of the 
Templars. 

Painful though it be to avow it, these cruel 
demolishers of the middle ages are the founders 
of civil onlor in modern times. It is they who 
organize the centralization of the monarchy ; 
and who scatter over the provinces bailiAs, 
seneschaKs, provosts, auditors, notaries, royal 
attorneys, masters, and weighers of coin. 1 he 
forests are invaded by royal verderers and 
gniurs.* All these functionaries set about 
cunfusini:, dii^cou raging, and destroying the 
feudal jurisdictions. In the centre of this vast 
spider's weh, sits the council of legists under 
the name of Parliament, (fixed at Paris in 
13t)*J.) There, all will gradually be ab8orb«*d 
and 8\^all»»wed up hy the kingly power. This 
lay law i^ I'specially the enemy of the eccle- 
siastical. At need, the legists will ennd the 
citizens with themselves; in fact, they are 
nothin:; hcitrr, althuutrh. while {lersecuting the 
nohility, they sdlicit eimohlement. 

(*reatin<i uovernrntMit (in this fashion was cer- 
tainly a cro>ily priK'css. W'c are without suffi- 
cient dctnils to arrive at exactitude; but we 
know that thf provost's sergeants, that is, the 
executors an«l agents of this administration, 84i 
tyranniral at its birth, had at first — the horse- 
seru't-aiit three situs (Paris) daily, which was 
suhsri|ii( ijtiy doubled, ami the foot-sertreant 
ciuhteeu ilrriiers, A:c. Here is a eoni|)lete 
judicial aii<i administrative army. PresfMitly, 
niereiMiar\ troops will arrive. Philip{N> de 
Valois Will have at once several thousand 
Genoese rro^.^-|>(lw^Ien. Whence draw the 
enormous >uiiis w Inch all this is to cost ? Man- 
ufactures are not yet created. This new social

system is already attacked bj the eoaiplauc d 
which the ancient died. It coomunea, but 4am 
not produce. In proceae of time, manafretcxoa 
commerce, and wealth, will iaaae out of rkt 
bosom of order and aeearity. Bat so rtm m 
the price of the establiahment of this oi^ 
that it may be long doubted wbetber it duet m 
increase the miseries it was designed lo can. 

These evils are aggraTated to excess by est 
circumstance. The baron of the middie uf 
paid his servitors in lands, and in the prodiis 
of the land ; great and small, tbey had seati m 
his table. Their pay was their daily food. Ti 
the immense machine of rojml ^orenmni. 
which substituted its complicated rooTementiK 
the thousand natural and simple moTemeots <tf 
feudal government, money alone can give ik 
requisite impulse. If the new-bom monaicBT 
fail to possess itself of this vital elemeot. b 
will perish, it will dissolve, and all its parts «iii 
crumble back into the isolation and barbaiMB 
of feudal government. 

'Tis not the fault of this new system f( 
government if it be greedy and hungry. Hsa* 
ger is its nature, its neceasity, the very bam 
of its constitution ; to satisfy which, it moa 
alternately employ craft and force. We lave 
here in the king^s individual person, as is the 
old romance, master Renard and master bea> 
grin — fox and wolf. 

It is but right to observe, that naturally tbc 
king does not love war ; but prefers all other 
means of getting — purchase and usnry. .\i 
first, he traffics, exchanges, buys; the atmaf 
can thus strip his weak friends honestly. Fm 
instance, as soon as the French monarch ^• 
spairs of taking Spain hy means of papal bulla 
he at least buys the patrimony of the youagrt 
branch of Aragon, the good city of Montp^ilirf, 
the only one which remained tu King Jayne.* 
Our prince, well-advised and knowing in tM 
law, had no scruples to acquire in thu manocx 
the last garment of his prodigal friend, a puo: 
younner son, who sold his patrimony bit by int. 
and the management of which he no doubt Umiffai 
ought to Im^ taken away from htm in virtue of ibc 
Roman law, " Prtniitrus et funosus.*'f 

< )n the north he acquired Valenciennes, whid 
placed itself in his hands, (a. d. r«!93 .) un- 
doubtedly money |ia<l something to do wiih the 
trans:irtion. Valenciennes brought him near 
to w ealthy Flanders, so desirable to lay hold U*. 
b<ith for its wealth, and as being the ally M 
Kngland. On the side of Knglish France, he 
hail purchased from the nccesaitous Kdwaid I 
the Quf^rcy, a dry, mountainous country* of 
little value, but affording an entrance' into 
(luyenne. Edward was at the time entangled

lish, and sou^rht to marry his daughter, Philippa, 
to Edward's son. According to the feudal law, 
this niarriatre, directed against the king of 
France, cuuld not take place without his con- 
sent, as suzerain of Guy Dampierre. How- 
ever, l^hilippe entered no protest ; but hypo- 
critically declared, that being the maiden^ 
god-futhcr, he could not allow her to cross the 
strait without embracing her.* To refuse, was 
to declare war ; and before the time had come. 
To go to Paris, was to run the risk of remain- 
ing there, (luy went; and did remain. Both 
father and daughter were detained in the tower 
of the l/ouvre. Thus Philippe deprived Edward 
of his ally and of his wife, just as he had of 
Guyenno. Subsequently, it is true, the count 
made his escape : but the maiden died, to 
Philippe's great damnification, who was in- 
terested in keeping such a hostage, and yet 
was accused of her death. 

Edward thought he had roused the whole 
world nuainst his disloyal enemy. The em- 
peror Adolpluis of Nassau, a pour petty prince 
despite of his title, would willingly have made 
war in Edward's pay, as Otho of Brunswick 
had formerly done in John's, and as, subse- 
quently* Maximilian battled for Henry VIII. on 
a subsidy of a hundred crowns a day. The 
counts oi' Savoy, Auxerre, Montl>elliard, Xeuf- 
chatel, Huiiiault, and Gueldres, the duke of 
I3rab:uit, the bishops of Liege ami of Utrecht, 
and the arelibisho]) of Cologne, all pnimise<l to 
attack Philippe, all took English money, and, 
with the exception of the count of Bar, they to 
a man remained quiet. Edward paid them to 
act : Pliilipi>e, to do nothing. 

The war was thus waged without tumult or 
battle. It was a struggle of corruption, a con- 
test of in<»ney — to see which would first ruin the 
other. Tlu-y had to give to their friends, they 
had to ^Mve to thvif enemies. P«M>r and wretch- 
ed were the resources of kings of those days 
to meet j-uch e\|K?nses. True, Edward and 
Philippe banished the Jews, and kept their pro- 
j)ertv :t but the Jew is slippery, and jrlided out 
of Kranre, nianairing to take mucii of his means 
with biin. The French king, whose ministers 
were at the time Italian bankers, betbouf;ht him- 
self', no doubt by their advice, of levying con- 
tributions on the Italians, the Lombards, who 
were then turninsr France to profit, and who 
were a variety of the Jewish s|>ecie8. Then, in 
onler to nvo'li more surely still the whole race 
of nioiie\ -inakers, of those who bouulit and sold, 
the kin::, t'lir the first time, had recourse to that 
evil cxjx ilicnt so (»tU'n employed in the four- 
teenth eentiiry — the debasement of the coin.J 
It was an ciHy and silent tax, a secret bank- 
niptev ; at bast, at the outset. But soon all 
profited by it ; eaeh paid his debts in debased 
money. The king gained less by the transac-

This repulsiTe name, inTCDtad by the peopjc.

there still remained any sabstance, if there w 
still any thing left to be sucked out of the bit- 
row of the people, that remainder was to b? ex- 
pected. But in vain did they press and smr 
The patient was so dry that the new mkctst 
could express nothing out of him. Sot ^«««j 
I the king of England any more draw any th.E^ 
{ from his people. His distress reduced hun t« 
despair ; and in one of bis parliaments be ra 
even seen to weep. 

Between this famished king and consanptjT* 
people there was, however, some one who vm 
rich : that some one was the Church. Arrb- 
bisho{)s and bishops, canons and monks, anr^est 
monks of St. Benedict, new monks called men- 
dicants, all were rich and gorged with weal*.! 
The whole of this tonsured world throve on tbe 
blessings of heaven, and on the fat of the eanh. 
They were a small, happy people, round, (a. 
and oily, in the heart of the vast, hangried 
people, who then began to eye them with ti<fe- 
! long looks. 

The German bishops were princes, and levied 
; armies. The Anglican Church was said in 
' possess half the lands of the island. Its reve- 
nue in 1337 amounted to seven hundred asd 
thirty thousand marks. At present, it is true, 
! the archbishop of Canterbury receives iiaiT 
twelve hundred thousand francs a year, and thir 
' archbishop of York eight hundred ihouaad.

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liberty, and alienated estates to their original 
possessors : it was, if I may so speak, to annul 
history and undo timo in the name of the only 
Eternal. Ancient Rome, in quite a different 
point of viow, borrowed from the Ktrusci the 
doctrine of Ajres ;* but it was not to recogrnise 
in it the fluctuaiionsof this world, the mortality 
of empires. Rome l)clieTed herself God ; judged 
hprself immortal as well as invincible ; and on 
the return of each century, solemnized her 
eternilv. 

In the year 1300 faith was still gfreat. Pro- 
diffious was the crowd which flocked to Rome.f 
The pilgrims were counted by the hundred 
thousand, and counting soon became impossi- 
ble. Neither the houses nor the churches could 
contain them ; and they encamped in the streets 
and squares, under places of shelter hastily run 
up, under stretched cloths, tents, and the arch 
of heaven. One would have thought that the 
end of time had come, and that the human race 
had assembled before its Judge in the valley of 
Jehoshaphat. 

To have an idea of the effect of this prodi- 
gious spectacle, one must have seen lioroe, 
fallen as she is, during Passion Week, and on 
the glorious festival of Easter : on these great 
days, one almost forgets that sorrowing Rome 
is before onp, the widow of two antique worlds. 

Whatever may have been Boniface*s motive, 
whether fiscal or political, I owe him no grrudge 
for this )>eautiful invention of the jubilee. 
Thousands of men, I feel assured, have thanked 
him for it in their hearts. Who but would wisli 
thus to he able to lay a stone in the path of 
time, to fmd a resting-place in his life between 
the regrets of the past, and the hopes of a bet- 
ter, a less to be regretted future ? W'ho but 
would wish to pause while scaling the rude 
steep, to breathe a little at mid-day, .Ye/ mezzo 
cammui di nostra vita fX Crreat is our need of 
a resting-place midway, of a station,^ of a jubi- 
lee. 

And wherefore deride those fair souls who 
believed tiiat evil could be fled by change of 
place, that one could travel from sin to sanc- 
tity, thai the devil could be laid aside with the 
dress which we replace by the pilgrim's ? Is 
it not soiiir>thinir to escape from the influence 
of piares and habits ; to quit one's accustomed 
shores and sail to a new lite ? Is there not an 
evil powfT, strong to blind and infatuate, in 
those MpdtR to which the heart roots itself — 
whether it l)e the Charmcttes of Jean Jacques,

her nursling on her knees, panting with thine 
provided she reach the blessed hill which hmb 
the far distant horizon, Monte dijota! 

And when the end of the journey is Ramt ' 
when at the birth of a new centary, at the ad- 
emn moment that an hour of the world*s \m 
has struck, we reach the great city, and see asd 
touch those antique memorials and tombs, be- 
fore only heard of and famed in our minds— 
and then, finding ourselves contemporaiy wA 
all ages, both with consuls and with martrn, 
and having, from station to station, from tki 
("oliseum to the Capitol, and from the PkatfaMS 
to St. Peter, lived all history over again, havisf 
seen all death and all ruin — ^we depart, and le- 
tracc our steps Awards our eooBtry, towaiJi 
the natal tomb, but with less regret, and 
ciled beforehand to die ! 

The Church, like those thousands of 
who came on pilgrimage to her, found in tha 
Jubilee of the year 1300, the sublime and ral- 
minating point of its historic life. From thtt 
hour its descent began. In the Terr mnluu^ 
there collected, mingled the formidalMe men vte 
were about to open a new world : aome, eoU 
and implacable politicians, like the historasi 
John Villani ; others, disappointed and hanghiT. 
like Dante, who was about to have his ova Jt- 
bilee. The pope had summoned all the Uvoff 
to Rome ; Dante, in his Commrdta, conveait 
all the dead — revised the world that had clossd. 
classified it, judged it. The middle age, as vdl 
as antitiuity, ap{)cared before him. Nodusf 
was hidden from him. The secret of the saae- 
tuary was told and profaned : the aemis wvie 
taken off and broken, nor have they since beta 
found. The middle age had Uvea ; life is i 
mystery, which perishes the momeiit it bu re- 
vealed itself. The revelation of the middle agt

Tlio tiuarrcl had already been begun with re- 
gard tu church property ; but other causes of ir- 
ritation existed. Doniface had decided between 
Pl)ili{)pe and Edward, not as a friend and pri- 
vate pfTson, but as j)ope. The count of Artois, 
ii)(IiL;nant at the {mntiiT's partiality for the Flem- 
ings, iinatched the hull from the Icfrate^s hands, 
and tohiisiMl it into the fire. By way of reprisal, 
I^onifacc favored Albert of Austria against 
Charles of Valois. who aspired to the imperial 
(•rown. On his side, Philippe seized on the va- 
cant revenues of Laon, Poitiers, and Reims ; 
and countenanced the mortal enemies of lk)ni- 
face, the Cohinna — those rude (rhibelines and 
leaders uf the Roman brigands against the 
jwpes. 

A possession evilly acquired, and which for a 
century had been a bone of contention between 
the popt; and the king, was the immediate cause 
of the explosion — I allude to that bloody 8{>oil, 
Ijanguedoc. Boniface VIII. paid for Innocent 
III. Tlie archbishop loudly claimed the right 
of homa<j:e from Narbonne, (a. d. 1300,) for 
which tlie viscount did homage direct to the 
kin^j, but showed a disposition to come to terms, 
when i\w. po|>e threatened him with excommu- 
nication it' he entered into treaty without the 
sanction of the Holy See. He summoned to 
Rome the king*s man, (the viscount of Nar- 
bonne ;) and, moreover, menaced Philippe, if he 
did not renounce the countship of Melgueil, of 
which his (tflicers had despoiled the church of 
Majinehme.t 

Til is was not all. In Philippe^s despite, the 
pope had created in Ijanguedoc — a land full of 
hazard to France, lying as it did at the very 
gatea of the count of Foix and of the king of 
Araiion — a new bishopric, cut out of the diocese 
of T« Ml louse, the bishopric of Pamiers. The 
m.'w bi>hi»p was a creature of his own, Bernard 
de Saissi'i ; and this individual he selected as 
his envoN to the king, to remind the latter of 
his pniiiii>i> to undertake the crusade, and lo 
sunuiKin liiin to set at lil»erty the count of Flan- 
der.s and liL-^ daughter. Phih[)|H.'-le-Bel was not 
to he addressed in such fa.shion with impunity. 

This Saisset, who delivered his message with 
excess ot boldness, had been alreaily named to 
the kiti:: by the bishop of Toidouse,^ as the 
ori<.nnatiir ot' a vast conspiracy to dejirive the 
Fren<*h <»1' the wlnde of the South. Saisset 
bfjlonjrrd to the family of th«* an<'ient viscounts 
of TouloiiM* ; and was the friend of all the dis- 
tiuLMiislk ! men and municipal luibility of thiH 
great <':ty.^ His dream was the foundation of

**Two of Philippe*s eommissionera, a lay- 
roan and a priest, coming into Languedoc to 
institute proceedings against Saisset, be felt 
his danger, and was for Sving to Rome : but the 
king*s men did not allow him time. They took 
biu, by night, in his bed, and carried him off 
to Paria together with his senrants, who were 
put to the torture. The king then sent to the 
pope, not to exonerate himself for having Tiola- 
ted the privileges of the Church, but to require 
the bisbop^s demdation, before be had him ez- 
eemed.

tion of all the griefs of the pope and of the 
Church. 

Pierre Fkme, the chancellor, undertook lo 
bear the answer of the pope. The aaewor 
waa, that the king would not release his priaos- 
er, that all he would do waa to introat Um 
to the aafeguard of the archbishop of NarbowM ; 
that ^old and ailver ahould no more be allowed 
to quit Franee^ and that the prelates should sot 
repair to Rome. It vras a rude insult for the 
pope, still thuropbant from his Jubilee, to be 
addressed so freely by this little one-eyed 
lawyer.* The altercation was violeat The 
pope took the high tone : — ** My power,^ he 
said, ** embraces the two.** Pierre FloCie re- 
plied b^ a aharp distinguo : — ^ Yea, but your 
Dower la verbal, the kin^*s real.'*t The Gaaeon 
Nogaret, who was associated with Pierre flMtiB, 
could not contain hiroself. He deoounoed vio- 
lently, and with all the impetuoua veheroeoee 
of the South, the abuses of the pontifteal oourt^ 
and the conduct of the pope himself.| AjmI an 
they Quitted Rome, raging in their profeaaioMl 
hatred of priests, having insulted the popt» 
and certain of periahing if they did not ao- 
ticipate him. 

To arouse the general indignatioa against 
Boniface, it behooved to extract some vary clear 
and very offenaive consequences from the af- 
fected babble in which the court of Rome loved 
to drown its meaning. 80 they drew up be- 
tween them a brutal aunimary or peuy boll, 
ipehte MU^) in which the pope was made to 
express all his pretensions in the blnateat 
terms. At the same time they cireulatod a 
false answer to the false bull, ia which ika 
king addressed the pope with vulgar violeaM 
and g m ss nes s. This answer, of course, waa 
not mtended to be sent, but to prodoee two 
resulu. In the first place, it degraded tlie 
sacrosanct power, on which this dirt waa thrown 
with such impunity ; and, in the second plaee, 
II mtimsted that the king felt himself 
which IS the wa^ to be really so.

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'' Philip]>e, by the grace of God, king of the 
French, to Boniface, who gives himself out for 
pope, little or no greeting. Let thy yery great 
silliness know that we are subject to no one in 
temporal mat|^ers ; that collation to yacant 
churches and prebends belongs to as of royal 
right : that the fruits are ours ; that the colla- 
tions made and to be made by as, are yalid both 
for past and future ; that we will maintain those 
in possession with all our power, and that we 
hold all who think differently, fools and mad- 
men." 

These strange words, which, a century be- 
fore, would have armed the whole kingdom 
against the king, were well received by the no- 
bility, and by the towns. A step further was 
then taken ; and the nobility directly compro- 
mised with the pope. On the 1 1th of February, 
1302, the petite bulle was burnt, in presence of 
the king and of a crowd of barons and knights, 
in the midst of the Parisians, and the act was 
then proclaimed by sound of trumpet through- 
out the capital.* Vet two hundred years — and a 
German monk will do of his own private au- 
thority, what Pierre Flotte and Nogaret are now 
doing in the name of the king of France. 

But it was requisite to engage the whole 
kingdom in the quarrel ; and an unusual mea- 
sure was resorted to. The pope had convoked , 
the prelates to Home for the 1st of November; | 
the king convoked the states for the 10th of 
April — no more the states of the clergy and ' 
nobility, no more the states of the South, as | 
assembled by St. Louis, but the states both of 
South and North, the states of the three orders, | 
of the clergy, the nobility, and the burgesses of 
the towns. This assembling of the States- 
General by Philippe-le-Bel constitutes the na- 
tional era of France, its baptismal register ; and 
the place of its baptism was the basilica of 
Notre- Dame, for there the states first met. In 
like manner as the Holy See, in the time of 
Gregory VII., and of Alexander III., bad re- 
lied on the people ; so did the enemy of that 
see now summon the people to his aid. These 
burgesses, mayors, sheriffs, consuls of towns, 
under whatever humble and servile form they 
■now assemble to speak as directed by king 
and nubies, were, nevertheless, the first visible 
manifestation of the people. 

Pierre Flotte opened the states (April 10th, 
130'J) in lK)ld and able style. He attacked the 
first words of the bull, Ausculta fili : — ** God 
has set us over kings and kingdoms.**. . . Then 
he af^ked whether the French could without 
cowardice alluw their kingdom, aJwajrs free and 
independent, to bo thus placed in vassalage to

By this strpke 
of policy the diicomfitore of the pope was idet-

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While the struggle was thus going on with 
the pope, a momentous and fearful eircumstaneo 
occurred, which widened the breach. The states 
assembled on the 10th of Annl. But, on the 
21st of Blarch, a repetition oi the Sicilian Vea- 
pers had taken place at Brugea— where four 
thousand French had been massaered. 

The barons had met for the opening of the 
states, and were easily persuaded to direct their 
army against Fhmders, filled with wrath as they 
were and swollen with feudal pride ; a victory 
over the Flemings would be a battle gained 
over the pope. Pierre Flotte, deeplv involved 
in the issue, would not lose sight or the king. 
Chancellor though he was, and one of the long 
robe, he mounted his horse with the men-at- 
arma. 

Cruelly puniahed were the Flemings for their 
having oilled in the French. From the very 
first day, a mutual ill-will had sprung up be- 
tween them. EMward having left the eonnt 
to his own resources, in order that he might 
devote himself to the war with Wallace, tha 
French drove him from place to place, and 
persuaded him to ^ve himself up to Philippe, 
who would treat lum well. This good treat- 
ment was throwing him into the prison of 
the Louvre, where his daughter had already 
died. 

The French king had only to take peaceable 
possession of Flanders. He himself even had 
no idea of the importance of his conquest. 
When he led his queen with him to visit the 
rich and famous cities of Ghent and Bruges, 
they were daaxled and alarmed. The Flemings 
thronged to meet them in vast numbers, cunoua 
to see a king. They sallied forth with their 
huge, fat persons, nchly arrayed, and weartiiff 
heavy chains of gold, thinking to honor and 
pleasure their new lord.* It was <|ttite the 
contrary. The queen eould not forgive their 
being so bravely attired, especially the women : 
^ Here,** she said with spite, ** I see only 
queens. **t 

ChAtillon, an uncle of the queen of France, 
the governor appointed bv Philippe, set about 
curing them of this pnde and insolence of 
wealth. He deprived them of their municipal 
elections and the management of public busi- 
ness, whicb was setting the rich against hioi :

REVOLT OF THE FLEMINGS. 
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RoIand^s bell sounded oftener for tamult than 
for fire — Roland ! Roland I tingle^ ^tis a fire ; 
pealt Uis a rising .'* 

The result was not difficult to be foreseen. 
The people began to whisper to|^ther, and 
to assemble at nightfall, f The Sicilian Ves- 
pers had taken place but twenty years be- 
fore. 

At first, thirty of the heads of the tndes ap- 
peared before Ch&tillon to complain that the 
works undertaken by royal order had not been 
paid foT.% The high and mighty lord, accos- 
tomed to the rights of corvie and porreyorship, 
was indignant at their insolence, and threw them 
into prison. The people flew to arms, set them 
free, and some lives were lost, to the ffreat 
alarm of the wealthier classes, who decuured 
for the royal officers. The affair was brought 
before the parliament. Here we hare thepar- 
liament of Paris sitting in judgment on Flan- 
ders, as it but recently did on the king of Eng- 
land. 

The decree of the parliament was that the 
heads of the trades were again to be thrown into 
prison. Among them were two men loved by 
the people ; the deacon of the butchers and the 
deacon of the weavers. The latter, Peter Kod- 
nig, (Peter King,) was a poor man, of wretched 
ap{)earance, little, and one-eyed ; but a man of 
head, and a popular mob and street orator.^ He 
led the trades out of Bruges ; and they massa- 
cred all the French in the neighboring villages 
and castles, returning by night. They stretched 
chains across the streets to hinder the French 
from scouring the town ; and each burgess was 
pledged to remove the uddle and bridle of the 
knight lodged with him. On the 21st of March, 
130*2, all the lower classes sound the alarm on 
their caldrons ;|| a butcher strikes the first blow ; 
in every direction the French are attacked and 
cut down. Tlic women were the most furious 
in throwing them out of the windows ; or they 
w ere led to the market-places, where they were 
put to (loath. The massacre continued for three 
days ; and twelve hundred knights and two 
thousand foot-soldiers fell victims. 

After this plunge, it remained but to conquer 
or die. The men of Bruges marched at first to 
Ghent, in the hope of being joined by its citi- 
zens. But these were held back by the large 
manufacturers ;^ and, perhape, by the jealousy

Ghent had of Bruges as well. The idcb oi 
Bruffes had with them, besides their cnni hmU, 
only Ypres, rEclnse, Newport, Berghes, Fvms. 
and Gravelines, which Imlowed them eiiker 
willinglv, or perforce. They hsd plaoed st the 
head of their militia one oif the eons of the 
count of Ftanders, (the ypang Gtr r o f Dlm- 

Sierre,) and one of his grtndsons, (WUbam m 
oliers,) who was a priest, hot who ufiroeksd 
himself in order to fight skng with thea.* 

They were in Conrtrai, when the Freaeh 
pitched their camp in front of it. These me- 
chanics, who had seldom fought ia the opes 
country, would, perhaps, hare wiOiiiglj letiied ; 
bnt retreat was dangerous in a Ivp pluB« *oi 
before so numerons a eavaliy.t Thej wailed 
for the attack bravely. Each mail had iied is 
the ground before him lus guiUniag^ or slakr 
shod with iron. Their denee was the fine 
motto, Scilt und Vriendt^ ** My ifieod sad mv 
buckler.'*!

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March, the king's man, Pierre Flotle's suc- 
cessor, the bold Gascon, Nogaret, read and 
signed a furious manifesto against Boniface : — • 
"The glorious prince of the apostles, the 
blessed Peter, speaking in the spirit, has told 
us that as in former times, so in those to come, 
there will arise false prophets who will sully 
the way of truth, and who, in their avarice, 
and by their deceitful words, will traffic in us, 
aAcr the example of that Balaam who loved 
the wages of iniquity. Balaam had for cor- 
rection and warning a brute creature, who, 
gii\ed with human speech, proclaimed the folly 
of the false prophet. . . . These things, which 
were announced by the father and patriarch of 
the Church, we see with our own e^es realized 
to the letter. In truth, there sits m the chair 
of the blessed Peter that master of lies, who 
although Maleficentt (Mal-faisant,) in ever^ 
possible way, is yet called Beneficent, (Bom- 
face. )t He did not enter through the gate

No decisive step was taken. The kiw kepi 
still tacking about. He allowed three bnbopi 
to justify his prohibition of the prelates* leaving 
the kingdom. The pope sent a lente to FruKf . 
no doubt to feel toe poise of the el^gy, tsd 
see if they would stir. Not one bodged. Tbe 
king told the legate that he would leave the 
question to the arbitrement of the dokes of 
Brittany and Burgundv, which was at once t^ 
flatter the nobility and secure their good-wilL 
and to yield nothing. On this the pope ad- 
dressed a bull to the legate, in which he 6e- 
clared the king excommunicated by the aet «f 
hindering the prelates from repairing to Rone. 

The legate left the bull, and fled. The kinf 
seized two priests who had accompanied tir 
lepite when he brought it, and the onrlcisiiiriri 
who copied it. The 'bull bore the date of tlw 
13th of April. Two months afterwards— dii 
for day — the two lawyers who socceeded Pierre 
Flotte, took the field against Boniftice : Plssiss 
was the accuser, Nogaret the executor. Tbf 
first brought his charge against Boniface before 
the barons assembled in the states at the Lsuvk. 
and cited him to appear at a foftheeouag ecus- 
cil. Plasian added the ehsm of heresy to 
the previous charges;* the long signed tbe 
citation ; and Nogaret set out Ibrltaly.

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To support thU definitive step the V\n^ was 
not contented with the consent of the states 
collectively, hut addressed letters to each of 
the prelates, and to every church, city, and 
university. These letters were home from 

Erovince to province by the viscount of Nar- 
nnne and by the accuser himself, Plaaian — * 
*' The kmg prays and requires your concur- 
rence in the decision of the council — noi rt^ 
omrentts conjen/irf."t It would not have 
been safe to have refused the accuser to his 
face. He brought back more than seven 
hundred signatures.^ Every one signed, even 
those who the preceding yc^* ftA«r the king's 
defeat at Courtrai, had in his despite repaired 
to the pope. The seixure of the tempondities 
of the furty-five had been enough to bring 
them over to the king*s party. With the ex- 
ception of Citeaux, which the pope had gained 
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over by a recent favor,* and whieh was divid^dt 
all the monasteries gave Plasian letters of ad* 
hesion to the council. 

Those bodies which had been the moat favored 
by the popes — the univeraity of Paris, the Do- 
minicans of the same city, and the Minoritesf of 
Touraine, declared for the king. Some, in- 
deed, as a prior of Cluny and a templar, adhere, 

but under protest, ^ sub protesiatumUfUJ.^'X 

They still had a great dread of the pope ; 
and the king waa obliged, in return for their 
adheaion, to mnt them letters by which be, 
the queen, and the young princes undertook lo 
protect such, or such a one, who had adhered 
to the council.^ llie monarch and the puMic 
bodies of the kingdom had as it were ei- 
changed letters of guarantee wi^b each other 
m this strait. I 

On the 15th of Aogunt, Doniface issued a 
bull, to the effect that the |)o|>o alone had the 
right of summoning a council. He answered 
the charges of Plasian and of Nogaret ; in 
{articular, that of heresy, obnervin*; in regard 
to It, '* Who ever heard of there being a heretic, 
1 do not sav in our family, but in our natml 
country, in l-ampania t**^ This was an in- 
direct reproach on Plajiian and N(»garet, who 
came from the country of the Albigeois. It 
wan even said that Nc»garet*s grandfather had 
been burnt. 

The two accusers well knew all they had to 
f«*ar. The pojie's fury agaiiif>t Pierre Klotte 
must have enlighteniHl them. lk*fore the battle 
of rourtrai he had, in his a4)ilrfas to the cardi- 
nals, throun all the blame on the latter, and 
aniNHinced that he res<*rved to htmaclf hie 
spiritual and temporal punishment :** which wma 
offering the king a means of finishing the quar- 
rel bv the sacrifice t>f the chancellor. He 
periahfH) at Courtrai ; but how much the more 
had not his two succrsaora to fear af^er tlieir 
audacious acciisations * Ami, accordini^y, on 
the 7th of March, five tiays before the first 
manifesto, Nogaret had procured from the lung 
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full powers; in fact, a carte-blanche to treat 
and to do whatever was requisite.* He started 
for Italy with this weapon, personally interested 
in employing it for the destruction of the pope. 
He hurried to Florence, to the French king^s 
banker, who was to furnish him with whatever 
money he required; and havii^g as his com- 
panion the Ghibcline of Ghibelines, Boniface's 
exile and victim, a man sworn to damnation to 
compass the pope^s death, Sciarra Colonna, an 
invaluable man for a sudden stroke. This 
king of the Sabine mountaineers, of the banditti 
of the Roman campagna, was so well aware of 
what he had to expect from the pope, that 
when he fell into the hands of corsairs, he 
preferred toiling at the oar for years to telling 
his name ut the risk of being sold to Boniface.f 
After the bull of the 15th of August, it was 
to be supposed that Boniface would launch the 
sentence which had dethroned so many kings, 
and declare Philippe's subjects released from 
their oath to him. Being reconciled with the 
emperor Albert, he had a king ready for France. 
Perhaps, he was for renewing in the house of 
Capet the tragic history of the house of Swa- 
bia. The bull was, indeed, prepared by the 
5th of September. It was necessary to antici- 
pate it, and to blunt tliis weapon in the pope's 
hands by apprizing him of the appeal to the 
council ; and, moreover, to apprize him of it at 
Anagni, his natal city, where he had taken 
refuge in the midst of his relatives and friends, 
and of a population that had just dragged in 
the mud the flag and lilies of France.^ No- 
garet was no warrior ; but he had money. He 
gained over some of the inhabitants who sup- 
plied him with intelligence, and Supino, captain 
of Ferentino, a city hostile to Anagni, sold 
himself to him for ten thousand florins, (the 
receipt is extant,6) ** covenanting to pursue 
Boniface alive or dead.'') Colonna, then, and 
Supino, with three hundred horse, and a large 
body of infantry, either their own " following," 
or Vrench soldiers, introduced Nogaret into 
Anagni with cries of ** Death to the pope ; 
long live the king of France !"^ The towns- 
men rin<; the alarm-bell ; but having chosen 
for their captain one of Boniface's enemies,** 
he holds out the right hand of fellowship to

who, far as is his kmgdom Irom theegjaeacirft 
and defends thee through me.***| Tne pope*« 
courageous answer waa, "Then eemesi of t

dy, Houilaec \ I have been misled as to thy 
fate bv many years. Art thou, then, so soon 
fraiiated witii what thou hast not feared feloni- ,

IJoni face's successor, Benedict XL, a man of 
mean l)iith. but of great merit, whom the Orsi- j 
ni bad made pope, did not feel himself ver}' , 
fetroiiL' on his accession. He received with a 
pood grace the congratulations of the king of, 
France, brouirlit by Plasian, the accuser of the 
Ia>t poj)e. Phdippe felt that his enemy was ' 
not >o far dead, but that he might strike some | 
new blow.

After all, the sudden death of 
Itcnedici XI. was but an unlucky piece af good

A famine, the imprudent imposition of a 
maximum on the price of com, and a forcible 
search for it, roused the discontent of the peo- 
ple. They began to talk. A clerk of the 
university talked loud, and was hung. A poor 
I3eguine of Metz, who had founded an order 
of nuns, was Touchsafed a revelation of the 
chastisements which Heaven reserved for 
wicked kings. Charles of Valois had her 
taken up ; and, to compel her to say that her 
inspiration had been from the devil, had her 
feet burnt.* But all believed in the prophecy 
when in the year following a comet of unusual 
splendor made its appearance.f 

Philippe-le-Bel had returned a victor and a 
ruined man. He repaired in solemn procession 
to Not re- Dame, amidst a famished people, mur- 
muring curses. He entered the church on 
horse-back, and in thanks to God for his escape 
when the Flemings surprised him, he made a 
devout offering of an equestrian statue of him- 
self, armed at all points : it was to be seen in 
N6tre-Dame, shortly before the revolution, by 
the side of the colossal St. Christopher. 

Nogarctdid not forget himself; but triumphed 
after his own fashion. Receipts of his are ex- 
tant — proving that his salary was raised from 
five to eight hundred livres.f

It cries oat as it is nora, like Rabe- 
lais* Garagaotua — meat, drink. This teuSd 
infant, whose ravenous hanser eauiet be nm- 
fied, will, at need, eat flesh and drink Uood. 
It is the Cyclops, the ogre, the derooiing gtt- 
gouille of the Seine.f The grand eoaaol a 
the monster's head; its long daws sie tk 
parliaments; its stomach, the chamber of ae- 
counts, (Chambre des Comptes.) Tbe mh 
food that can satisfy it, is preeiMly Aat vkieL 
the people cannot provide it ^rith. Tmrniy 
and people have but one cry^-gold. 

See, m Aristophanes, how the hiiadand isot 
Plutus is teased by his worshippers. Theffnm 
to him, without any trouble, that he is me GoA 
of gods. All me gods giro way to hm. 
Jupiter confesses that without hka he vssU 
die of hunger.^ Mercory quits his tads d 
God, enters Plutns' senrioe, tuna the spit, mi 
washes the dishes. 

This enthronement of gold in the plaet d 
God, is renewed in the Iburteeath lealai y. 
The difficulty is to draw out thia famj giU 
from the obscure nooks in whioh it sha^ban^ 
The history of the ihesaunu would he a cari- 
ous one, from the time that it keiit itself kansi 
under the dragon of ColcliiSi of the HeapenitSi 
or of the Nibeluogen ; from ita sleep in tie 
temple of Delphos, and in the |nlaim ef I^ 
sepolis.

To force the poor man to apply to the Jew, 
to induce him to approach his small, sombre, 
infamous dwelling, to compel him to speak to 
that man who, it is said, crucifies little children,!

Xo, 
the only pledge I require is yourself. I am not 
your brother, my law is not the Christian law. 
It is a more ancient law — in partes secanto. 
Your llesh shall be answerable. Blood for gold, 
as life fur life. A pound of your flesh which I 
am about to feed with my money, only a pound 
of your fair flesh !"^ The gold lent by the 
murdcFLT of the Son of man can only be a 
murderous, anti-human, anti-divine gold, or 
to use the language of the time, Anti-Christ, 
Here we have gold Anti-Christ ; just as Aris- 
tophancs has showed us in Plutus the Anti- 
Jupttcr.

led him to propitiate the nobles ; to whom he 
restored the privilege of judicial combat, or, in 
other words, the right of impanity. This was 
a blow to kingly authority. The king of the 
legists renounced the law, in order to recognise 
the decisions of force : a sad and doubtful posi- 
tion in legislature as well as in finance. Driven 
from the Church to the Jews, from the latter to 
the communes, from the Flemish conmmnes he 
fell back on the clergy. 

The least used of all PhUippe*8 treamires, 
his patrimony to draw upon, the funds on which 
he could count, was his pope. If he had 
bought this pope, and had rattened him on 
thefl and robbery, it was not, not to make use 
of him, but to turn him to account, to levy upon 
him, like the Jew, a pound of flesh from what- 
ever part he chose. 

He possessed an infallible instrument for 
pressing and squeezing the pope, an ail-power- 
ful bufrbear, to wit, the condemnation of Boni- 
face A'lIL, which was to ask the papacy to cut 
its own throat. If Boniface w^ere a heretic 
and a mock pope, then all cardinals of his crea- 
tion were mock cardinals, Benedict XI. and 
Clement, elected by them, were, in their turn, 
mock and illegal popes, and not only they, but 
all those whom they had appointed or confirmed 
to erclesinstical dignities, and not only these 
appointments of theirs, but their public acts of 
every kind. The Church would have been en- 
meshed in interminable illegality. On the other 
hand, if Boniface were true pope, as such he 
was infallible ; his sentences would hold good, 
and Philippe-Ie-Bel would remain a condemned 
man. 

Hardly was he enthroned before Clement had 
to hear the sharp and imperious requisition of 
Xogaret, enjoining him to pursue the memory 
of his predecessor. Hardly was the bargain 
concluded, before the devil demanded his pay- 
ment. The servitude of the sold man begun ; 
his suul, once fagoted by the bonds of injustice, 
and having received the curb and bit, was to be 
wantonly ridden, even up to damnation. 

Rather than thus kill the papacy in point of 
law, Clement preferred delivering it up in point 
of fact. He created twelve canlinals devoted 
to the kin^:, in one batch : the two Colonnas, 
and ten Fr(*nchmen or Gascons. These twelve, 
joined to those who remained of the twelve of 
the same party, whom Celestine had been sur- 
prised into c Heating, secured the king the elec- 
tion of poprs to all futurity. Clement thus 
placed the Papacy in Philippe^s hands; an 
enormous concession, which, however, did not 
suffice him. 

He thoiiL'^ht to sof\en his master by going 
a step^ further. He revoked Boniface^s buU 
Clcricts iairos^ which closed the purse of the 
clergy to the kinir. The bull Unam Sanetam 
contained the i;Iorious and sublime expression 
of the Pontifical suprt>macy. (*lement sacri- 
ficed it ; and this was not enough.

to envelope huly things. The candidate was 
introduced as a sinner, a bad Christian, a rene- 
gade, lie denied, after the example of St. 
Peter ; and the denial, in this pantomime, was 
expressed by an act* — that of spitting on the 
cross. The order charged itself with rehabili- 
tating this renegade, and raising him the higher 
in proportion to the depth of his fall. Thus, in 
the festival of fools, (fatuorum,) man offered 
the homage of his own imbecility and infamy 
to the Church which was to regenerate him. 
These sacred comedies, daily less understood, 
became, therefore, daily the more dangerous, 
and the more likely to scandalize a prosaic age, 
which saw only the letter, and had forgotten the 
meaning of the symbol. 

Here was another danger. The pride of the 
Temple might suffer an impious equivoque to 
remain in these forms. The candidate might 
suppose that the order was about to reveal to 
him a higher religion than the Christianity of 
the multitude, and to open to him a sanctuary 
behind the sanctuary. The Temple was not a 
sacred name to Christians only. If it expressed 
to them the holy sepulchre, it suggested to Jews 
and Mussulmans the temple of Solomon.f The 
idea of the Temple, higher and more general still 
than that of the Church, soared in some sort 
above all religions. The Church had a date ; 
the Temple, none. Contemporary with all ages, 
it was as a symbol of the perpetuity of religion. 
Even aAer the ruin of the Templars, the Tem- 
ple subsists, as a tradition at least, in the teach-

Were the Templars aCbicc 
to any of them t Questions soeh ss these. b«- 
withstanding the ingenious ccmjeetiires of ik 
modems, wm erer remun ohseuxe throngkviB 
of data.* 

These esoteric doctrines of the Temple kcb 
at once to coyet the light, and coneeilfs. 
We fancy that we detect them either is tfct 
strange emblems sculptured on the frosii tl 
some churches, or in the last epic cycle of tbe 
middle a^e, in those poems in which dhiTaiir. 
purified, is no more than an Odysoej — ss beme 
and pious Toyase in search of the Graslf— t^ 
name given to toe holy cup which received oc 
Saviour's blood, the mere sight of which pra> 
longs life for ^le hundred years, which caa be 
approached by children only without deith'i 
bemg the consequence, and round the Teoptc 
containing which, the Templista, or ksigbtt d 
the Graal, watch all in arms. 

This more than ecclesiastical chiralrT. ifas 
cold and too pure ideal which was the cmk d 
the middle age and its last rerery, was, by ia 
very loftiness, a stran^r to the real, and vmt- 
cessible to the practical. The Templist it- 
nuuned in the poems a figure shrouded is tMk^ 
and approaching the divine. The Ten^ 
buried himself in brutality. 

I would not be thought to aDy myself wtk 
the persecutors of this great order. The coe- 
my of the Templars, without wishing it, bM 
washed them white ; the tortures hy whieb kc 
wrung disgraceful confessions flrom them seen 
presumptive proofs of innocenee. We are teaf*- 
ed to attach no credit to the snlf srcomtiim d 
wretches on the rack ; and, if there are ilaiHi 
we are tempted to beliere tlMm efieed by tbi 
flames of the fieij pUe. 

Grave confessions, howerer, am on receri 
obtained without the question or any tsftaiv 
And even the very points which were not piwei 
are not the less probable to one who knows hi- 
man nature, and who seriously ref ul i es ibi 
situation of the order in its latter dayau 

It was natural that refatzation from the aefc^ 
ity of the rule should creep in smwig a bs^. 
half monks, half warriors, younger sons sf ibt 
nobility, who sought adTentoreamr fram Chnt- 
tendom, often far from the eyes of their ehiA 
in the midst of the dan|j[ers of a war Is thi

That tbi* waa the general character of the 
order, or thai itaMatuies had become, in exprsaa 
lerma, diagnceful and inpious, I am far from 
alfinning. Thiora of Ihe kind are not commit- 
ted to writing. Corruption imtadea aa order bj 
mutual and lacii coDniTai«e. Tbe forma r«- 
maia, but wiifa a changed meaning, and peireit- 
ed by a criminal inierpreuuion which bo oaa 
openly ackaowledgr*. 

But though A theae infamoiu and impiooa 
Ihinn had been true of the whole order, tbi* 
would not bate been aulficieni to hare drawn 
down ruin upos il. The clergy would btTa 
•crceoed and hashed up ita abuses, aa tbey did 
so many olher ecclesiastical corruptions. Tba

In proportion as the furor of holy wars cool- 
ed down in Kurope, and crusading became lea* 
popular, greater gilta were showered on Iba 
Temple 1^ way of discharging tbe debl of oo*- 
science.

with a more docile order, the Temple would 
have ofTered little resistance to kingly power. 

They would not listen to the proposition. 
Jacques Molay, the grand master, a poor 
knight of Burgundy, but an old and brare 
soldier, with his laurels fresh from the last 
battles fought by the Christians in the East, 
replied, that it was true that St. Louis had 
formerly proposed a junction of the two orders, 
but that the king of Spain had withheld his 
consent ; that for the Hospitallers to be re- 
ceived by the Templars thev must largely re- 
form themselves ; that the Templars were more 
exclusively founded for purposes of war.* He 
concluded with these haughty words: — "We 
find many desirous of deprivmg the religious 
orders of their possessions, compared with 

those who seek to increase them But 

if the proposed union of the two orders were 
to be effected, this religion would become so 
strong and powerful that it would be able to de- 
fend its rights against the whole world."t 

While the Templars were thus proudly re- 
sisting all concession, sinister rumors about 
them gained strength — partly, indeed, owing to 
their own imprudence. One of the knights 
told Raoul de Presles, one of the most serious- 
ly-di»|)<)»ed men of the time — ** That in their 
chapter-general of the order there was one 
thing so secret, that if for his misfortune any 
one saw it, were it the king of France, no fear 
of torments would prevent those forming the 
chapter from putting him to death, as they best 
might. '*t 

A newly-admitted Templar lodged a protest 
against the form of admission with the judge of 
the bishop's court of Paris.^ Another sought 
absolution for it from a Franciscan friar, who 
enjoined him, as a penance, to fast every Fri- 
day for a year, without his shirt. | A third, 
who belonged to the household of the pope, 
*' ingenuously confessed to him all the evil he 
had witnessed in his order, in presence of one

in his proceedings against an order, of which 
the holy see was sole judge. In his wrath he 
forgot his ordinary servility, and his precarious 
and dependent position in the heart of the king*s 
dominions ; and he issued a hull, suspending 
the powers of the ordinary judges, of the arch- 
bishops and bishops, and even those of the in- 
quisitors. 

The king^s reply is rough. He writes to the 
pope, that God detests the lukewarm, that to 
make delays of the kind is to connive at the 
crimes of the accused, that the pope ought 
rather to excite the zeal of the bishops. ** It 
would be a serious wrong to the prelates to de- 
prive them of the ministry which they hold 
from God. They have not deserved this in- 
sult ; they will not support it ; the king could 

not allow it without violating his oath 

Holy father, what sacrilegious wretch will dare 
to counsel you to despise those whom Jesus 
Christ sends — or, rather, Jesus himself?* .... 
If the inquisitors are suspended from their func- 
tions, the business will never be brought to an 
end. . . . The kin^^ias not taken it in hand as 
an accuser, but tJJ^ champion of the faith and 
defender of the Church, for which he is account- 
able to God."t 

Philippe let the pope believe that he was 
about to place the prisoners in his hands ; and 
took upon himself only the guardianship of the 
property of the Temple in order to apply it to 
the service of the Holy Land. (December 25, 
A. D. 1307.) His object was to induce the pope 
to remove his suspension from the bishops and 
the inquisitors. He sent off to him, to Poitiers, 
seventy-two Templars, and dispatched the heads 
of the order from Paris ; but no further on the 
road tlian to Chinon. With this the pope was 
fain to he contented, and heard the confessions 
of those sent to Poitiers. At the same time, 
he took off the suspension from the ordinary 
judges, and only reserved to himself the trial 
of the heads of the order. 

This gentle way of proceeding could not sat- 
isfy the king. Should the matter be thus quiet- 
ly inquired into, and end with absolution, as in 
the confessional, it would be impossible to re- 
tain hold of the property. Thus, while the 
pope was imagining that the whole was placed 
in his hands, the king carried on the trial at 
Paris, through the instrumentality of his con- 
fessor, the inquisitor-geuenU of France. A

Philippe let the pope believe that he was 
about lo place the prisoners in his hands ; and 
took upon himself only the guardianship of the 
properly of Ihe Temple in order to apply it to 
the fieivicc of the Holy Land.

Pbilippe-le-BePs msn, Plasian, was present, 
though uninvited, at this hearing. Jacques 
Molay, alarmed at the impression which his 
words bad made on the priests, thought that he 
would do better to trust himself to a knight.^

Tbe question was expressly put to him — Did 
be wiab to defend the order * lie ssid.

Here a voice interrupted him : ** Without 
faith, all this leads not to salvation.**

written, that in the time of4b0 Miltan of Baby- 
lon, the master of that day, and tbe other beadn 
of tbe order, did homage to Saladin ; and that 
the said Saladin, when he heard of a great re- 
verse sustained by the Templars, had publicly

lannrrnrr of Ibe otdec. Ihe knigbla brinn 
•eqnaioted wilh their humiliating mueiy, 
the aad account of iheii ciprnaei^ — atra 
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lila, tonning a paunTnl eootiaal wilh the br- 
tbraied haugbtiocM and wealth of tbe erdct ! 

Theae unhappy men, out of their noor p*]r 
welve deniera a day, were obliged to pay 
the boat which bore ihecn to utidergo tbeir 
minationa in tbe city, and to pay beaida* 
man who unlooaed or nveted their chains. 
,t laat the defendera entered a tolemn pr«K 

in the name of the order. In thia aing«- 
f atrong and hold doouinent, they deelan

. mortally." It waa a bold anrmatioo, i»> 
i, to mainlain that oil had remained faiihU 
lie rulea of the primitive foundation ; thai 
re had been no deviation, no oorrupttoa. 




Some days afterward* they entered a. new 
protest, but sironger Btill, tnd lew tpologeticaJ 
than (hreaiening and iccusatory. " This pro- 
cess," tliey say, " has been sudden, violent, ini- 
quitous, and unjust ; it is, altogether, atrocious 
Tioknce, intolerable error. . . . Many, man; 
of us have died of imprisonment and torture ; 
others will remain maimed for life ; several 
have been constraineil to belie ihemselvea and 
their order. These violences and torments 
have altugelher deprived them of free-will ; 
that IB, uf all the good that man can own. He 
n ha lusea freedom of will, loses all that is valu- 
able — knowledge, memory, and iolellect-f. . ■ - 
To compel Ihem to falsehood and false witness, 
letters have been shown them with the king's 
seal, guarantying them their limbs, life, and 
liberty ; promising carefully to allocate them a 
satmfictury revenue, and assuring them that the 
order would be condemned without help." . . . 

Accubtomed as the men of thai day 
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the immordlity of the mean* commonly 
ployed to extract evidence out of wilne 
words like these, nevenhelesa, could not but 
move the heart to indignation ! But what spoke 
mure forcibly than all words, was the pitiable 
appearance of the prisoners, their meager and 
emaciated countenances, and the hideous marks 

of the tortures they had undergone One 

of them, Humbert Dupuy, the fourteenth wit- 
ness, had been tortured three times, and kept 
thiiiy-itix weeks in the pit of an infectious 
tower on bread and water. Another had been 
suBpended by his privy parts. The knight 
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Europe^ having been favorable to the TemplaiB. 
They were declared innocent on Jane 17ih, 
1310, at Ravenna : on July 1st, U Hents ; oo 
October 21st, at Salamanca. By the beginning 
of the year, these judgmenia, and the oanger- 
ous reaction which would follow at Paris could 
be foreseen. To anticipate it w«a of (be last 
eonsaqueoce, and safMj waa lo ba natdked 
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rrom darinff : tho process was, at all risks, to 
Im jmppled with, harried on, and ended. 

By rehntary of the same year, (1310,) the 
king had eompleted his arrangements with the 

K)pe. He agreed to defer the judgment of 
onifiiee in him ;* but in April required in re- 
lam, that Clement should nominate to the arch- 
bisliopric of Sens the young Marigni, brother 
>f the famous Enguerrand Marigni, the true 
king of France under Phil ippe-le- Bel. On the 
lOih of May, the new archbishop summons a 
provincial council at Paris, and cites the Tem- 
plars before it. Here we hare two tribunals 
M^**!^ ^^® same parties at the same time, in 
rirtue of two bulls of the pope^s. The com- 
Buasion appealed to the bull, empowering it to 
try the case ;t the council to the preceding 
ball, which had restored their powers to the 
ordinary jud^s.| No act of this council is 
eitaot : nothing remains save the list of those 
who composed it, and the number of those they 
eoodemaed to the stake. 

Saoday, May 10th, being a day on which the 
wwnmisaion sat, the defenders of the order ap- 
peared before the archbishop of Narbonne and 
the other pontifical commissioners, and pre- 
noted an appeal. The archbishop replied, that 
the appeal concerned neither himself nor his 
colleagues, and that they could take no notice 
of it, since it was not an appeal from their tri- 
baaal ; bot that if the knights chose to speak 
ia defence of the order, Uiey would willingly 
baar tlien. 
The poor knights prayed they would at least 
them an audience with the council, to 



their appeal to it, and proTide them with 
two BoCaries to draw up an authentic notice of 
It addressing not only the commission, but 
prea the notaries who were present. They 
Ibea read their appeal, in which they placed 
ihanaelTes under the protection of the pope, in 
the RMMt pathetic terms : — ** We beseech the 
holy Apostles, we beseech them orer and orer 
igain, with earnestness of entreaty we beseech 
them.**^ The unhappy victims already felt the 
lames, and clung to the altar which could not 
pfvMeet tbero. 

AH the aid secured them by this pope on 
wiMNn they relied, snd to whom they com- 
■leaded themselves as if to God, was a timid 
aad cowardlT opinion, in which he had endea- 
rored beforehand to interpret the word rtlapsed^ 
sboald It be applied to those who had retracted 
thetr confessions : — ^ It seems in a manner 
eoatrary to reason to account such men relapa- 
ad. . . . Ia doubtful things of the kind, pun« 
should be restncied and modified. **| 



This opinion the |ff>ntifical commissionen 
lacked the courage to enforce. They replied, 
on the evening of the same Sunday, that they 
felt great compassion for the defenders of tha 
order, and the other brothers, bat that the pro- 
ceedings of the archbishop of Sens and hia 
suffragans were altogether unconnected with 
theirs ; that they knew not what was transact* 
ing in the council ; that if the commission were 
authoriaed by the holy see, the archbishop of 
Sens was so likewise ; that the one had no au- 
thority over the other ; that mi the firsi glance 
thev saw nothing to object to as concerned the 
archbishop of Sens ; that, however, they would 
consider the matter.* 

While they were considering, they learned 
that fiHy-four Tebiplsrs were going to be barat. 
One day*s examination had been ample for the 
enlightenment of the archbishop of Sens and 
his suflfragans. Let us follow, step by step, the 
narrative of the notaries to the pontifical coni- 
mission in its terrible simplicity. 

*' On Tuesday the 12th. during the examina> 
tion of the brother Jean Bertaud.t the commia- 
sioners were apprixed that fiAy-four Templara 
were about to be burnt. { They instructeo the 
provost of the church of Poitiers and the arch- 
deacon of Orleans, the kinff*s chaplain, to tell 
the archbishop of Sens and his suffragans to 
deliberate ripely and to adjourn, seeing that the 
brothers who had died in prison protested, it 
was said, on the peril of their souls, that they 
were falsely accused. If such execution took 
place, it would hinder the commissioners from 
proceeding with their duty, the accused being 
so terrified that they seemed out of their 
senses.^ In addition, one of the commission- 
ers charged them to intimate to the archbishop 
that brothers Rsynaud de Pruin and Pierre de 
Boulogne, priests, (tuillaume de (>hamboaael 
and liertrand de Sartiges, knights, had mtro- 
mitted an appeal to the commissioners.^ 

Here was involved a grave question as to 
right of jurisdiction. If the council and the 
archbishop of Sens recognised the validity of 
an appeal brought before the papal commission, 
they acknowledged the superioritv of that tri- 
bunal, and the liberties of the Gallican (*bureh 
were compromised. Besides, undoubtedly the 
king's orders were imperative ; and the young 
Mangni, created archbishop for the purpose, 
had no time for wrangling. He absented him- 
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self in order to avoid rtceivingr the envoys of 
the commission ; and then some one (it is not 
known who) raised a doubt as to their having 
spoken in the name of the commission. Ma- 
rigni joined in the doubt, and they proceeded 
as before.* 

The Templars, who had been brought before 
the council on the Sunday, were sentenced on 
the Monday. Those who had made confession, 
were set at liberty ; those who had been con- 
stant in their denial of the charges, were im- 
prisoned for life ; those who had retracted their 
confessions, were pronounced relapsed. These 
last, fifty-four in number, were degraded on the 
same day by the bishop of Paris, and handed 
over to the secular arm. On the Tuesday they 
were burnt at the Porte St. Antoine. These 
unhappy men had prevaricated in prison, but 
they were constant and consistent in the flames, 
and protested their innocence to the last. The 
crowd was mute, and as if stupified with aston- 
ishment. f 

Who can believe that the pontifical commis- 
sion had the heart to assemble the next day, to 
continue their useless proceedings, and to goon 
examining while the council was burning ! 

*^ Tuesday, May 12th, brother Aimeri, of 
Villars-le-Duc, was brought before the commis- 
sioners, his beard shaven oflf, and without the 
cloak or dress of the Temple, aged, as he said, 
fif\y, and having been about eight years in the 
order as serving-brother, and twenty as knight. 
The lords commissioners explained to him the 
counts on which they were about to question 
him. But the said witness, pale and all'scared^ 
appealing to his oath and his hopes of salvation, 
praying, if he lied, to be struck suddenly 
dead, and to be ingulfed soul and body in heU 
before the very eyes of the commission, beat- 
ing his bosom with clenched hands, bendiiig his 
knees and raising his hands to the altar, pro- 
tested that all the crimes charged on the order 
were utterly false, although, in the agonies of 
the torture to which he had been put by Guil- 
laume de Marcillac and Ungues de Celles, 
knights belonging to the king, he had admitted 
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ipei, si iiHfnUfbetar in hoc, morteoi rabltnneMn. et quod 
tutim in aniiitA et ciirpnre in pnmentii dnaiinurnm con- 
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some of the accusatiooi. He added, however, 
that having seen fifty -fciwr brothtrs of the order 
borne off on carts to the stake^ who would not 
admit the troth of the said charges, and hatwo

feared that he had not strength and fortitude to 
bear such a punishment, he was ready, in hii 
fear, to acknowledge on oath, hefore the com- 
missioners or others, all the crimes imputed to 
the order, and even to say, if they so desired, 
that he had killed our Lord. .... He suppli- 
cated and conjured the said commissioners asd 
us, the notaries present, not to reveal to the 
king*8 people what he had said, lest, be said, if 
they should know of it, he should be delivered 
up to the same punishment as the fifty-foor 

Templars The commissioners, seeioc 

the danger to which the witnesses were expose^ 
should the examinations be continued while tins 
reign of terror* prevailed, and moved as well 
by other causes, resolved to adjourn for the 
present." 

The commission would seem to have beea 
affected by this terriUe scene ; and although 
weakened by the desertion of its president, the 
archbishop of Narbonne, and hj that of the 
bishop of Bayeux, both of whom had eeased to 
attend its sittings, it essayed to save, if there 
were still time, the three prim^ipal defendants^ 

*' On Monday, 18th Blay, the pontifical com- 
missioners deputed the provost of the church 
of Poitiers and the archdeacon of OrUwss to 
wait, from them, on the venerable &lher in 
God, the lord archbishop of Sens and his suf- 
fragans, to claim for the defendants, Pierre de 
Boulogne, Guillaume de Chambonnet, and Ber- 
trand de Sartiges, that they might be brought 
up under good guard as often as they should 
require to conduct the defence of the order.** 
The commissioners took care to add, ^that 
they did not seek to throw any hinderanee in 
the way of the archbishop of Sens and his coun- 
cil, but only to relieve their conscience.**! . . . 

" In the evening, the commissioners met at 
St. Genevieve*8, in St. £loi*s chapel, to receive 
a deputation of canons from the archbishop of 
Sens ; whose answer was, that the process had 
been goinff on for two years) against the afore- 
mentioned knights, as private members of the 
order ; that he desired to bring it to an end ac- 
cording to the form of the Apostolic rescript ; 
and that it was far from his thoughts to inter- 
fere with the commissioners in the diseharge of 
their duty."^ Dreadful mockery !

SUPPRESSION OF THE ORDEH.

The order was sappretsed as aseleM or dan- 
gerous, in all the states of Christendom ; their 
monarchs either seizing its property, or bestow- 
ing it on other orders. But the persons of the 
Templars were respected there. The severest 
treatment they experienced was imprisonment 
in monasteries ; and often in those which had 
belonged to themselves. This was the only 
punishment to which those heads of the order 
in England, who persisted in denjring the alle- 
gations against it, were subjected. 

In Lombardy and in Tuscany the Templars 
were condemned ; acquitted at Ravenna and 
Bologna.* In Castile they were adjudged to 
be innocent. The Aragonese Templars offered 
resistance, and threw themselves into their 
strongholds, mostly into their famous fort of 
Mon<:on.t These forts were attacked and car- 
ried by the king of Aragon. But they were 
not the worse treated for their attempt, and 
entered in crowds into the order of Biontexa 
which was then created. It was not in Spain, | 
in presence of the Moors, and on the classic ; 
ground of crusade, that the thought could be i 
entertained of proscribing the old defenders of j 
Christendom.^ ! 

The conduct of other princes with regard to 
the Templars was a satire on that of Philippe- 
le-Bel. Their mildness was blamed by the 
pope, who reproached the kings of England, 
Castile, Aragon, and Portugal, for their not 
having had recourse to torture. Philippe had 
hardened him, either by giving him a share of 
the spoil, or resigning to him the judgment in 
the case of Boniface. The French king had 
made up his mind to give way a little on the j 
latter point. He perceived all around him 
symptoms of general movement. The states 
over which he had extended his influence seem- 
ed on the point of escaping from it. The Eng- 
lish barons were striving to unseat Edward the 
Second's favorites, whose governing their coun- 
try humbled them in the sight of ¥ ranee. The 
Ghibelines of Italy were inviting the new 
emperor, Henry of Luxembourg, to dethrone 
Charles uf Anjou*s grandson, lung Robert, a 
great clerk but sorry king, whose only skill 
was in astrology. The house of France was 
on the verge of losing its ascendency in Chris- 
tendom ; and the empire, which had been 
thought defunct, threatened to rear its bead 
8 gain. This state of things touching Philippe*s 
fears, he allowed Clement to clear Boniface^s

memory from the eham of liefevy,* with the 
qualification that the kinf hmA acted without 
osaliee nrepense, thai rath^, like another Shem. 
he woold liaTe soaght to eonceal the paternal 

shame and nodity Nogaret himself ii 

acquitted on eondition thai he will jproeeed to 
the crusade, (should there be a enmde,) and 
serve therein all his life in the Holy Land: 
meanwhile, he is to make siieh or aneh pil- 
grimage. The continuator of Naogis mali- 
ciously adds another eondition, namely, that 
Nogaret shall make the pope his heir.f 

A compromise was thua effected. The kin; 
gave way with regard to Boniface, and the pope 
abandoned the Templars to him. He yielded 
up the living to save a^rpae. But that coque 
was the papacy itself. 

It remained to procure the sanction of the 
Church for these family arrangenienta. The 
council of Vienne was opened on the 16ch Oc- 
tober, 1319 ; an cseumenic conacil, at which 
more than three hundred bialK^ asaisted, but 
rendered still more solenui by the importance 
of the subjects brought before it than by the 
number of those preeent. 

The first subject submitted to its notice wis, 
the deliverance of the holy placea, of which 
every ccrancil talked, while all princea took the 
cross, and all remained at home. The theme 
had degenerated into a mere expedient for 
raising money .(

ing, that ftom fifteen hundred to two thomnd 
of their brethren were in Lyons and the adljoin- 
ing monntaint, ready to come to their eopport. 
AJarmed at this declaration, or rather at the 
interest awakened by the devotion of the nine, 
the pope threw them into prison.* 

From this time he feared to reassemble the 
eouneil ; and he kept the bishops idle the whole 
of the winter in this foreign citT, far from their 
own dioceses and duties, no doubt hoping to 
tire them out, and trying to wm them o?er 
separately. 

Another object which the council had in view 
was, the represstira of the mystics, of the jptr* 
line/ beghards and Franciscans. It was a sad 
sight to see on his knees before Bertrand da 
Gou, Philjppe-Ie-Bel s pope, the pious and en- 
thusiastic Lbertioo, the first known author of 
an ^ Imitation of Jesus Christ. **t All the iavor 
which he asked for himself aad his brethreot 
the reformed Franciscans, was, that they ahoold 
not be compelled to enter monasteries m whieh 
the rule had become too relaxed, or which were 
too rich, and in which they could not find poor 
enough to their liking. 

Imitation of Christ, in the mind of theee 
mystics, was charity and poverty. In the OMist 
popular book of this day— the Golden Lsgend 
— a saint gives away all he has, even his skirl; 
he only keeps his evangel ; but, again applied 
to for reliel', he gives his evangel. ... In this 
bold legend, religion seems immolated to workSf 
faith to charity. t 

Poverty, sister of chanty, was the passion 
and the kieal of the Fraoeiacans, their aublimo 
desire.^ Their aspiration was, to have nothmg.

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But this is not as easy as is supposed. They 
^gged, they receiTed : is not the gift of one's 
daily bread a possession t And when food had 
become assimilated to, blended with their flesh, 
could it be said that the food was not theirs 1 . . . . 
Many persisted in denying it.* A fantastic ef- 
fort to escape living on the conditions of life, 
to emancipate one's self from the serritode to 
matter, to conquer and to anticipate here below, 
the independence of pure spirit 

The aim might appear sublime or ridicttlous; 
but, at the first glance, the danger was unseen. 
Yet, was not the erection of absolute poirerty 
into the law of man, the condemnation of prop- 
erty ? precisely as at the same period the doc- 
trines of ideal fraternity and illimitable love 
were making marriage, that other basis of soci- 
ety, null and void. 

In proportion as authority was being lost, 
and the priest was sinking in the estimation of 
the people, religion, no longer bounded by 
forms, dill used itself in mysticism.! Chris- 
tianity was born of loye, and in its hour of 
weakness, it seemed sick of love. 

The Little Brothers (fraticelli) had ffoods 
and wives in common. They maintained that 
in the aurora of the age of charity, one should 
keep nothing for one^s self; and they undertook 
to establish on a mountain} — in Italy, where the 
imagination is impatient, in Piedmont, an ener- 
getic land — the first truly fraternal city. Here 
they sustained a siege under their chief, the 
bravo and eloquent Dulcino. Undoubtedly 
there was somethin^^ in this man. When he 
was taken, and torn m pieces with burning pin- 
cers, his beautiful Margareta refused all the 
knights who wished to save her by marrying her, 
and preferred sharing his fearful punishment.^ 

\\ uiuen take a distinguished place in the ' 
history of religion at this period. The great 
saints arc women — St. Bridget and St. Cathe- 
rine of Sienna. The great heretics arc women 
too. In 1310 and in 1315, we find women from 
Germany or the Low Countries, teaching that 
the soul, annihilated in the love of the Creator, 
may leave the body to do as it pleases, without 
a thought. y Already (a. d. 1300) had an Eng- 
lishwoman visited France, who was persuaded

that she was tbe Hoiy Obost la eM—i e, for the 
redemption of woman ; and as ibe wm bsmi- 
ful and sweet-spoken, she fomtd bol toe lea^ 
beUerers.* 

Whatever were the good intaation of tlwse 
preaching women, there was eewitity m aO 
this. But, is love only dangerous nnder a vo- 
luptuous form ! Is it not quite as m«ch so io 
the midst of mortificatioos 1 The pozo mysti- 
cism of the Franciscans, too, wm oemdy Um 
alarming.t The pope, the defender of the 
Church, of society, aad of oominoii sense, hsd 
perforce to condemn their saUbne, bat too viff. 
orous and absurd logic, their oharity, their ab- 
solute poverty. The ideal had to be eottdeBned. 
the ideal of Christian virtties ! 

Hard and od|^us thmg to say ! How mneli 
more shocking still, when tbe eoadennatioo 
proceeded from the Ups iti a CleiDent Y., or of 
a John XXII. However dmd miglit be the 
conscience of those popes, nroat thoy not have 
been inwardly tjoubled when they fimnd them- 
selves required to Judge and prooeribe tliese 
unfortunate sectariea, this mid saoetity, all 
whose criminality oonsisted in a wish to be 
poor, to fast, to weep through lore, to go baie- 
foot through the world, to play, inooeeot eooie- 
dians, the touching drama of Jeeos !( 

In the spring, Uie process of tbe Templais 
was resumed. Tbe king laid bis hand on Ly- 
ons, their asylum. The eitisens had called him 
in to oppose their archbishop. This imperial 
city was wearied of the empire, and was too 
convenient to the king, not only as the knot o(f 
the Sa6ne and the Rh6ne, the extreme easten 
point of France, and commanding the road lo 
the Alps or to Provenoe, but above nil, as tbe 
asylum for malecontents and nest of heretics. 
Philippe held an assembly of noCaUee there.

Up to thia lime the buUiopa had shown them- 
aelvea any thing but docile, and had persisted 
Ui dmnaading to hear what defence the Tern- 
plan bad to offer. The Italian prelates, one

The possessions of the Temple wera lo 
be devoted to the dehveranco of the Holy Lawi» 
and given to the Hospitallers ;* which order waa 
even accused of having bought the abolition of 
the Temple. If it did, it cheated itself. Onn 
hisu»rian asserts, that it was rather impqrar- 
ished than benefited. John XXII. complained, 
m 1316, that the king paid himself for tiie keep 
of tlie Templars by seiaing the revenues of ihn 
Hosi>itallera.t The year fullovring, they wnro 
j too nappy to give tlie royal adnunistralora a 
I final dibcharge for the property of the Temple, 
In 1309, the pope bewailed that he had only yet 
received a lew of the moveables, noi even 
emough to covrr his eift n$es. But, finally, be

Such was the sad state of the world when 
Philippe and his pope took their departure for 
the other, to meet with their judgment. Jacques 
Molay, it is said, had summoned them from the 
stake to appear in one year before God. 
Clement departed first. A little before his 
death he had seen in a dream his palace on 
fire. '' From that time,'* says his biographer, 
"' he lost his spirits, and his health declined. "t 

beven months afterwards, it was Philippe's 
turn. He died at Fontainebleau. He is buried 
by the side of Monaldeschi, in the little church 
of Avon. 

Some ascribe his death to being gored by a 
wild boar hunting. Dante, in his high vein of 
hatred, can find no terms base enough to 
describe his death in — ** He will die from the 
gash i)( a tusk, the false coiner.'*^ 

But the contem})orary French historian 
makes no mention of this accident. He says 
that JMiilippc wasted away, without fever or 
any perceptible ailment, to the great astonish- 
ment of his physicians.*^ There had been no 
reason to 8U]){m)sc that he would die so soon ; 
he was only forty-six years of age. In the 
midst of so many striking events this fine and 
mute fiirure had appeared impassible. Did he 
secretly sufTer from the belief that the curse of 
Boniface or of the grand master was upon 
him ^ Or, which is the more probable, was he 
not depressed by the confederation into which 
the nobility (»f his kingdom had entered against j 
him the very year he died ? His barons and :

coining money, were too much for th^ir pa- 
tience. In reality, the king of legists, tbr 
enemy of feudality, had no other Diilitary f«)rcr 
to oppose to it than feudal force. He was » 
a vicious circle from which he could not extr- 
cate himself; but from which death relieved 
liim. 

It is impossible to define the share he had ir. 
the great events of his reign : only, we find 
him incessantly traversing the kingdom, in 
which there takes place nothing great for gonii 
or evil without his having assisted at it persoii* 
ally ; as, at Court rai and Mons-en-Puelle, (a. d 
1302-1304,) at St. Jean-d'Angely, at Lyoos. 
(a. d. 1305,) and at Poitiers and at Viennf, 
(a. p. 1308-1313.) 

This prince appears to have been methodical 
and regular in his habits. We find no trace vi 
private expenses. He accounted with h:^ 
treasurer every five-and-twenty days. 

The son of a Spanish woman, educated by 
the Dominican Kgidio of Rome, of the hous^* 
of Colonna, he had evitiently a tinec of tbf 
sombre spirit of St. Dominic, as St. Louis had 
of the mystic sweetness of the order of iii 
Francis. Edigio wrote for his pupifs instruc- 
tion, a work De Regimine Pnnctpum^ and be 
had no trouble in impressing on his mind the 
doctrine of the illimitable power of kings.* 

Boethius*s De Consoiatione, the books of 
Vegetius on the Art Military, and the letters ui 
Abelard and Heloise,t were translated by Phil- 
ippe*s orders. The misfortunes of the cele- 
brated professor, so ill-treated by the priest*

IcMHids the college of Navarre, (a. d. 1304,) 
that seminary of (tslhcans from which issued ' 
dWillT, Geraon, and Rdssuet.

Their eonmons were sorry, their nt iffl e f is 
ample ; ainee, in regard to the artieie of eoa- 
fession, ther were independent, not only of tht 
bishop of Paris, but of the pope.* 

Whether or no Philippo-le-Bel w«re a wick* 
ed man or a bad king, there is no mistaking his 
reign aa the grand era of civil order in Fraoee* 
the foundation of the modem monarchy. St. 
Loub ia still a feudal king. The advance from 
the one to the other, may be measared by a sia* 
gle word. St. Louis called together the depa- 
tiea of the cthe^ of the South ; Philippe-le-otl 
those of the simies of France. The nrat dr«w 
up establishments for his domains ; the seeond 
nromnlntod ordinances for the kingdom. 8t. 
ixmis laid down as a principle the supremany 
of justice administered in the king s name* 
over the jurisdiction exereised by the lords ; ia 
short, the final appeal to the monarch ; and en* 
deavored to restrain their private wars by thn 
truce of forty daya and the giving of s ec mity , 
{la ouaranimne tt tmMsurtmeni.) In Phibppa* 
le-Hers time, the sppeal to the king is so firmly 
established, that the most indeoc^ident of tkn 
great feudatories, the duke of Bnttany, asks. 
as a singular favor, to be exempted from it.f 
The parliament of Pans writes in the kiM*n 
nsme to the most distant of the barons, to Um 
count of Comminges, that petty monarch of tha 
rp|ier Pyrenees, in the following strain, whieh« 
a century earlier, wouM have been bejrond thm 
coronrehcnsion of the receiver : — **ThitNighonl 
the kingdom, cognisance and condemnatwo of 
illepil wearing of srms belong to us solely. '*| 

'rhe tendency to s new order of things in 
strongly marked from the beginning of this 
rcign. The king seeks to exclude priests fron 
the administration of justice, and fr«»m mumei* 
pal offices.^ He protects Jewsf snd heretien; 
increases the roval tax on amortiavmenta, and 
tlM* acquisition of immovo^ble property by the 
churches ;^ and pruhibiiii privste wsrs aad 
tournamenu. This prohibitMin, grounded on 
the kinir't want of his nubjects for the Flanders* 
war, u oArn rv|irsted ;** iwl, once, tht* kinjl 
goes so far a« la dirrct his provosts to arrest aU

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who repair to tournaments.* Each campaign 
he was obliged to have recourse to impressment, 
und to brin^ together in its own despite that in- 
dolent chivalry which recked little of the need 
of either king or kingdom, f 

But this government, hostile alike to feudal- 
ism and to priests, had no other military force 
than the barons, and but little money except 
through the Church ; whence arose many con- 
tradictions, and more than one retrogade moye- 
ment. 

In 1287, the king allows the nobles to seise 
their fugitive serfs in the cities. Perhaps it 
was requisite to check the great influx of the 
people into the towns, and prevent the desertion 
of the country ;| since the towns would soon 
have abi$url>ed all, and the land have been left 
a desert, as it happened in the Roman em- 
pire. 

In 1290, the clergy forced from the king an 
exorbitant charter, which could not have been 
carried into execution without causing the death 
of the monarchy. The leading articles enacted, 
that the bishops should be the judges in cases 
relative to willsy legacies, and dowries ; that the 
king's bailiffs and officers should not live on 
church lands ; that churchmen were to be ar- 
rested at the instance of the bishops only; that 
clerks bliould not be brought into the lay courts 
in personal actions, even though required so to 
do by letters n>yal, (thus securing impunity to 
priests:) that prelates should make no payment 
for pro|)€rty acfpiircd by their churches ; and 
that the local judges should not have cognizance 
in cases of tithe — ^that is to say, that the clergy 
should he sole judge of the fiscal abuses of the 
clergy.^ 

In 12U1, Philippe-le-Bel violently combated 
the tyranny of the Inquisition in the South. || 
In 1298, at the commencement of his struggle 
with the {K){M.s he seconds the intolerance of 
the bishops, and orders his barons and the royal 
judges to hand over all heretics to them, to

condemn and punish them withoat a|ipeii.' 
The year following, he pnmuaes that his bul- 
iffs shall no more harass the churches with 
forcible seizures, that they shall seiae but one 
manor at once, &c.t 

The nobles, too, had to be propitiated. He 
granted them an ordinance aninst their credit- 
ors, against the Jew usurers.^ He guarantied 
their rights of chase. The kind's coUecuirs 
are no more to fasten upon the inheritance ot 
bastards and of aliens in the domains of baroD» 
having the right of high justice — **^ I'nieu" 
prudently adds the king, ^^ it bt fruited by a 
competent witness, whom we shall speciaUy de- 
pute for the purpose, that we are fully entitled 
to take possession"^ 

In 1302, ailer his defeat at Conrtrai, the kin? 
struck a daring stroke. He seized, for hui 
mint, half of all silver platej (his own bailiffs 
and officers were to give up the whole «>t' 
theirs ;) he seized the temporalities of the 
bishops who had repaired to Home ;^ finally he 
taxed the barons, defeated and humbled at 
Courtrai ; the hour was favorable for making 
them pay.** 

In 1303, during the crisis, when Nogaret had 
accused Boniface, (March the ISth,) and when 
excommunication might at any moment fall on 
the king's head, he prtmiised aU that was wish- 
ed. In his reforming ordinance (the close of 
the same month) he pledged himself to his no- 
bles and prelates to make no ac^isition in their 
lands ;tt yet, here he introduced a reaenratioD

The great affair of the Tenqilan, (a. m. 
1306-0,) forced him once more lo relax hia 
hold. He repeated his promises of 130S, hM 
down regulations for the respoosihility of the 
bailiffs, twund himself to discontinue taxinff the 
fanners (eensiers) on the lands of the nobles* 
restrained the Tiolenee of the barona, prooueed 
the Parisians to exercise with moderation his 
rights of priaage (de prise) and punreyorship, 
the Bretons that he would coin good money, 
and the FoitCTiiis that he would raae to the 
ground the workshops of the false coiners. He 
confirmed the privileges of Kouen. All of a 
sudden turning cliartuble and an almsgiver, he 
dcToted the fines due on renewnls to portioning 
oflT poor maidens of noble birth : and he liberallT 
besto^'ed on the hospitals the rushes with whieh 
the royal apartments were strewed in his fre- 
quent journeys. 

hi nothing is the hypocrisy of his adminie* 
tration more remarkable than in regard to the 
coinage. It is curious to trace from year to 
year the lies and tergiversations of the royal 
imlse coiner. In 1S05, he af^riaes his people 
that he is about to make an issue, ** in which, 
perhaps, the quality (titre) aad the weight may 
be aoinewhat deficient, but that he will indem- 
nify all who shall take it, his dear wife, qoaea 
Jane of NaTsrre, beinff pleased that tha 
rerenucs of Normandy mouWI be attached to 
this end.*** In 1305, he causes prodamatim 
lu Ik' made through the streets by aound of 
trumpet, that his new coin is as good as 
that of St. Louis. t iSeveral times he laid 
atrict injunctions oa the minters to keep the 
adultrntion tecret. AAerwards, he gives it 
out that the com has been altered by uthera, 
and orders the mints where ihe mdtiitermig 
money knd betn itmek to be destroyed.X In 
1310 and 1311, dreading cflm|«rison with 
foreiirn coins, he prohibits their iroportatioa«|

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words in which the king caused himself to be 
addressed both in the famous Sumpiijue du 
puehle de France^ (petition of tne French 
people,) and in the discourse of the deputies 
of the states in 1308; bat nothing is more 
remarkable than the terms of the ordinance by 
which he confirms the enfranchisement of the 
serfs of the Valois, granted by his brother: 
— " Seeing that every human creature who is 
made in the image of our Lord, ought generally 
to be dee by natural right, and tluit in no 
country this natural liberty or freedom should 
be so effaced or obscured by the hateful yoke 
of servitude, that the men and women who 
dwell in the aforesaid places and countries, in 
their lifetime are regarded as if dead, and at 
the end of their dolorous and wretched exist- 
ence are so fast bound up and strictly treated, 
that the goods which God has lent them in 
this world, they cannot by their last wishes 
dispose of and order "• 

These words must have sounded harshly in 
feudal ears. They seemed a protest against 
slavery, against baronial tyranny. The stifled 
feeling which had never dared' to murmur, not 
even in a whisper, now burst forth and de- 
scended from royal lips like a judgment. 
Having overcome all his enemies by the aid of 
his barons, the king ceased to observe any 
terms with the latter ; and, on the 13th of June, 
1313, he prohibited them from coining except 
with his express authorisation.f 

The ordinance to this efllect filled the cup to 
overflowing. Despite the terror the king*s 
name must have inspired since the overthrow 
of the Temple, the barons resolved on running 
every risk and taking decided steps. Most of 
the lords of the north and of the east, (Picardy, 
Artois, Ponthieu, Burgundy, and Forez,) en- 
tered into a confederacy against the king : — 
*' To all those who shall see or hear of Uiese 
present letters, the nobles and the commons of 
Champagne, for us, for the countries of Ver- 
mandois, and for our allies and adjuncts within 
the borders^ of the kingdom of France — 
greeting. Know all, that as the very excellent 
and very powerful prince, our very dear and 
redoubted sire, Philippe, by the grace of Ood, 
king of France, has enacted and raised many 
taxes, aids, and imposts contrary to right, has 
altered the coin, and done many other things 
by uhich the nobles and commons have been 
much a^rgricved and impoverished .... And 
it does nut appear that they have been turned 
to the honor or profit of the king, or of the 
kingdom, or to the defence of the common- 
weal. For which griefs we have several times 
humbly und devotedly besought and supplicated 
the suid lord our king, to be pleased to repeal 
and give up thcnc things ; which he has in no- 
wise done. And agjiin in this present year 
current, this year 1314, our said lord the king

This document would aeem to be a reply to 
the dangerous words of the king toodbing 
slavery. The king denonneed the ioids ; the 
latter, the kins. The two powers whieh hsd 
combined to despoil the Chnreh, now aeeased 
each other in presenee of the people, who 
as yet had no existence as peopfe, and who 
could make no rejoinder. 

The king, defenceless against this confed- 
eracy, addressed himself to the towns. U« 
summoned their deputies to come and eonsok 
with him in the matter of the eoinage, (a. o.

It is not surprising that he was mad with 
envy. 

Marigny would have had no difficulty in 
defending himself, could ho have procured a 
hearing. He had done nothing, except being 
the thought and conscience of Philippe-le>Bel. 
To the young king, it was as if he were sitting 
in judgment on his father^s soul ; and so he 
desired simply to remove Marigny, banish him 
to the island of Cyprus, and recall him afler a 
time. Therefore, to effect his destruction, 
Charles of Valois had recourse to the grand 
accusation of the day, which none could sur- 
mount. It was discovered, or presumed, that 
Mariffny's wife or sister, in order to elTect his 
acquittal, or bewitch the king, had caused one 
Jacques de Lor to make certain small figures : 
*" The said Jacques, thrown into pristm, hangs 
himself in despair, and then his wife, and 
Engurrrund'b sisters are thrown into prison, 
and Knguerrand himself, condemned before the 
knights, (juge en presence des chevaliers,) is 
hung at Paris on the thieves' gibbet. How- 
ever, he made no confession as to the said 
witchcrafts, but only ob8er>'ed that with regard 
to exactions, and alterations of coin, he had 
not been the sole mover in those matters. 
.... Wherefore his death, the causes of 
which were a mystery to most, was a subject 
of great admiration and surprise. ^^ 

'* Pierre <le Latilly, bisiiop of Ch&lons, to 
whom the deaths of Philippe, king of France, 
and of his predecessor were ascribed, was by 
the king'.s order detained in prison, in the 
name of the archbishop of Reims. Haoul de 
Presles, advocate-general (advocatus preci- 
puub) t(» the parliament, equally sus]>ected, and 
detained in prison on the like suspicion, was 
confined in the prison of St. Genevidvc at 
Paris, and put to various kinds of torture. As

Loois- 
le-Hutin left ten thousand livres to his soai- 
Charles of Valois, in his last sickness, believed 
it essential to the safety of his soul, to restore 
the memory of his victim, and eaused liberal 
alms to be distributed, with the recommendatioD 
to the receivers — '* Pray to God for my lord 
Knguerrand de Marigny, and for my lord 
Charles de Valois."* 

Marigny's best vengeance was that the 
crown, so strong in his care, sank after him 
into the most deplorable weakness.

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but with tiii^ excpption, but few precautions 
were taken. The documents preserved in the 
Tri'sor dos Chartes are plainly false ;* at this 
ejioch of caligraphy, important deeds were 
written with far different pains.f 

In tfupport of these deeds, Robert produced 
fifty-five witnc8SC8.| tSevcral deposed that 
Kn<ru(>rr:in(l de Marigny, while in the cart, on 
his way to the gibbet, confessed his having 
been an aeeomplice of the bishop^s in the ab- 
frtraetion of the title-deeds. 

This romance was but ill-supported by Rob- 
ert. Wlien called on by the king*s attorney, 
in the royal pres>cnce, to declare whether he 
meant to relv on these equivocal documents, he 
firat said, " Ves," then, ** No."^ Dame Divion 
conf(>ssed the whole, as did the witnesses ;|1 
and their confessions are extremely naive and 
circumstantial. Among other things, she states 
that she went to the Palais de Justice to know 
if sfais could be counterfeited, that she had 
paid a hundred crowns to a burgess for the 
deed which supplied the seals, and that the 
deeds were written in her hotel, place Bau- 
doyer, by a clerk uho was in a great fright, 
and whOf in order to disguise his hand, made

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selves lost to all eternity. At length, the 
Dominicans, who had persisted in officiating 
for some time, departed like the rest. Three 
men only, three mystics, paid no attention to 
the interdict, and remained to console the dy- 
in^, — the Dominican, Tauler, the Austin friar, 
I'homas of Strashurg, and the Carthusian, Lu- 
dolph. This was the flourishing period of the 
mystics. Ludolph wrote his Lift of Christ ; 
Tauler his Imitation of the Poor Life of Je- 
sus ; Suso his book of the Nine Rocks, The 
great Tauler himself went to consult, in the 
forest of Soigne, near LouTain, the aged Ruys- 
broek, the ecstatic doctor. 

But among the neople at large, ecstasy was 
fury. AhandonedVs they were by the church, 
and filled with contempt for the priests,* they 
did without sacraments, substituting for them 
bloody mortifications and frantic processions. 
The whole population of a place would set out, 
they knew not whither, as if urged by the 
breath of the Divine vengeance. They wore red 
crosses, and would scourge themselves, half 
naked, in the public places, with whips whose 
lashes were pointed with iron, and singing can- 
ticles unheard before. f They remain^ in each

The flagellants procaedbd inl froai Ger- 
many into the Low Couatries.

The pope de- 
nounced them ; and the king gaTO the md to 
fall upon them. NeTorthelesa, 1^ Christaaa. 
1349, they ainountod to neaily eight koadre^ 
thousand,! and these not from among the pes- 
ole only, but including gentlemen aad hawsi 
Noble dames hastened to follow the ezaB>ple.t 

There were no flagellants in Italy. Tbe 
sombre enthusiasm of Germany and of Nodk- 
ern France, that war declared against the ink, 
forms a atmng contrast with the pietoie whick 
Boccaccio has left us of Italian manaeis at tk 
same epoch. 

The prologue to the Decameron is the piis- 
cipal historic evidence we poeseaa with rsfui 
to the great plague of isi48.

Nevertheless, men talked of the resioratioa 
of Roman liberty by the tribune Rienxi. Pto* 
trarch entertained no doubt of the approaching 
union of Italy, of the whole world, under #iU 
good slate^ and sang beforehand the virtues of 
the liberator, and the priories of the new Rome. 
Meanwhile, Rienxi threatened death to the Co- 
lonna, Petrarch*s friends. The poet long re- 
fused to credit this, and wrote a melaocholy 
and anxious letter to the tribune, praying him 
to give the lie to these malicious reports.* 

The fall of the tribune depnving him of all 
. hope that Italy could rise of herself, Petrarch 
, transferred his facile enthusiasm to the empe* 
ror Charles IV., who was at the time making 
his entry into Italy. He met him on hia road, 
presented him with gtdtlen medals of Trajan*s 
and of Augustus*s, and called upon him to bear 
in mind those great emperors. This Trajan 
and Augustus crui*M*d ilie Alps with a retinue 
of two or three hundred horsemen. He had 
juMt sold theiinpenal rights in Italy, pre viooaly 
to sacriflcing them in (•eniiany in Ins gulden 
litill. The |»aeifie and thrifty emp<*nir, with 
liift k'i(lly-iiiuuni€*d attrndantN ^as com|iaredby 
the Italians to a traveling merelant going toa 
t'air.f 

The fuirmwing Pi-trarrh«so often deceived^ 
look ri'fuge daily more and m«»re in remote an* 
tiquity. AliiMily *>M. he M*t aUiut karninir the 
laiiguagi* of Homer, and spelling thf lliad^

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lable asylum, begirt by the sea, was at the time 
the only spot to which the pious hand of the 
poet could with safety intrust, in his dying 
hour, the erring gods of antiquity. 

This duty fulfilled, he went to warm his 
aged veins for a time in the sun of Arqua. 
Here he died in his library, his head resting on 
a book.* 

These vain regrets, this obstinate fidelity to 
the past, which led the poet all his life in pur- 
suit of shadows, and tempted him credulously 
to hope in tribune and in emperor, are not 
Petrarch^s weakness alone, but that of the age. 
France herself, which seems to have so rough- 
ly repudiated the middle age by sacrificing the 
Templars and Boniface, turns back to it in her 
own despite, and hardens herself in her belief. 
The defeat of the feudal armies, and the great 
lesson taught by the battle of Crecy, which 
should have opened her eyes to the fact that 
another world had begun, only serve to awaken 
her regrets for her mounted knights. She 
learns nothing from the English archers. She 
understands not the modern ffenius which dash- 
ed her to the ground at Crecy with Edward^s 
artillery. 

Philippe de Valois' son, king Jean, is the 
king of gentlemen. More chivalrous still, and 
more luckless than his father, he takes for his 
model the blind John of Bohemia, who fought, 
fastened to his horae, at Cr^cy. Not less 
blind than his model, king Jean, at the battle 
of Poitiers, dismounted from his horse in order 
to receive the charge of horsemen. But he 
had not the happiness to be killed, like John of 
Bohemia. 

On his accession, Jean, to please the barons, 
issued an ordinance, empowering them to de- 
fer the payment of their debts, f He created 
a new order for them, that of the Star ; which 
offered a place of retreat to its members, and 
might be styled the Invalides of chivalry. A 
sumptuous mansion, destined to this purpose, 
was begun in the plain of St. Denys, but was 
never finished.^ The members of the order 
swore never to give ground four acres' length, 
except as dead or prisoners. And prisoners 
they became. 

This chivalrous prince signalizes his acces- 
sion by brutally slaying, on mere suspicion, the 
constable d'Eu, his father's chief adviser, and

throws every thing into the hands of a favorite, 
a Southern, a cunning, grasping man, Charles 
d'Espagne, for whom he had '* a dishonest af- 
fection."* This favorite is made constable, 
and procures, besides, a county belonging to 
the young king of Navarre, (Charles, whom 
Jean had alrciidy stripped of Champaffne.f 
Charles, descended from a daughter of Louis 
Hutin's, believed himself, like Edward III., 
wronged of the crown of France. He aasassi- 
nated the favorite, and attempted Jean's life ; 
who threw him into prison, and made him en- 
treat pardon on his knees.^ This dishonored 
man will be the demon, the evil genius, of 
France. His surname is, the wicked. Now 
Jean slays the constable, slays d'Harcourt, 
and others, besides ; but he remains Jean the 
good. 

By good^ we most understand the confiding, 
giddy, and lavish. No prince had lavished his 
people's money with such rapiditj. He went 
about, like the man in Ranelais, eating his 
grapes sour, and his com in the blade. He 
turned all into money, eating up the present 
and pledging the future. One would have said 
that he foresaw he had but a short time to re- 
main in France. 

His chief resource was altering the curren- 
cy.^ Philippe-Ie-Bel, and his son, Philippe 
de Valois, had largely employed this form of 
bankruptcy ; but their doings were forgotten in 
Jean's, who went beyond all possible royal or 
national bankruptcy. To read the abrupt and 
contradictory ordinances issued by this prince 
in so few years seems a dream. It is the law 
run mad. At his accession, the mark of silver 
was worth five livres, five sous ; at the end of 
the year, eleven livres. In February, 1352, it 
had fallen to four livres, five sous ; a year af- 
ter, it was raised to twelve livres. In 1354, it 
was fixed at four livres, four sous ; in 1355, it 
was worth eighteen livres. It was reduced to 
five livres, five sous ; but the coin was so adul- 
terated, that in 1359 it rose to the rate of s 
hundred and two /irre«.||

llie Suica had nu cooftdence in tbcaa Aur 
word*.

To vote taxes and to receive them, is to reign. 
None of that day vi^ere conscious of the whole 
bearing of this bold demand of the States ; not 
even Marcel, the celebrated provost of the 
merchants, whom we see at the head of the 
deputies from the towns. f 

The assembly purchased this sovereignty by 
the enormous grant of six millions of hvres 
ParisiSf to so to the pay of thirty thousand men- 
at-arms. This sum was to be raised by two 
taxes ; the one on salt, the other on sales : bad 
taxes, doubtless, and pressing on the poor ; but 
how devise any other in a time of ur^nt need, 
and with the South a prey to the spoiler t 

Normandy, Artois, and Picardy, sent no rep- 
resentatives to these States. The Normans 
were encouraged by the king of Navarre, the 
count d'Harcourt, and others, who declared 
that the {^abelle should not be levied on their 
lands, saying — " That no man shall be found 
bold enough to enforce it in the name of the 
king of France, or sergeant to levy fines in de- 
fault, but shall pay for his temerity with his 
body.^t 

1 he States gave way. They repealed tbe 
two taxes, and substituted in their stead an in- 
come tax of five per cent, on the poorest, four 
on those of moderate means, and two per cent, 
on the wealthy. The richer one was, the less 
one paid. 

The king, mortally offended b^ the opposi- 
tion of the king of Navarre and hu friends, had 
said, " that he should never know happiness as 
long as they were alive.** He stairted from 
Orleans with a few knights, rode thirty hours 
without drawing bridle, and surprised them in 
the castle of Uouen as they were sitting down 
to table. They were the dauphin^s guests. 
Jean beheaded d*Harcourt and three others. 
The king of Navarre was thrown into prison, 
and threatened with death. A report v^as 
spread that they had tempted the dauphin to 
escape to the emperor, and make war on his 
father.^ 

The opposition to the taxes voted by the 
States, laid the kingdom at the mercy of the 
Knglihh. The prince of Wales overran our 
southern provinces at his ease, with a small ar- 
ray* cunsisting this time mostly of men-at-arms 
and knij^hts. The war was not carried on in a 
more knightly manner for it; for they burned 
and destroyed like brigands, who leave the

track they never mean to retrace a desert. 
First, they traversed lAnguedoc, an untouched 
country which had not yet suflTered,* and which 
they sacked and harried just as Norroandv had 
been in 1346. They brought back to Bordeaux 
five thousand wagon loads of spoil. f Then, af- 
ter depositing their booty in safety, they method- 
ically resumed their cruel exp^ition through 
Rouergue, Auvergne, and the Limousin, enter- 
ing everywhere without a blow beinff struck, 
burning and pillaging, loaded like pedlers, and 
gutted with the fruits and wines of France. 
They next made a descent upon Berry, and tra- 
versed the banks of the Loire. However, three 
knights, who had thrown themselves into Ro- 
morantin with a few men, sufilced to check 
their progress. They were thunderstruck at 
such resistance ; and the prince of Wales 
swore he would force the place, and lost many 
days there.| 

King Jean, who had benm the campaign by 
seizing on those strongholds belonging to the 
king of Navarre, into which the latter might 
have introduced the English, at last made his 
appearance with a large army, as numerous as 
any France has lost. The whole face of the 
country was covered by his foragers ; so that 
food failed the English, flach, too, was igno- 
rant of the exact position of his enemy. Jean, 
believing the English to be before him, hurried 
after them, while he was in reality leaving 
them behind. Equally well informed, the prince 
of Wales believed tlie French to be behind 
him.^ It was the second time, and not for the 
last time either, that the finglish had blindly 
entangled themselves in the midst of the ene- 
my's country. Without a miracle they were 
lost ; and Jean's thoughtlessness served them 
for one. 

The prince of Wales*8 army, half English, 
half Gascon, was conip«)sed of two thousand 
men-at-arms, four thousand archers, and tuu 
thousand brigands, hired in the South, light 
troops. Jean was at the head of the great feu- 
dal mass of the ban and arridre-ban, which 
made up full fifty thousand men. He had with 
him his four sons, twenty-six dukes or counts, 
and a hundred and forty knights-bannerets, with 
their banners given to the wind — a magnificent 
spectacle ; but the army was not worth the 
more for all this.

The day, howcTer, was still disputed:^ 
** King Jean did wondrous deeds of anus witk 
his own hand, and with his axe defended hm^ 
self, and fought only too well.** By his sido, 
his youngest son, who deserted his somaaM of 
Hardi, (the hardy or bold,) directed hk bloid 
courage, crying out to him on each frooh ■•• 
sault, ** Father, guard your ri^t, guard yow 
left.** But their assailants thickeiMd aroimd 
them, eager for so rich a orey. ^ The En^iali 
and Gascons poured so fast on the king*s dtyi- 
sion, that they broke through the ranks by 
force ; and the French were so intermixed wilii 
their enemies, that at times there were flyo 
men>at-arms attacking one gentleman.** Tko 
press was greatest around the king, ** thfoofil 
eagerness to take him ; and those who woro 
nearest to him, and knew him, cried out, * Sor* 
render yourself ! Surrender yourself ! oryoo 
are a dead man.* In that part of the field wio 
a young knight from St. Omcr, who was eog;^ 

fed by a salary in the senrice of the king of 
England ; his name was I)enys de Morbeque, 
who for fire years had attached himself to the 
English, on account of having been hanishod 
in his younger days from France for a murdor 
committed in an affray at St. Omer. It forto* 
nately happened for this knight that ho was at 
the tmie near to the king of France, when ho 
was so much pulled about ; he, by dint of foreo, 
for he was very strong and robust, poshed 
through the crowd, and said to the king in 
good French. * Sire, »irc, surrender riHirself.* 
The king, who found himself very dmgreeahly 
mtiiated, turning to him, asked, * ^o whom shall 
1 surrender myself? to whom * Where is ray 
couain, the prince of Wales * if 1 could soo 
him, 1 would apeak to him." * Sire,* repliod 
Sir Denys, * he u not here ; but surreodor 
yourself to me, and I will lead you to him.* 
* Who are you ** Mid the king. ' Sire, I aai 
l>enirs de Morbeque, a knight from Artois ; hot 
1 serve the king of England because I 
belong to Franee, hsTiog forfeited all I 
ed there.* The king then gave him \u» right- 
tiand glove, sihI said, * 1 aorrender mjrsel? to 
you * There was much crowding and poshing 
about, for every one was eager to cry ooi, *1 
have uken him.* Neither the ktng nor his 
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youngest son Philippe were able to g^et for- 
ward, and free themselves fnim the throng.'** 

The prince of Wales did honor to the unheard- 
of fortune which had placed such a hostage in his 
hands. He took good care not to treat his cap- 
tive as if he himself not Jean were king; to 
treat him not as "John of Valois," as the Eng- 
lish were in the habit of styling him, but as the 
true king of France. It vras of too much con- 
sequence to him that John should be really 
king, in order that the kingdom might appear 
captured in the person of its monarch, and 
might ruin itself to pay his ransom, to act 
otherwise. He waited on John, at table, after 
the battle. On making his public entry into 
London, he mounted him on a large white 
horse, (the sign of suzerainty,) while he him- 
self followed on a small black hackney.f 

The English were no less courteous to the 
other prisoners, who were twice as numerous 
as the men they had to guard them. For the 
most part, they set them free on parole, requir- 
ing them to pledge their words to be in Eng- 
land by the festival of Christmas, with the 
enormous ransoms which they were held to 
pay. The French were too good knights to 
forfeit their pledge. In this war between gen- 
tlemen, the worst that could befall the conquer- 
ed was tu take a share in the ffetes of the con- 
querors, to partake the amusement of the chase 
or tournay, and to enjoy in good faith the osten- 
tatious hospitality (Pinsolente courtoisie) of the 
English^ — a noble war, no doubt, which im- 
molated the villein alone. 

Great was the consternation at Paris when 
the fugitives from Poitiers, with the dauphin 
at their head, came with the news that France 
had no longer king or barons, that all were 
either taken or slain. The English, who had 
withdrawn for a moment in order to ensure the 
safety of their prize, would be sure to return. 
And when they did, it was to be expected that 
they would take possession not of Calais only, 
but of Paris and the whole kingdom. 



CHAPTER HI.

nineteen years of age. All that wis known 
of him was his having invited the friends of the 
king of Navarre to the fatal dinner at Rouen, 
and given at Poitiers the signal for flight. 

But the city did not need the dauphin. It 
proceeded to pat itself at once in a state of 
defence. Stephen Marcel, the provost of the 
merchants, made every amogement. First, 
to prevent surprise by night, cbuna were forged 
and stretched across the streets. Next, the 
walls were raised by parapets, and balists and 
other engines put upon them, with whatever 
cannon could be got. But the old walls of 
Philippe- Auguste no longer contained Paris : 
it had overflowed on every side. Other walls 
had been built, which protected the university ; 
and which, on the opoosite side, extended from 
the church of Ave Maria to the gate of St. 
Denys, and thence to the Louvre. The isUod 
even was fortified ; and seven hundred and fif- 
ty sentry-boxes placed on the ramparts. Ail 
these vast preparations were completed in three 
years.* 

I cannot explain the revolution which is about 
to follow, and the part which Paris played in it, 
without explaining what Paris is. 

The arms of Paris are a ship. Primitively. 
Paris is itself a ship, an island, which floato 
between the Seine and the Mame, already 
united, but not confounded.f 

On the south is the learned, on the north the 
commercial town ;% in the centre, the City, the 
cathedral, the palace, — authority. 

The beautiful harmony produced by a city 
thus floating between two difierent towns which 
gracefully close it in, would alone aiake Pari» 
unique, and render it the most lovely of all ci- 
ties, ancient and modern. Rome and London 
present nothing like it ; they are cast on one 
side of their rivers alone.^ Not only is the 
form of Paris beautiful, but it is truly organic. 
The city is the primitive rudiment, the indi- 
vidual germ, round which the two universalities 
of conomerce and science have ffroaped them- 
selves — the whole constituting the true capiul 
of human sociability. 

The ruling power, the City, was the island. 
But on the two banks were two asylums open- 
ed to independence. The University had it* 
jurisdiction for scholars ; the Temple its juris- 
diction for artisans. I

The univeraity constitoted a people of itaelf. 
When the rector, at the head of the faeuhiei 
of the nationa, led the oniveraity to the fair of 
Landit, between St. Denya and La Chapelle, 
when he repaired with the parchment-makera 
of the uniTeraity to ait in despotic judgment on 
the parchments lor sale within the city libertiea, 
(la banliene,) the burgesses would remark with 
pride that the rector had reached the plain of 
8t. Denva, while the tail of the proeesaion waa 
at the Mathurins-8aint-Jacquea. 

But northern Paris was still more populona, 
as may be judged by two grand reviews whieh 
were held in Paris in the course of the foor- 
teenth century, and in which the univetaity, 
which was composed of priests, scholars, aad 
foreigners, bore no part. In the first review, 
(a. d. 1313,) commsnded by Philippe-le-Bel, in 
I honor of his son-in-law, the king of Englaad, 
the numbers present were estimated at twenty 
thousand horsemen and thirty thousand foot 
, soldiers. t The English were thunderstrtMk. 
In 1383, the Parisians marched out by way of 
• Montmartre and ransed themselves m battle 
array, in order to welcome Charles VI. on hia 
return from Flanders. They mustered in aer- 
eral divitiions, one of crosidiow-men, one of 
buckler-men. (fiaveschieos,) snd another, armed 
with mallets or maces, which alone consisted 
of twenty thousand men-t 

The popuUtion of Parts was not only very 
Urge, but very intelligent, and much superior 
I to the France at large of that day. Not to 
dwell upon its connection with so great a uni- 
versity ; commerce, banking, and the liom- 
banls, must have extended their idems.

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and almost always unpopular, but the provoet 
of the merchants, the natural presidetot of the 
aldermen (echevins) of Paris. In the deserted 
condition of the kin^^dom, after the battle of 
Poitiers, Paris took the initiative ; and, in Pa- 
ris, the provost of the merchants. 

Four hundred deputies from the good cities, 
and, at their head, Etienne Marcel, proTost of 
the merchants, met and constituted the States 
of the north on the 17th of October, a month 
after tlie battle. As the barons were mostly 
prisoners, they could only appear there by 
proxy, and so with the bishops. All the power 
rested with the deputies from the towns, and 
especially with those from Paris. In the mem- 
orable result of the meeting of these States, — 
the ordinance of the year 1357, — the reTolu- 
tionary spirit, and, at the same time, the ad- 
ministrative genius of the great commune, are 
striking. The clearness and unity of the views 
which characterize this act, are susceptible of 
no other explanation : France would have done 
nothing without Paris. 

The States, who at first assembled in the 
parliament-house, and then, at the Franciscan 
convent, nominated a committee of fifty depu- 
ties to inquire into the state of the kingdom. 
They desired " to have further information as 
to what had become of the immense sums lev- 
ied on the kingdom in time past, by tenths, 
maltoltes, subsidies, and minting of coin, and 
extortions of every kind, with which their folk 
had been vexed and harassed, and the soldiers 
ill-paid, and the kingdom badly guarded and 
defended, — but no one could render an account 
of it.''* 

All that was known was, that there had been 
monstrous prodigality, malversation, and shock 
to general credit. When the public distress 
was at its height, tlie king had given fifty thou- 
sand crowns to one of his knights.f Not one 
of the royal officers had clean hands. The 
coniinitteo gave the dauphin to understand that 
in full a.'^senibly they would demand of him to 
proserute his officers, to set the king of Na- 
varre at liberty, and to associate with himself 
thirty-^•ix deputies of the States, twelve from 
each order, in the government of the kingdom.^ 

The dauphin, who was not king, could hard- 
ly place the kingly power in the hands of the 
States on this fashion. He adjourned the sit- 
ting of the States, alleging letters tliat he had 
received from the king and emperor, and then 
rccoinniended the deputies to return and con- 
sult their fellow-townsmen, while he would ad- 
visi* uith his t*atlier.^ 

The States of the south, assembled at Tou- 
louse, clitse to the seat of danger, were more

tractable, and readily roted money and troops. 
The provincial States, those of Auvergne for 
instance, voted grants as well, but still reserv. 
ing to themselves the right of checking the ex- 
penditure.* All this time the dauphin was at 
Metz, in order to receive his uncle, the empe- 
ror, Charles IV. ; a poor dauphin, and a poor 
emperor, who could do nothing the one for an- 
other. On her side, the queen had gone to 
Dijon to marry her little duke of Burgundy, 
her son by her first marriage, to the little Mar- 
garet of I^ landers ; an expensive journey, which 
had the distant advantage of approximatmg 
Flanders and France. What was to become 
of Paris, thus abandoned, and witboot king, 
queen, or dauphin t The peasants, with their 
families, and scanty goods, crowded into it 
through every gate; and then, in long aod 
mournful files, the monka and nans of the envi- 
rons. All these fugitives bad fearful tales to 
tell of the scenes tlut were taking place in the 
country, where the barons, taken prisoners at 
Poitiers, and released on puole, hftd hastened 
to raise their ransom-money, and mined the 
peasantry on their domains. To complete the 
genera] ruin came the disbaaded soldiers, who 
pillaged, ravished, murdered; and who had 
been known to put to the torture those who had 
no longer any thing, in order to force them still 
to give.f They were the terror of the country, 
like the warmers (chauffeurs)t of the Revolu- 
tion. 

The States being apun assembled on the 5th 
of February, 1357, Marcel and Robert le ('oq, 
I archbishop of Laon, laid before them a sched- 
j ule of grievances, and it was resolved that each 
deputy should communicate the same to the 
province which sent him ; and this communica- 
tion, which was made with exceeding rapidity 
for that age, especially taking into account the 
season of the year, occupied no longer than a 
I month. The schedule was handed in to the 
dauphin on the 3d of March, by Robert le Coq, 
formerly a lawyer of Paris, and who, having 
filled the offices of counsellor to Philippe de 
Valois, and president of the parliament, liad be- 
come bishop-duke of Ijaon, and eiyoyed the 
independence of the great dignitaries of the 
church. Le Coq, at once the king's man and 
the commons* man, mediated between the two, 
and was counsellor to both parties, lie wa« 
likened to the carpenter's twibill, (besaigue.) 
bis-acutCj vchich cuts at both ends.^ After he

The right of prisage is to cease. The eol»

No more gifVs out of the royal demeooaa ;

The dauphin promises to put a stop to all oii-> 
perHoous and voluptuous outlay in hia own ex* 
penses. He is to exact an oath from hia oA» 
cers that they will ask him for no grants, save 
in presence of the grand council. 

One office is to content one individual. The 
number of officers of justice is to be reduced. 
Provoetships and viscountsbips are no longer 
to be farmed out. Provoet% A'c, are not to be 
appointed to the districu in which they wer« 
bom. 

No more commimiona are to be issued lor 
trials. Criminals are not to be allowed to mako 
composition, but ** full Justice is to be done.** 

Although one of the principal framers of tko 
ordinance, I^e Coq, had been an advocate aad 
president of the parliament, it deals severely 
with magistraten. l*ht*y arc pmhibited from 
carrying on trail<*.{ fnHn entering into under- 
fttamhngs with eai*li other, and fn>m encroacll- 
ing on ra<*h others* jurindietion. They aro 
upbraided with their idleocM. In imme casea 
their salaries are redueed. ThcM* rtrforms aro 
juM ; but the language in which they aro 
couched is rude, and it^ tone bitter and hostile. 
It is evident that the parli.iroent refused toabol 
the States and the eummnnes. 

The presidents, and other members of the 
parliament, who sit on courts of inquiry, are to 
uke only forty sous a day. '*Manf have beea 
wiint to take too large a salary, and to use four 
or fire hiirses, whereas, had it been at their 
own ex|ienM, they would have Im-cb contented 
«ilh tuo or three.**^ 

The grand council, the parliamenl, and the 
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chamber of accounts are accused of negligence. 
" Decrees, which ought to have been jtronounced 
twenty years ago, are still to pronounce.^ The 
counsellors assemble late, their dinners are long, 
their afternoons (apr^s-dtners) unprofitaMe, 
The officers of the chamber of accounts are to 
swear on God*s holy gospels, that they will ex- 
pedite the causes of the good people well, 
loyally, and in due order, without keeping them 
waiting, (sans eux faire muser.'*) The grand 
council, the parliament, and chamber of ac- 
counts, are to meet at sunrise.^ Those mem- 
bers of the grand council also who shall not be 
present betimes in the morning, (bien matin,) 
shall lose their day^s salary. Notwithstanding 
their high office, these members are treated un- 
ceremoniously by the burgess legislators. 

This great ordinance of 1357, which the 
dauphin was compelled to sign, was much 
more than a reform. It effected a sudden 
change of government. It placed the admin- 
istrative power in the hands of the States, and 
substituted a republic for the monarchy. It 
gave the supreme authority to the people, 
while there was as yet no people. To con- 
struct a new government in the midst of such a 
war, was as singularly perilous an operation, as 
for an army to change its order of battle in the 
presence of an enemy. The odds were that 
France would perish in thus putting about.{ 

The ordinance destroyed abuses. But it was 
on abuses the crown lived. To destroy them 
was to destroy authority, to dissolve the state, 
to disarm France. 

Did France really enjoy a political personal- 
ity ; could one attribute one common will to it ? 
All that can be affirmed is, that authority 
seemed to it wholly vested in the crown. It 
desired only partial reforms. In all probability 
the ordinance approved by the States was only 
the work of one commune, of one great and 
intellitrcnt commune, which spoke in the name 
of the kingdom at large, but which would be 
abandoned by the kingdom in the hour of action. 

The dauphin^s noble counsellors, full of ba- 
ronial (*ontempt for the burgesses, and of provin- 
cial jealousy of Paris, instigated their master 
to resistance. It was March when he signed 
the ordinance presented to the States ; and, by 
the 6tli of April, he forbade payment of the aid 
which the States had voted. On the 8th, on 
the representations of the provost of the mer- 
chants, he revoked this prohibition.^ Thus 
the youn^ prince fluctuated between two im- 
pulses, fdllowing the one to-day, the other the

day after ; and both, perhaps, nncerely at the 
time. There was large room for doubt at thi^ 
obscure crisis. All doubted ; none paid. The 
dauphin was left disarmed ; the Sutes as well 
Public authority was defunct ; there was nor 
king, nor daophin, nor States. 

Without strength, expiring is it were, and 
losing all self-consciousDess, the kingdom Uy 
prone like a corpse. Gaogrene bad set in, the 
worms swarmed — ^wonim, I mean brigands, 
English and Navarrese. In this genenl de- 
cay and corruption, the members of the poor 
body fell away from each other. The kingdom 
was talked of : but there were no longer any 
States that could be truly termed general . 
there was nothing general ; no communication, 
and no roads to carry it oo. The roads were 
cut-throats; the country, a battle-field, tht^ 
combat raging in every direction, and no possi- 
bility of distinguishing friend from foe. 

In the midst of this dissolution of the king- 
dom, the commune remained living. But ho« 
could the commune live alone, unassisted by 
the surrounding country ? Paris, not knowing 
where to lay the blame of her distress, accused 
the States. The dauphin, taking courage, de- 
clared that he would govern, and would hence- 
forward dispense with a guardian. The com- 
missioners of the States took their leave. But 
he was only the more embarrassed. He en- 
deavored to raise a little ononey by selling of- 
fices ;* but the money did not come. lie quit- 
ted Paris ; the country was in llamea. There 
was no town in which he would not risk being 
carried off by brigands. He returned to hide 
himself in Paris, and throw himself into the 
hand of the States, which he summoned to 
meet on the 7th of November.! 

During the night between the following 8th 
and 0th, a Picard, a friend of MarceFs, the lord 
of Pecquigny, rescued Charies-le-Mauvais from 
the fortress in which he was imprisoned, by a 
sudden and successful dash. Marcel, who saw 
the dauphin always surrounded by a threatening 
crowd of nobles, had need of a sword to oppose 
to these men of the sword, of a prince of the 
blood to oppose to the daupliin. The burgesses, 
in their boldest attempts for liberty, loved to 
follow a prince. It seemed becoming, too, and 
chivalrous, when chivalry had behaved so ill, 
for burgesses to take it on themselves to repair 
so great an act of injustice, and to redress the 
injury done by kings. The populace, ever op(*n 
to generous emotions, welcomed the prisoner 
with tears of joy. The restoration of this bad. 
but unfortunate man, seemed to the people that 
of justice to herself. He came to Paris, es- 
corted by the commons of Amiens, and was 
received at St. I)enys by a crowd of citizens 
who had gone forth to meet him.) He stopped

harangued at the balla, and Mareel at St. 
Jacques*. But the populace did not go with 
the first. The people loved not the nwan ap- 
pearance of the prince. Wise and aeaaiblo aa 
he miffht be, he was a cold deelaimor by tho 
aide of the kin^ of Navarre. 

The in&tuation of Paris for the hater waa 
strange. What did this popular prince require * 
That the kingdom abould be still further weak- 
ened, that whole provinces should be pboed io 
his handa, and those the most viul to the moo- 
archy— «11 Champagne, part of Normandy, the 
English frontier, the Limousin, and numerooa 
placea of strength and fortresses. To place 
our beat provincea in such suspicious haada 
would have been to lose, by one dash of the 

Fsn, aa moch as had been lost by the battle of 
oitiera. 

The Pariaiana imagined that if the kiag of 
Navarre bad hia wav, he would at once deliver 
them from the bands of brigands who starved 
their town, and called themselves Navarreao. 
In reality, they were neither the king of Na- 
varre*s subjects, nor any one*s else. Had ho 
wished to call in these plunderers, he would 
have been unable. 

M^uiwhile, citiiena, provoeta, aod oniveiaity, 
surrounded and besieged the dauphin. Thoy 
called on him to do justice to the poor ktof of 
Navarre. A Jacobin, speaking in the nama of 
the university, declared to bim that it waa aoW 
tied that the king of Navarre having oneo pot 
in all his demands, the dauphin slioiSd reetofo 
him his fortrf*sse8 ; that the town and the aai- 
versity mould take the rest into coosidermtioo. 
A monk of St. DeoTs followed — ** You have 
not ssid all, master,^ lie exeUiroed. ** Say that 
whether it be my lord the duke, or the king of 
Navarre, who does not hold by our decisioo, wo 
will declare against that one. * 

A negative was impossible, and the daophto 
gave a gracious promise. He then instnietod 
the commandaou and captains to reply, that 
having received their charges from the ktag, 
they could not give them up on the dsuphin s 
orders. 

Living in a city indisposed to hiiu, he bad oo 
other means of raising numey than by tamper- 
ing with the coin, (ordinances of the )Md aod 
*J3d of January, sod 7th of February )t The 
States, which met on the llih of Fehfuary, 
conferred the title of regent of the kingdcMO 
upon him,t no doubt in order to stamp niih an- 
thority whatever ordinances thry should 
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in his name. Perhaps, too, the committee of 
thirty-six, chosen by the influence of Marcel, 
but presenting a majority of nobles and eccle- 
siastics, desired to strengthen the dauphin 
against the citizens of Paris. 

The ill-will of the burgesses had been in- 
flamed to the utmost by the following tragical 
occurrence. A money-changer, named Perrin 
Mac^, having sold two horses to the dauphin, 
and being unable to procure pajTment, arrested 
in the street Neuve-Saint-Merry the treasurer, 
Jean Bail let. The latter refused to pay ; no 
doubt advancing in excuse the right of prisage. 
A dispute arose. Perrin slew Baillet, and 
sought refuge in the church of Saint-Jifcques- 
la-Boucherie. The dauphin's men, Robert de 
Clermont, marshal of France, Jean de Ob&lons, 
and Guillaume Staise, provost of Paris, hasten- 
ed to the spot, forced the asylum, dragged Per- 
rin to the Ch&tclet, cut off his hand, and hanged 
him. The bishop loudly complained of this rio- 
lation of the right of sanctuary, had Perrin's 
body delivered up, and gave it honorable burial 
in the church of St. Merry. Marcel was pres- 
ent ; while the dauphin followed Baillet to the 
grave.* 

Collision was imminent. To encourage the 
citizens by the sight of their numbers, Marcel 
made them wear blue and red hoods ; these 
were the city colors. f He wrote to the good 
cities to beg them to mount these distinctive 
signs. Amiens and Laon did not fail him. 
Few of the other towns complied so far. 

Meanwhile, from the ravages committed in 
the country, the peasantry crowded into Paris 
in such numbers as sensibly to diminish the 
supply of food and raise its price. The citi- 
zens, who had their little properties in the Isle 
of France, from which they drew their eggs, 
butter, cheese, poultry, and a thousand agreea- 
bilities, found this source of comforts fail ; and 
thought it exceedmgly hard.! On the 32d of 
February, the dauphin issued a new ordinance 
for a fresh alteration of the coin. 

On the next day, the provost of the merchants 
mustered all the trades in arms at St. Eloi*s. 
About nine o'clock, this armed mob recognised 
in the street one of the dauphin's counsellors, 
advocate to the parliament, master Regnault 
Dacy, who was returning from the palace to 
his own house, near Saint-Landry's. They 
began running after him. He fled into a 
pastry-cook's, and was there killed outright be-

fore he had time to utter a ery. However, the 
provost, followed hj a crowd of red uid Mae 
hoods, entered the dauphin's hotel, ascended to 
his very chamber, and sharply told him that he 
ought to put the afiairs of the kingdom into or- 
der ; that as, after all, this kingdom would be 
his, it was bis business to secure it from the 
bands which laid waste the country. The 
dauphin, whose usual advisers, the mstrsbals of 
Champagne and of Normandy, were on either 
side of him, answered more boldly than ^-as 
his custom. " I would cheerfully do so, had I 
the means ; but he who enjoys the taxes and 
profits, ought to take upon himself the defence 
of the kingdom as weli.^* Some sharp words 
passed, and the provost broke out. *^ My lord,^" 
he said, **be not surprised at what you are 
about to witness ; the thing most be done." 
Then, turning to the men in red hoods, he said, 
** Do quickly what you are come for.'^ On the 
word, they threw themselves on the marshal of 
Champagne, and slew him eloee to the dauphin's 
bed. The marshal of Normandy they followed 
into a closet, into which he had betaken him- 
self, and put to death as well. The dauphin 
considerea himself lost ; the Mood bad spirted 
out upon his robe.( All his ofllcers had fled. 
'* Save my life !" he cried to the provost. 
Marcel told him to fear nothing. He changed 
hoods with him, thus covering him with the 
city's colors,^ and all the day he wore boldly 
the dauphin's hood. The pec^e expected him 
at the (vr^ve, and here he hanuigQed them from 
a window, maintaining that those who had been 
put to death were traitors, and asking the j)eo- 

gle whether they would support him. Num- 
ers cried out, that they avouched all he had 
done, and pledged themselves to him for life 
and for death. 

Marcel returned to the palace with a crowd 
of armed men, whom he left in the coort-jrard. 
He found the dauphin, grief and terror-struck. 
'^ Distress not yourself, my lord," said the pro- 
vost to him ; ^* that which has been done, has 
been done to avoid greater danger, and by the 
will of the people.^l And he beaooght him to 
give his approval to the whole. 

The dauphin had, perforce, to approve of the

, He found himself compelled also to give a gra- 

I cious reception to the king of Navarre, who 

, returned four days afterwards. Marcel and

This monarch's return, only four dajrs after 
the murder of the dauphin's counsellors, gave 
but too clear a clue to the whole tragedy. He

Tha Stales did homage to the reforms of the

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to make an inventory of the peasant's property 
— meager cattle, wretched harness, plough, cart, 
and some iron tools. Household goods, he had 
none. He had no stock, save a small quantity 
of seed-corn. These things taken and sold, 
what remained for the lord to lay his hands 
upon — the poor deviPs body, his skin. Some- 
thing more was tried to be squeezed out of him. 
The boor must have some secret store in a 
hiding-place. To make him discover it, they 
did not spare his carcass : his feet were warm- 
ed for him. At any rate, they had no mercy 
on the fire and iron. 

Few castles remain. Richelieu's edicts and 
the destroyers of the Revolution did their work 
too well. Even still, however, as we pass un- 
der the walls of Taillebonrg or of Tancarrille, 
when in the heart of the Ardennes, in the de- 
file of Montcornet, we look up and see hang- 
ing over our heads the small, sinister case- 
ment which seems to eye our steps, our heart 
is conscious of a pang, and we feel a reflex of 
the sufferings of those who, for so many ages, 
languished at the feet of those towers. No 
need to have read old histories to feel this. 
The souls of our fathers still vibrate within us 
for forgotten griefs, almost as the maimed feels 
the throbbing of the limb which he has lost. 

When ruined by his lord, the peasant was 
not yet done with. Such was the atrocious 
character of these wars of the English : while 
they held the kingdom at large to ransom, they 
plundered it in detail. Free companions sprang 
up in every direction, styled English or Navar- 
rese. GrifHth, a Welshman, laid waste the 
whole 
Lfoire 
mandy. 

Montargis, Etampes, Arpajon, Monthlery, in 
all more than fifteen cities or larffe burghs. In 
another direction, Audley, an Englishman, or 
the Germans Albrecht and Frank Hennekin, 
carried on the work of spoliation. One of 
these leaders of free companies, Arnaud de 
Ccr\'oles, surnamed the archpriest, because, 
though a layman, he really owned an irch- 
priesthood, turned his back on the despoiled 
provinces, traversed the whole of France, and 
pushed on to Provence, sacking Salon and St. 
Maximin, by way of making Avignon fear her 
turn was next. The trembling pope invited 
the brigand, received him as if he were a son 
of France,* made him dine with him, and gave 
him forty thousand crowns, and absolution into 
the bar^iiin. This did not prevent Cervoles, 
on quitting Avignon, from pillaging Aix ; 
whence he proceeded into Burgundy, to do the 
samr.t 

The leaders of these bands were not, as 
might be supposed, upstarts, mere men-at- 
arms, but of noble birth, and often great barons. 



The king of Navarre's brother went about 
plundering, just like the rest. In the passes 
which they sold to the merchants who supplied 
the towns, they expressly excepted military 
equipments, and other things eonaadered the 
exclusive use of the nobles-—^ beaver hats, os- 
trich feathers, and sword-blades.''* 

The knights of the fourteenth eentary felt a 
very different call from that of the knights of 
romance — their vocation was to crush the 
weak. The sire d'Aubr^cicourt robbed and 
killed at random io deserve ut^ of his lady^ 
Isabelle de Juliers, niece of the king of Eng- 
land, ** for he was young, and desperately in 
love." He made up his mind to become, at 
the least, count of Champagne f The fallen 
condition of the monarchy awoke the most ex- 
travagant hopes in these plunderers. Their 
only thought was to take, by force or strata- 
gem, some well-guarded castle. ' The govern- 
ors of the stroi^olds conceived themselves 
freed from their oaths. No more king, no 
more faith. They sold or exchanged their for- 
tresses and garrisons.^ 

After so many years' sahmiasion to their 
kings, the barons delighted in this life of mis- 
rule and adventure. They were like school- 
boys on a holiday, who go to play as if it were 
the business of life. Their historian, Froissart, 
is never tired of telling their manrelloos haps. 
His feelings go with these maranders, and he 
bounds with joy at their good fortune : — ^*^ And 
the poor brigands were ever gaining,"^ &c. 
Nowhere does he seem to doubt of t^ir honor 
and good faith ; nay, scarcely to have a doubt

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The Jacquerie was a favorable diversion, ! 
drawing ofT attention from the war against Pa- 1 
ris, and Marcel was interested in keeping it up. 
But it was a hideous alliance, to seek support 
from wild beasts. The commons hesitated. , 
Senlis and Meaux welcomed them. Amiens 
sent them a few men ; who were soon recall- ■ 
ed.* Marcel', who had taken advantage of their 
rising up to dismantle several fortresses round 
Paris, ventured to send them assistance to take 
the Marche de Meaux. He sent them, first, 
five hundred men under the provost of the mint ; 
and then a reinforcement of three hundred un- 
der a grocer of Paris. 

The duchess of Orleans, the duchess of Nor- 
mandy, and numbers of noble dames, demoi- 
selles, and children, had taken refuge in the 
Marche de Meaux, which is surrounded by the 
Marne, and from which they saw and heard the 
*' Jacks/' who filled the town. They were half 
dead with fear ; momentarily apprehending out- 
rage and murder. Happily, unexpected suc- 
cor was at hand. The count of I'oix and the 
captul of Buchf (the latter served with the 
English) were on their return from the crusade 
in Prusisia, with a body of knights. Learning 
at Chalons the danger of these ladies, they 
put 8|>urs to their horses, and entering the 
Marche, (market-place,) *^ having opened the 
gate, they posted themselves in front of these 
clowns, dirty, little, and badly armed, and fell 
upon them with their lances and their swords. 
Those w ho were foremost, feeling the weight 
of their blows, turned about so fast in their 
fright, (hidcur^) they fell one over the other. 
The men-at-arms then rushed out of the bar- 
riers, drove them before them, striking them 
down like beasts, and clearing the town of 
them ; for they kept neither regularity nor or- 
der, slaying so many that they were tired. 
They flung them in great heaps into the river. 
In short, they killed upwards of seven thou- 
sand On their return, they set fire to 

the disorderly town of Meaux. . . .'^ 

In all directions the nobles massacred the 
peasantry, without inquiring whether or not 
they hail taken any share in the Jacquerie. 
" And,'' says a contemporary, ** they wrought 
so much harm to the country, that there was no 
need of the English commg to destroy the 
kingdom. They never could have done the 
mischief which the barons did."^

They endeavored to treat Senlis as they had 
done Meaux. Having got its galea opened, by 
giving out that they came from the regent, thev 
raised shouts of '* The town is taken — the town 
is won !*' But they found the burgesses imder 
arms, and, with them, other nobles who had 
come to defend the town. Wagons were roll- 
ed down the steep high-street, which threw 
them into disorder, ana boiling water rained 
upon them from the windows. ^Some fled 
to Meaux to bear the news of their defeat, 
and got laughed at ; the ijBst, who remained in 
the high-street, will do no more harm to the 
people of Senlis.*^* 

It is wonderful that in the midst of this de- 
vastation of the country, Paris should not have 
perished of famine ; and the fact reflects high 
credit on the ability of the provost of the mer- 
chants. But he could not keep this large, om- 
nivorous city supplied without the good-will of 
the country ; and hence the seeming inconsis- 
tency of his conduct. He allied hmiself with 
the ** Jacks,** and then, with the king of Na- 
varre, the destroyer of the ''Jacks.^ This 
princess cavalry was indispensable to him, u> 
enable him to keep open some of the roads, 
while the dauphin kept possession of the river. 
At his instigation, the title of captain of Paris 
was conferred on Charles, (15th of June ;) who, 
however, was no longer a free agent. He was 
deserted by many of his gentlemen, who would 
not assist the mob against the higher orders, 
and the citixens themselves turned against him, 
hating him for his carnage of the " Jacks,** and 
suspecting that they had no great friend in him. 

Meanwhile, provisions rose in price. The 
dauphin, with three thousand lances, was at 
Charenton, and intercepted all supplies by the 
Seine and the Marne. The burgesses called 
on the king of Navarre to defend them, to sally 
forth, to do something. Forth he went ; but it 
was to betray them. The two princes had a 
long and secret interview; and parted good 
friends. Venturing to return to Paris, Charies's 
most determined partisans and Marcel joined in 
depriving him of bis title of captain of the city. 
He was loud in his complaints : the Navarreso 
and the citizens quarrelled ; and some fell on 
both sides. 

MarcePs position became dangerous. The 
dauphin had possession of the upper Seine. 
Charenton, and St. Maur ; the king of Navarre 
occupied the lower Seine and St. Denys. 
They scoured the country, and all sum^ly \»-as 
cut ofl^. Paris was at the last gasp. Chsries, 
who knew this, allowed both parties to try to 
buy him. The dauphiness, and numbers of gooil 
people, (beaucoupde bonnes gens,) that is to say, 
of lords and of bishops, mediated, and went to 
I and fro between the dauphin and the king.

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motion, giving the alarm and awakening the 
people. In the morning, all the citizens flocked 
to the market-place, where Maillart harangued 
them. He told them how, that night, the city 
was to have been sacked (courue) and destroy- 
ed, had not God been pleased to awaken him 
and his friends, and reveal the treacherous plot 
to them. The crowd learned with emotion the 
peril it had been in, without knowing it, and all 
joined hands in thanks to God. 

Such were the first feelings. Let it not, 
however, be believed that the people were un- 

Sateful to him who had done so much for them. 
arcePs party, which counted many able and 
eloquent men,* survived its chief; and some 
months afterwards a conspiracy was entered 
into to avenge hioLf The dauphin ordered all 
the provost^s mov»eU>les, which had not been 
given away or lost in the confusion following 
his death, to be restored to his widow.| 

This man^s career was short and terrible; 
cruelly intersected with good and evil. In 1356 
he saves Paris, and puts it in a state of defence. 
In concert with Robert le Coq, he dictates to 
the dauphin the famous ordinance of 1357 ; and 
such a reform of the kingdom by the influence 
•of a commune, can only be accomplished by 
•violent means. Marcel is plunged, deeper and 
deeper, into a multitude of irregular and fatal 
acts. He takes Charles-le-Mauvais out of pris- 
on, in order to oppose him to the dauphin, but 
finds that he has given the bandits a leader. 
He lays hand on the dauphin, and slays his 
counsellors, the king of Navarre^s enemies. 

Deserted by the States, he kills the States 
by fashioning them according to his will ; by 
creating deputies ; by replacing the deputies of 
the nobles by Paris burgesses. Paris could not 
yet lead France after it. .Marcel had not the 
resources of the Reign of Terror ; he could 
neither besiege Lyons, nor guillotine the Gi- 
ronde. By the necessity of keeping Paris sup- 
plied with provisions, he was rendered depend- 
ent on the country. Hence his alliance with 
the ** Jacks ;^* and, on their downfall, with the 
king of Navarre, to whom, having first given 
himself to him by a crime, he next endeavored 
to give the throne : in which attempt he failed, 
as he deserved. 

The classical doctrine of the Solus populi — 
of the right to kill tyrants, had been mamtain- 
ed at the beginning of the century by the king 
against the pope. 4 Half a century has scarce- 
ly passed, and Marcel turns it against the 
crown, and the servants of the crown. Vain 
and brutal empiricism which knows no other 
than heroic remedies, and thinks to cure every 
thing by shedding blood. . . . Were the reme- 
-^ly elTicacious, yet wo to him who has recourse 
to it. The good of the majority, the safety of

the people, is no excuse. Coold 70a consiilt 
the people, they would exclaim with that divine 
instinct which is present in the multitude, 
** Perish the people, rather than humanity and 
justice !^^ — I know not whether blood is a fer- 
tilizing dew ; but, though the tree watered with 
blood should grow stronger and more beautiful, 
and spread its branches fu and wide, though it 
should hide the world with them, it will not 
hide murder 

This bloody stain which sullies the memory of 
Etienne Marcel, must not make us forget that 
our old charter was partly his work. His doom 
met him as the friend of the Navarrese, whose 
success would have dismembered France— as 
the representative of Paris in opposition to the 
kingdom, as the last embodiment of narrow, 
communal patriotism — as such, he is dead ; but, 
in the ordinance of 1357, he lives and will live 
for ever. 

This ordinance is the first political act of 
France, as the Jacquerie is the first outburst of 
the peasantry. Our kings carried out almost 
all the reforms indicated in the ordinance : the 
Jacquerie, commenced aff&inst the nobles, was 
continued against the English. By degrees, 
nationality and a military spirit were awakened. 
The first manifestation given of this spirit oc- 
curs, perhaps, in a circumstance narrated by 
the continuator of Nangis, as happening in the 
year 1359. This grave witness of passing 
events, who notes from day to day all that he 
sees and hears, forgets his ordinary dryness as 
he narrates at length one of thoee encounters 
in which the peasantry, left to themselves, be- 

Sji to pluck up courage against the English, 
e dwells on it complacently — ** because,** he 
naively remarks, ** the thing happened near my 
own country, and was bravely performed by 
the peasants, by Jac(/ues Bonkomme,'*''^ 

" There is a tolerably strong place in the lit 
tie village near Compi^gne, which holds of the 
monastery of Saint-Corneille.

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THE DAUPHIN RE-ENTERS PARIS. 



Froissart deli^^hts ; will follow them in this 
grand mellay, under the spur of the gentleman, 
under the belly of his horse. Sullied, dis- 
figured as they may be, I will brinff them for- 
ward into the full li^ht of justice and of history, 
in order that I may oe able to say to this ancient 
people of the fourteenth century, " You are my 
father and my mother. You have conceived 
me in tears. You have sweated sweat and 
blood to make me a France. Blest be you in 
your tomb. God keep me from ever denying 
you !" 

' When the dauphin re-entered Paris, leaning 
on the murdered, be was received with the 
shouts and acclamations usual on such occa- 
sions. They who in the morning had taken 
up arms for Marcel, hid their red hoods, and 
shouted louder than the rest.* 

With all this clamor, however, few had con- 
fidence in the dauphin. His long lanky figure, 
pale complexion, and lengthened countenance, 
{visage longuet,)\ had never taken with the 
people. They looked for neither great good 
nor great harm at his hands : however, prose- 
cutions were instituted in his name against 
some of MarceFs party. For his own part, 
he neither loved nor hated any one. It was 
not easy to move him. As he made his entry, 
a burgess boldly stepped forward and exclaimed, 
** By God, sir, if f had been listened to, you 
should never have come in here ; but you wonH 
get much by it." As the count de Tancarville 
was about to cut down the viUein, the prince 
held him back, and only answered, *' I canH 
believe you, fair sir.'* 

The situation of Paris was not improved. 
The dauphin could do nothing for it. The king 
of Navarre took possession of the Seine above 
and below. Burgundy sent up no more wood ; 
all supplies were stopped from Rouen. The 
fruit-trees round about were cut down for firing.^ 
The setier of wheat, usually sold for twelve 
sols, says the chronicler, now fetches more than 
thirty livres.^ — The spring was mild and genial : 
a new source of grief to the numbers of poor 
countryfolk shut up in Paris, and who could 
neither till their fields, nor prune their vines. |

To move out was impossible. The EngliBh 
and Navarrese scoured the county. The first 
had taken up their position mt Creil, and so 
conmianded the Oise. They seized the foru 
in every direction, without troubling themselves 
about truce or treaty. The Picards ofi^ered 
some resistance ; but the men of Touraine, 
Anjou, and of Poitou, bought safe conducts of 
them, and paid them tribute.* 

On seeing the English thus establish them- 
selves in the heart of the kingdom, the king of 
Navarre at last becomes more alarmed by it than 
the dauphin himself, makes peace with him, 
without stipulating for any advantage, and 
promises to be a good Frenckman.j Never- 
theless, the Navarrese went on taxing the boats 
on the upper Seine. The reconciliation, how- 
ever, of the dauphin and the king of Navarre 
made the English reflect. At the same time, 
Normans, Picards, and Flemings made a joint 
expedition to deliver, so they said, king Jean-t 
They contented themselves with burning an 
English town. At any rate, the English re- 
ceived a personal lesson in the miseries of war. 

The conditions which they at first sought to 
impose on France were monstrous, imposbible. 
They demanded not only all that faces them — 
Calais, Montreuil, Boulogne, the Ponthien, not 
only Aquitaine, (Guyenne, Bigorre, Agenois, 
Quercy, Perigord, Limousin, Poitou, Saintogne, 
Aunis,) but Touraine, Anjou, and Normandy to 
boot ; that is to say, it was not enough for them 
to occupy the straits and close the Garonne, but 
they also wished to close the Loire and the 
Seine, to block up the slightest glimpse we catch 
of the ocean, to pluck her eyes out of France. 

King Jean had signed all, and promised in 
addition four millions of gold crowns for his ran- 
som. The dauphin, who could not consent so 
to despoil himself, caused the treaty to be re- 
fused by an assembly of some deputies from the 
provinces, which he dignified by the title of 
States-General. Their answer was, ** That 
king Jean must still remain in England, and 
God would provide a remedy in his own good 
time.'*^ 

The English king took the field ; but with 
the view, this time, of conquering France. He 
repaired first to Reims, to be crowned there. | 
He was attended on this expedition by the 
whole nobility of England. Another army, on 
which he had not reckoned, waited for him at 
Calais. A swarm of men-at-arms, and of Ger- 
man and Low Country barons, having heard the 
rtimor of the intended conquest, and hoping for 
a share of the spoil, such as William the Con- 
queror distributed among his followers, sought

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France, England continued to press upon her, 
so that if any life and marrow should be left, 
she might drain it. 

Paris went wild with joy at this lamentable 
treaty. The English who came with it to 
procure the dauphin^s oath to the terms, were 
welcomed as angels from heaven, and were 
presented with what the city esteemed its most 
precious possession — some thorns from the 
real crown of thorns preserred in the Sainte- 
Chapelle. The sage chronicler of the time 
gives in to the general enthusiasm : — ** On the 
approach,^^ he says, '* of the Ascension, of the 
period at which the Saviour, having restored 
peace between his Father and mankind^ soared 
to heaven in triumphant joy, he would not al- 
low the people of France to remain afflict- 
ed The conferences began on the Sunday 

on which the hymn Cantate is sung at church. 
On the Sunday for the hymn Vocem jucundi- 
tatis, the regent and the English repaired to 
N6tre-Dame, to swear to the treaty. The 
transports of the people were beyond all words. 
The bells of this, and of the other churches in 
Paris, set ringing, murmured in pious harmony, 
and the clergy sang, in all joy and devotion, TV 
Deum laudamus. 4 i , , All rejoiced, save, per- 
haps, such as made large gain by the wars, as 
the armorers, for instance .... false traitors 
and brigands feared the gibbet. But let us 
leave off speaking of them."* 

This joy was of short duration. This peace, 
so much wished for, made idl France weep. 
The ceded provinces would not become Eng- 
lish. Whether the government of the English 
were better or worse, their insupportable pride 
made them everywhere detested. The counts 
of Perigord, of Comminges, Armagnac, the 
sire d'Albret, and many others, maintained with 
reason that the lord had no right to give away 
his vassals. Rochelle, the more French that 
Bordeaux was English, besought the king, in 
God^s name, not to desert her. The Rochellers 
declared that they would rather be taxed every 
year m half of their worldly substance, and 
still further — " We may submit to the English 
with our lips, but with our hearts, never."f 

They who remained French were but the 
more wretched for it. France had degenerated 
into a farm of England^s, where one only 
worked in order to liquidate the enormous 
amount of the king*s ransom. We have still, 
in the Tresor des Chartes, the receipts given 
on this account. It makes one ill to look at 
these parchments — ^the sweat, groans, and tears 
each uf these bits of rag has cost, can never be

known. The first (dated Oct. 24, 1360) is the 
receipt for the charge for King Jean*s keep, at 
the rate of ten thousand reals a month.* The 
noble hospitality, so vaunted by historians, £>i- 
ward enforced pa3rment for — ^the jailer, before 
ransoming, had his fee counted out to him. 
Then comes a fearful receipt for four hundred 
thousand gold crowns, of the same date. Then, 
a receipt for two hundred thousand, (Decem- 
ber.) Another, for one hundred thousand, (on 
All Saints* day, 1361 ;) another, for two hun- 
dred thousand, and for fifty-seven thousand 
gold agnuses. besides, to make up the two hun- 
dred thousand promised by Burgundy, (Febru- 
ary 21.) — In 1362, are receipts for the several 
sums of one hundred and ninety-eight thou- 
sand ; thirty thousand ; sixty thousand ; and two 
hundred thousand gold crowns.t The payments 
continue down to the jrear 1368, though many 
of the receipts are missing. The ransoms of 
the nobles amounted, it is probable, to as con- 
siderable a sum. 

The first payment could not have been made, 
had not the king hit upon a disgraceful resource. 
While he was giving provinces, be gave away 
one of his own children. The Visconti, the 
wealthy tyrants of Milan, coveted a marriage 
with a daughter of France, imagining that the 
alliance would gain them consideration in Italy. 
The ferocious Galeazxo,who hunted down men 
in the streets, and had cast priests, alive, into 
an oven, asked in marriage for his son, who was 
ten years of age, a daughter of Jean's, who was 
eleven. Instead of receiving a dowry, he gave 
one — three hundred thousand florins in free giA, 
and as much for a county in Champagne. The 
king of France, says Villani, sold his own flesh 
and blood. I The little Isabella was exchanged, 
in Savoy, for florins. The child did not si^er 
herself to be given up to the Italians with any 
better grace, than Rochelle did to the English. 

By aid of this unfortunate Italian money, the 
king was enabled to leave Calais — which he 
did, poor and bare. On the 5th of December, 
(a. d. 1360,) he was obliged to impose a new 
aid on his ruined people. The terms in which 
the ordinance runs are remarkable. The king, 
in a manner, asks pardon of his people for 
speaking to tnem of money. He recalls, tra- 
cing back as far as Philippe de Valois, all the 
ills which he and his people have suffered ; hr 
has abandoned to the chance of battle his own 
body and his children ; he has treated at Bre- 
tigny, not so much for his own deliverance only, 
as to avoid the perdition of his kingdom and of 
his good people. He asserts that he will do 
good and loyal justice, that he will suppress all 
new tolls, that he will coin good ana strong 
gold and silver money, and black money for tht

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Italy, where they carried the plague. To de- 
cide them to depart, the pope gave them 30,000 
florins, and absolution.* 

The mortality which depopulated the king- 
dom, at least gave Jean a fair inheritance. 
The young duke of Burgundy dying, as well 
as his sister, the first house of Burgundy be- 
came extinct, leaving both Burgundies, Artois, 
the counties of Auvergne and of Boulogne, 
without a head. The nearest heir was the 
king of Navarre, who asked to be allowed to 
take possession of Burgundy, or, at least, of 
Champagne, which he had so long claimed. 
He got neither. It was impossible to suffer 
these provinces to pass to a foreign prince, 
and ho so odious. Jean proclaimed their per- 
petual annexation to his own domain,t and 
set out to take possession, ** journeying by 
small stages, and at great expense, stopping 
at every town and city in the duchy of Bur- 
gundy.^'lf 

Here he learned, without travelling any the 
quicker, the death of Jacques de Bourbon. 
About the end of the year, he went down to 
Avignon, where he spent six months in the 
midst of festivals, and where he hoped to make 
a fresh conquest without the trouble of war. 
Joanna of Naples — she who had suffered her 
nrst husband to be murdered — was a widow a 
second time. Jean aspired to be her third 
bridegroom. He was himself a widower, and 
only forty-three years of age. Taken prisoner, 
but after a splendid resistance,^ this soldier 
king was an object of interest to Christendom, 
as Francis the Firet was after Pavia. The 
pope tiad no mind to make a king of France 
master of Naples and of Provence ; and he 
gave this queen of thirty-six years of age to 
quite a youthful husband, not a son of France, 
hut Jay me of Aragon, son of the dethroned 
king of Majorca. 

1 o console Jean, the pope encouraged him 
in a project which seemed insensate at the first 
glance, but which would in reality have re- 
cruited hii< fortunes. The king of Cyprus had 
come to Avignon, to entreat succor and pro- 
pose a crusade. Jean took the cross, and 
numbers of the great barons with him.) The 
king of Cyprus went to Germany to exhort to 
the crusade ; Jean undertook a similar mission 
to England.

hostage there, had retumed to Fimaee in con- 
tempt of treaties. Jean^s retnm to London 
wore the moat honorable appemnmce. He 
seemed to have eome to repair his son's fault. 
Some asserted that the miseries of France had 
driven him thither in disgust : others, that he 
was attracted by the charms of some mistress.* 
However, the kings of Scotland and of Den- 
mark were to meet him there. As king of 
France, he was the natural president in every 
assembly of kings. Humiliated by the new 
system of warfare which the English had in- 
troduced, the king of France wonld have re- 
sumed, through the medium of the crusade, 
under the old banner of the Middle Age, the 
I first rank in Christendom. He would have 
I borne off the fre^ companies along with him, 
and delivered France from them.f Even the 
English and the Gascons, notwithstanding the 
indisposition of the king of England to the en- 
terprise, who alleged his a|[e as a reason for 
not assuming the cross4 aaid alood to the king 
of Cyprus — '* That it was in truth an expedi- 
tion in which all good and honorable men 
should act together, and that if it pleased God 
to open a way, he should not go on it alone. "^ 
Jean^s death put an end to these hopes. After 
a winter in London of festivab and feasting,| 
he fell ill, and died regretted, it is said, by the 
English, whom he himself loved, and |o whom 
he had become attached, simple as be was, and 
without gall, during his long captivity. Ed- 
ward buried him magnificently in St. PauFs. 
According to eye-witnesses, there were con- 
sumed at his funeral four thousand torches, 
each twelve feet high, and four thousand ta- 
pers, weighing ten pounds each.^ 

France, mutilated and mined as she was, 
still stood, by the avowal of her enemies, at the 
head of Christendom. It is this poor France's 
fate, to see from time to time envious Europe 
rise against her, and conspire her ruin. Each 
time they think they have slain her, and imag- 
ine that there is no longer a P^rance : they 
draw lots for her spoils, and joyfully rend asun- 
der her bleeding members. She clings to life ; 
and flourishes again. She survived in 1361, 
ill-defended, and betrayed by her nobiUty ; she 
survived in 1709, when aged with the age of 
her king; and again did she survive in 1815, 
when attacked by the whole world. . . . This

Gained the 16th of May, it was known on 
iIm eighteenth at Reims, the evening before the 
oorooatioo — a fine new yearns aid {etrenne) to 
the new monarch, ('harles V. bestowed on 
llagiieaclin a reward such as king had never 
given — a princelv establishment, even the coun- 
ty of Loogueville, the heritage of the king of 
]%avarre*a brother.^ At the same time, he 
otdered the sire de SaqurnviUe, one of the 
duef cottoeellors of the said king, to be br- 
igaded. He treated no btater the French who 
were found in the free eoiii|»anieb.| It befn^n 
to be remembered that robbery waA a crime. 

The next year brought the war of Bntuny 
to aa end. (."harles of Blois would have con- 
aeated to a division of the province, but bin 
wile would not^ The French king lent 
Cinrlea, Duguesclin and a thoufand lances. 
The prince of Wales sent to Montfort the 
bfave Chandos, two hundred lances, and as 
aaay archers ; and many Knglish knights

Montfort and the Knglish were on an emi- 
nence, just as the urince of Wales was at Poi- 
tiers. Charles of Blois did not disturb himself 
about the matter. This devout prince, who be- 
lieved in miracles, and who i>erforiiied them, 
had refused at the siege of Quiniper tu retreat 
before the tide. '* If it be God^s will,** he 
said, ** the tide will harm us not.** He stopped 
no more before the hill of Auray, than he nad 
done before the tide at Quimper. 

("harles of Blois was the strongest. Many 
Bretons, even of Dretagnr hretonnante^ had 
joined him ; doubtless, out of hate to the Eng- 
lish.* Duguesclin had drawn up his force in 
admirable order. Kach man-at-arms carried 
his spi>ar right before him, cut down to the 
length of five feet ; a battle-axe, sharp, strong, 
and well-steeled, with a sh«irt handle, waa at 
his side, or hung from his neck ....** they 
advanced thus handsomely, a foot*s paee . . . 
it was a very Ane sight .... for the Freneh 
were in such close order, that one could sc a rce- 
Iv throw a tennis-ball among them, without ita 
falling on a lK*lmet or a lance. **t Sir John 
(.'haiidos gazed long and intently on the order 
of their march, ** and having well considered 
the diK|Misitions of the French in his own mind, 
thought so highly of them, he could not remaia 
Mieiit, but said, * As (lod is my help, it appeaia 
to me that all the flower and honor of chivalry 
IS there, moj*t wihcIv and expertly drawn up."^ 

<'handt>H had M'cured a budv «»f n*serve, to 
supfMirt each ImkIv a» niii;ht be netnlcd ; and it 
was ni»t uithout difficulty that he prevailt*d on 
one of hi» knights to remain behind in eiHrnnaod 
of It. He uas uhligtMl to have rec«iurse lo 
prayers, ami even to tc^ars,^ since tlie feudal 
prejudice estecme<i the fr«»nt rank the only 
honorable pt»st. Ihiguesclin could not have 
carried the |ioint with any of bin knighta.

Montfurt his enemy, of whom they had ridded 
him, his French blood awoke within him — it 
might be the force of kindred — but tears gush- 
ed from his eye8.f Under the cuirass of the 
fallen Charles, it was found that he wore sack- 
cloth. His piety and fine qualities -were re- 
called to mind. He had only recommenced the 
war out of deference to his wife, as heiress of 
Brittany. But this saint^ was a man as well. 
He made verses, and composed lays in the in- 
terval of battles. He had been given to love ; 
and a natural son of his was slain by his side, 
seeking to avenge his death.^ 

In a few days, the strongest places in the 
country surrendered to Montfort. Charles of 
Blois* children were prisoners in England. 
The king of France, who had carried no pas- 
sion into the war, came to terms with the con- 
queror, and persuaded Charleses widow to be 
contented with the county of Penthi^vre, the 
viscounty uf Limoges, and a revenue of ten 
thousand livres.H The king did wisely. The 
main point was to hinder Brittany from doing 
homage to the Englishman. It was a safe bet, 
that sooner or later, the province would grow 
weary of England^s protege. 

To have brought to an end the war of Brit- 
tany, and that with the king of Navarre, was 
something : but it required time for France to 
recover. The bare enumeration of the ordi- 
nances of Charles V., is enough to unveil the 
deplorable wounds occasioned by the war. 
The majority are to verify the diminution of 
hearths, (de feux ;) and to recognise the im- 
possibility of the depopulated conmiunes any 
longer paying taxes.^ Others are protections 
issued by the king to towns, abbeys, hospitals, 
and chapters. 80 powerless was the public 
protection, that a special one was needful. 
Towns. c()r{)orations, and universities, require 
their privileges to be secured them. Many ci- 
ties are declared to be inseparable from the 
crown. The Italian merchants at NUnes, the 
Castilians and Portuguese at Harfleur and at 
Caen, obtain specific privileges. Altogether 
we find no general law promulgated; all is 
special and individual. W e are conscious how 
far the kingdom is still off from unity, how 
weak and sutfering it still is. 

The great curse of the kingdom was the rob- 
beries of the free companies. Dismissed by

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the English, and driven from tlie isle of Fraoee, 
from Normandy, Brittany, and from Aquitaine, 
the comranies fell back 00 the oenlre, and 
scoured Berry and the Limoaain, &c. The 
brigands felt quite at home there. It was their 
bairacks, was their insolent obaerration.* Tlie? 
were of all nations, bat mostly English and 
Gascons, with a sprinkiinff of oretons. The 
people called them all English, nor has any 
thing more contribnted to exasperate France 
against England. Offers were made to the 
free companies to tempt them to the crusade. 
The emperors had secured them a passage 
through Hungary, and offered to defray their 
expenses in their route through Germany. Bat 
the majority had no desire for so distant an ex- 
pedition ;t and few of those who made np their 
minds to go, in the hope of f^andehng Germa- 
ny by the way, arrived there. Led by the 
archpriest as &r as Alsace, they found them- 
selves opposed by a serried and hostile popula- 
tion, who fell upon them on all aides, and the 
greater number perished. Some made their 
way into Italy. 

But they chiefly emigrated in the direction 
of Spain and Casiile, seeking employment in 
the wars between Don Henrianez de Transu- 
mare and his brother, Don Pedro the Cruel ; a 
surname deserved by all the Spanish kings of 
the period. In Navarre there reigned Charles- 
le-Mauvais, (Charles the Wickml,) the mur- 
derer and poisoner; in Portugal, Don Pedro 
the Justicer, he who did soch cruel justice on 
the death of Inez di Castro ; in Aragon, Don 
Pedro the Ceremonious, who, without even the 
fomuUity of a trial, hung up b^ the feet a le- 
gate charged with the omce of excommunica- 
ting him. In like manner Don Pedro the Cruel . 
had burnt alive a monk, who had foretold that 
his brother would put him to death. To learn 
what Spain was, after having less to foar from 
the Moors she yielded to their influence, and be- 
came Moresco, Jewish, and any thing rather than 
Christian, turn to the chronicle of Ayala. The 
unsparing wars carried on against the unbeliev- 
ers had imparted to the Spaniard a tinge of 
ferocity, which assumed a darker shade when 
he was subjected to the severe fiscal yoke of 
the Jews. I 

This Pedro the Cruel was a sort of furious 
madman, in whom the two jarring elements of 
Spain contended for mastery, and made a mon- 
ster of him. He piqued himself on his high 
sense of chivalry, as did every Castilian ; and, 
at the same time, intrusted the whole adminis- 
tration of his kingdom to Jews, in whom alone,

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THE BLACK PRINCE IN SPAIN. 
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Don Henriquez weie recslled into Gufeone. 
They left, well psid by him, in order to return 
ftnd defeat him, and gain as much in Don Pe- 
dro's service* — such were the faith and honor 
of that day. In like manner, the king of Na- 
varre treated at one and the same lime with 
both parties, taking money from the one to 
open, from the other to ahut, the mountaio- 
passea. So great waa hia apprehension of eom- 
promising himself in the intareat of either, that, 
just as he waa about to open the campaign with 
the English, he contrifed to get himself taken 
prisoner, t 

The prince of Wales had more men-al-arma 
thai) he wanled,J more than he could feed. 
When he had advanced as far as the Ebro, into 
a country ruined hy wind, rain, and snow, pro- 
visions failed, and a small loaf fetched a florin.^ 
Don Henriquez was counselled (o avoid an en- 
gagement, seize the passes, and starve out hia 
enemy ; but his Spanish pride forbade. He 
saw hmiseir at the head of three thousand men 
completely clad in mail, six thousand licht cav- 
alry, (according to Krobsart,| twenty thousand 
men-at-arms,) ten thousand crossbow men, 
and sixty thousand militiamen, [commuTierot,) 
with lances, darta, and slings. ARer all, this 
aimy was little more than an undisciplined 
mass. The English bowmen were worth more 
than the Castilian sUngers ; the English lances 
carried further than the swords and daggers of 
which the French and Aragonese were so 
fond.^ The battle was ordered by that brave 
and cool John Chandos, who had already won 
for the English the battles of Puitiera and 
Auray.** Notwithstanding the efforts of Don

I am, thouffh in prison, the mobt honored knight 
in the world.* * How so V rejoined the prince. 
* They eny in France,* answered Sir Bertrand, 
*as well as in other countries, that you are so 
■Mieh afraid uf me, and have such a dread of 
my g^ning my liberty, that you dare not set 
mm free; and this is my reason for thinking 
■lyaelf so much valued and honored.*** The 
EagUshman was piqued. "* What ! Sir Ber- 
trand,* he answered ; * do you imagine that we 
keep yoa a prisoner for fear of your prowess * 
By St. George, it is not so ; pay a hundred 
thnntand francs, and you are free.* ** Dugues- 
dm took him at his word.J 

Ayala says that the prince, in order to show 
how little he cared for Ihjgueaclin, told him to 
ii his own ransom. DuguenclurH haughty re- 
ply was, ^ Not less than a bund red thousand 
francs^ — above a million of our mtuiey. The 
prure was anuxed : *' Where will you get 
thrm« Bertrand?** On this, arconling to the 
chronicle, Bertrand iimde the following; line re- 
plf. which has ncfthiiitf improlKible about it : — 
^Sly lord the king of (*a^tilr will fiay one-half, 
the king of FraiM*e the other ; and if that be 
not enough, there is not a Frem^h woman who 
spin, but will piv her distaff for my ran- 

He did not presume beyond bin valu«*. War 
M imminent. While Tharles V. was givinic 
an honorable reception at Pans to a turn of the 
Kagltah king*s, mho was alMMit to marry at Mi- 
lan, Ihr free eomfaniea dii»niiti»ed by tlie Kiiir- 
hah were laying waste (*hain|Kiiriie, and scour- 
ing the country up to the neighlMirhmHl of the 
enp«aJ.| It was too bad to pay and to be plun- 
dered.

of Don Pedro's buried treasures, returned poor, 
in sorry plight, and in ba<l humor. Besidee, 
they bore the prince more than one old grudge. 
He had forced the count of Foix to gnint a pne- 
sage to the free com|ianies, had asked the lord 
of Albret for a thousand lances, ami had left 
eight hundred on his hands.* The .Southerns 
disliked the English, not only on account of 
their exactions, but because they were English : 
that is to say, tiresome, and disagreeable to live 
with. These lively, witty, and talkative races* 
writhed umler their proud taciturnity, and eon- 
stant complacent rumination on the battle of 
Poitiers, t 

The prince of Wales despised the Ciaaeone. 
He chose, with Englinh tact, this moment of 
ill-humor to lay on their lands a hearth-tax 
{/oua^e) of ten sols the hearth.} Instead of 
paying them, he asked them for money— « 
I hearth-rate from the poverty -struck populatioo 
; of the l^ndes, from poor mountain goatherds 
, — a hearth-rate from those brave petty nobleSt 
' who were never rich, save in younger brother! 
I and bastards. The prince had summoned the 
Sutes to meet at Niort, in the hope of convert- 
ing the Ctascons by the g«Mxl example of the 
' Poitevinsand Limousins : but they were insen- 
sible to it. He lost his labor m transferring 
' the States to .Angoul^me, Poitiers, Berijerac— 
they hail no more fancy to pay at Bergerae 
than at Niort. 

.\nd n(»t only would they not pay, but they 
applied to the king of Frano<»^ telling him, 
with the vivacity of their country, tliat they 
wanted justice ; that his court was the juiiteet 
in the worltl ; and that if he woulil ni>t enter- 
tain their ap|»eal, they would seek out amither 
l«>rtl.^ The king, who uas not pre j a red for 
war, endeavored to restrain thrir im|>*'tuiMiiy. 
He did not march in their defem^e. he did not 
diNiniHs them ; but he ke|ii them at Paris, 
feasted them, siip|Hirted them -| Ur»rr fortunes 
were to Im* made out of this tfiNid kniL' 'l*he 
Kntflishman did not |ay. evrn al\er M*r^iee 
done ; but hr {uid in ad\unce. He iT^^r, e%en 
to )M*tty knightM, not m<»iiey only, but •-«tabli»h- 
mentii, princely tortuiien. He wa» a t'aiher to 
the Bretons and (•as«*oiiJi. He bore them no 
ill- will. The more vou had drubbed his sol* 
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diers, the better he treated you. He welcomed 
with open arms the Vendean, Clisson ; one of 
those to whom the defeat of tiie French at Auray 
was most owing. To the captal de Buch he 
offered the duchy of Nemours. He bestowed 
on the h)r(l of Albret the hand of a daughter of 
France.* It greatly flattered the Gascons to 
see a countryniaa of theirs become a prince, 
and brother-in-law of the kiugs of France and 
Castile. 

On the 25th of January, 1369, the prince of 
Wales received at Bordeaux a doctor of law 
and a knight, who bore him a summons from 
the king ot' France — a polite invitation to come 
to Paris, and to answer before the peers, touch- 
ing certain griefs which, *' through weak advice 
and wrong information, the prelates, barons, 
knights, and commons of the marches of Gras- 
cony on the frontiers of our kingdom, have 
suflfered at your hands, to our utter amaze- 
ment.* 'f The invalid, having looked at their 
credentials, haughtily replied in the words of 
William the Conqueror, " We shall willingly 
attend on the appointed day at Paris, since the 
king of France sends for us ; but it will be 
helmet on head, and followed by sixty thousand 
men .... It shall cost a hundred thousand 
lives.'' The prince was in such ill-humor, that, 
after allow ing the messengers to depart, he had 
them pursued, arrested, and thrown into prison 
on a Juggling pretext, ** for fear they should go 
relate their gibes and prattle to the duke of 
Anjou, who loves us little, and say how they 
have summoned us personally in our own 
palace. ''J 

The king of France, on the contrary, feig^n- 
ed to heiieve that this Gascon business did not 
affect the king of England, and sent him a 
present, at this very conjuncture, of fifty pipes ; 
of good w ine ; which, however, the English- 
man would not accept. He had but recently 
discharged one of the payments on account of 
king Jean's ransom. 

Charles could endure and wait ; his affairs 
went on not the less prosperously. In the North, 
he gained over the men of the low countries. 
He tampered with Pontliieu and Abbeville. In 
the }South, he had long before made the pope 
appoint (*reatures of his own to the bishoprics 
of all the English provinces. Beyond the 
Pyrenees, he dispatched Duguesclin and some 
of the tree companies to help the Castilians to 
free themselves from the king whom the Eng- 
lish had imposed upon them. In return, Don 
Henri(}dez promised to equip against the Eng- 
lish a fleet, twice as large as that of the French 
king. 

Maiiy of the communes sided with Don Pe- 
dro, for no other reason than his cruelty to the 
nobles. The Moors and Jews, in particular, 
were with him ; bad auxiliaries, who were un- 
able to defend him, and who gave his party an 
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evil reputatioD. He had withdimwn into the 
least Christian part of Spmio, Andalusia; 
whither Don Henriques and Dufliieaclin rapid- 
ly following him with a sm^ body of trusty 
men, did not leare him time to recognise the 
number of the assailanta. The Jews, who, 
contrary to all their habits, had taken up arms, 
at once laid them down ; and the Moorish ar- 
rows could not repel heaTj-armed cavalry. 
Duguesclin ordered no Quarter to be given to 
the unbelievers.* Don Pedro had but time to 
throw himself into the castle of Montiel. It 
is said that Duguesclin promised to allow him 
to escape, and betrayed him ; that the two 
brothers, suddenly meeting in Don Henriquez' 
tent, flew at each other ; that Don Pedro threw 
Henriquez down, and that Duguesclin seizing 
Don Pedro by the leff, and drawing him under- 
most, his brother ended him with a blow of his 
dagger.! The romance of this story does not 
lessen its probability. 

The baule of Montiel was fought on the 14th 
of March. By the end of Apnl, Charles V. 
broke out, surprised Ponthien, and challenged 
the English monarch. The challenge was 
borne to Westminster by a kitchen lackey :} a 
choice of messenger, which, in a lees serious 
matter, would have seemed a practical epigram. 
These conquering English, OTereome in Spain 
by the fruits, in France by the wines, were 
worn out and aged by their ezcesees. Lionel, 
a son of Edward the Third's, died at Milan of 
indigestion. His countrymen arerred that he 
was poisoned. 

There were but too good reasons for break- 
ing the peace. The English themselves had 
broken it, by letting loose the free companies 
on France. However, Charles V. neither 
spoke of this, nor of the reclamations of the 
Gascons at the treaty of Bretigni, and of their 
violated privileges. He preferied seeking some 
technical flaw in the treaty itself. The SSutes- 
General, deferentially consulted by him, decided 
that his right was valid, (May the IKh, 1369 :)^ 
he got the court of peers to pronounce in his 
favor the confiscation of Aquitaine ; and boldly 
stated in his proclamation that the soierainty 
and right of appeal had been reserved to him 
by the treaty do( Bretigni. 

He might lie boldly : all the world was with 
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tuBi. The free companies declared themselves 
Krenrh. The bishops of Aquitaine, lung fn^in- 
rd over by the archbishop of Toulouse, put him 
in possession of their cities ; and sixty town:*, 
burshs, or castles, expelled the Knjclish — even 
(■aliors and Limoges, wlio^e bi!«ho{>s >%ere ajn 
lArenily thorouf^hly Kn^^lish.* l-harleH V. dv- ■ 
sen ed these miracles : invalid as he watt, he . 
«aft ever walkint( in sf»mc devout prtM*et«sion, 
tiareJwited.t The popular preachers advi>catcd 
hi* cause from their pulpits. The kini; of Kn^-

All the cities which travc themHclv(*s up to 
Charles V. obtalll«^d coiitirination and increase | 
nf their pnv denies.

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This brave man had fort*seen all. Direcllv 
that the prince of Wales |)ersisted, in opposi- 
tion to his advice, in iin|>osinf; the fatal hearth- 
tax, Chand(»s withdrew into Nonnandy. Then, 
on the risinfv of the South, he returned to repair 
the nu!H*hief, to save the thoughtless who would 
not listen to him ; but he hati little hopes fmm 
the wars. The hiMorian of the time represents 
him as Tcry sad and melancholy, (melaneho' 
/iriij,) as if he had foreseen his approaching 
death, and the loss of the Kni^lish iirovincet. 
After his death, the Kn^lish monarch followed 
his advice, and revoked the tax. It was too 
late.* 

.\s it usuallv hapfM'ns when misfortune be- 
falls cme, the Kni;lish committed blunder after 
blunder, iniMakc aAer mi»uke. It was their 
(Htlicy to secure at any cost the kinjf of Na- 
varre, and employ him against France. Ac* 
cordnif? to all ap|M>arances, the bargain depended 
on the viscounty ot' I«imo|res, which the Narar* 
rese coveted ; hut the prince of Wales would 
not break into his knifrdom of .\quitain^, feel* 
ini( the necesmty of retaining this gate of 
France. t KefuMni;, he h»».t every thinjj. The 
French monarch won luck the king ol' .Navarre 
l>y ^ivini; up to hiin Mont|K-llier, in fulfilment 
of an old promis«'.| Shortly afterwards, he 
hail the addreni* to win over the new king of 
Scotland, the tir>t uf the houM* of Stuart.^ 
CaMile, Navarre, Flanders, Scotland — he de- 
tached all from Kn^daiid. lie isolated hit 
enemy. 

The pride of Kntfland war* so deeply en- 
caueil in thi*« war, that Kdward Mill iiHjnd 
m«'an«, despite hin numerous Iomm**, to send 
tuo 3rinie> inti» France.

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borne prisoner by the English alonor the very 
front of his lines, insultingly paraded in the 
hopes of bringing on an engagement. He pro- 
posed a single combat, but declined battle. 

A more outrageous insult was offered at No- 
yon. Seyton, the Scot, leaped over the bar- 
riers of the town, hammered away an hour 
with the French, and returned safe and sound.f 
The English army penetrated to Champagne, 
to Reims, to Paris, destroying and burning all 
on its passage, and seeking in its wantonness to 
find some ravage cruel enough, some goad keen 
enough, to arouse the enemy's sense of honor. 
For one day and two nights, the king patiently 
beheld from his h6tel St. Paul the flames of 
burning villages on every side of Paris. A 
numerous and brilliant chivalry — the Tancar- 
villcs, Coucys, and Clissons were in the city, 
but he held them back. Indeed Clisson, whose 
courage was well known, encouraged this cruel 
prudence : — " Sire, why should you employ 
your men against these madmen f Let them 
go about their business. They cannot take 
your inheritance from you, nor drive you out 
of it by smoke. "t 

As the army was drawing off, an English 
knight rode up to the barrier St. Jacques, 
which was open and thronged with knights, in 
order to fulfil a vow tlmt he would strike the 
barrier of Paris with his lance. Our knights 
applauded him, and allowed him to depart.^ 
Ihis insult to the walls of the city, to the 
honor of the pamariumy so sacred to the an- 
cients, did not touch their feudal minds ; and 
the Englisliman was slowly retiring, when a 
brave butcher steps out on the road, and, with 
a heavy long-handled axe, strikes him between 
the shoulders, then repeats the blow, but on 
his head, and unhorses him.|| Three others 
came up, and the four hammer on the English- 
man " as on an anvil." The knights i>ostcd 
at the barriers recovered his body, and liad him 
buried in holy ground. 

The prince of Wales encountered no more 
opposition to laying siege to Limoges, than 
Kiioiles had to insulting Paris. Duguesclin 
himself had recommended disbanding the army 
of the iSnuth, and had retained only two hun- 
dred lances for scouring the country. The

prince was the more embittered against its in- 
habitants from the fact, that their bishop, who 
had instigated them to their defection, hsul been 
his creature and gossip ; and he had sworn by 
his father's soul that he would make the city 
dearly rue its treason. In their alarm, the 
citizens wished to surrender; but they were 
prevented by the French captains. However, 
the prince sprang a mine under the walls, and 
entered through the breach. He was too ill 
for horseback, and was conveyed in a car. His 
orders were to slay all, — men, women, and 
children ; and be feasted his eyee with the 
sight of this butchery. ^ There was not that 
day in the city of Limoges any heart so hard- 
ened, or that thought on their God, who did 
not deeply bewail the unfortunate events pass- 
ing before them."* The prince of Wales re- 
membered not his Maker. This sick, cadaver- 
ous man, who was so near to his final audit, 
this dying man could not satiate himself with 
the sight of death. Women and children threw 
themselves on their knees before him, ex- 
claiming, " Mercy, mercy, sweet sir !" He 
was deaf. He spared only the bishop, that is. 
the only guilty person, and three French 
knights whose desperate resistance won them 
his favorable regard. f 

This massacre, which rendered the name of 
Englishman hateful throughout France, taught 
the cities the necessity of stem defence. It 
was the leave-taking of the enemy. He treated 
the country as if it belonged to another, as if 
he felt that he should not return. Shortly af- 
terwards, becoming worse, the prince was per- 
suaded by his physicians to try the effect of 
his native fogs, and embarked for London. ^ 
No doubt, his brother, the duke of I^ancaster. 
began to be odious in his sight. Hopeless of 
succeeding himself, he at least wished to »e- 
cure the throne to his son. 

To the joy of the whole kingdom, the kinj; 
named Duguesclin constable.^ Raised to thl^'. 
the highest office in the kingdom, the petty 
Breton knight ate at the king's table ; a dis- 
tinction calculated to awaken some surprise, 
when we see in Christine de Pisan,| that the 
ceremonial of the French court was, that the 
king should be waited upon at table by hi:<- 
brothers. 

The new constable was the only man who 
comprehended the kind of war that was to be 
waged with the English. Pitched battles were 
out of the question : Cricy and Poitiers aN^ed 
men's minds. Strange — the French who, un- 
der Duguesclin, drove the English out of many

they did not hesitate to attack, though 
flw cover of walla. They required to 
be at lean two to one for the andertaking. 
Bat tliey began to regain confidence when Du- 
gaeanlin, harassing KnoUe^s army on its re- 
maty at the head of four hundred French, 
eMtriTod to cut off two hundred Englishmen.* 
Bot what serred Charles V. better than Du- 
fMarliD, or than any one or aught besides, 
waa the nadness of the Kngliiih — the vertigo 
which drore them on from error to error. 
They got the duke of Brittany to declare for 
thgm, iMit BritUny itself was against them. 
They found that they had called duwn ruin on 
IfoMbrt, whom they had restored iiith so 
■■eh trouble. The Bretons expelled their

Up to this time, Charles V. had derired lit- 

do beoefit from his alliance with CaMtile. The 
Kagiiih took upon them to draw it closer and 
raader it effective. In his extravag;int amhi- 
lioo» the duke of I^ancaAter married IK)n Pe- 
4ro*a eldest, and the earl of (Cambridge his sec- 
ood daughter. Never was Hiich unheard-of, 
laeredible infatuation. Kn^rland, who had nut 
heea able to con«iuer Frnnce, undertook, in ad- 
dition, the conquest of Spain. 

The end of thin new imprudence was to mip- 
ply the French with a fleet. The king of ('a»- 
ule, who felt hiniM'lf threatened hy thin mar- 
riage, sent a naval armanient t<^ rh:irleii*s aid. 
The heavy Spanish nhips, amply provided with 
nmrmi sank before Hochelle the bmall harks 
of the English, manned with areherM.J U(»- 
ehelle looked on approvm^Hy. and drove out 
Che conquered p.irty. She ojHMied her trates, 
hut with favorable rejiervatMin^ and on rautioun 
lema, so as to remain a repuhlie, uunint; the 
royal authonty.^ 

This great event d(*eide<l the d«*fertion of all 
Poilou. Kdward and the prince of* Wale** — 
the old, and the dyiiitr niaii — eiiit>;irked, and 
awnpted to take overrt'lnforcemt■llt^« ; but the 
sn would no more ol' them, and foriMMl them 
hack, m their own despite, mi thnr own coaittn.

a descendant of the ancient princes of Walouy 
who avenged his ancestors 1^ serving Franoe. 
The Welidiman took the Gascon ; and Chariot 
V. kept carefully in the tower of the Temple 
this important prisoner, and m'ould never allow 
him to ransom himself, t 

£dward*s second son, the dnke of ^-■pfai- 
ter, the founder of that ambitious house of 
Lancaster which was the glory and the mia* 
fortune of England in the fifteenth century* 
I had assumed the title of king of Castile ; and 
, he got himself named captain-general of the 
I kinff of England in France, and his lieutenant 
{ in Aquitaine, where the English had scarcely 
sny thing. There is such force of pride in the 
English character, such obstinate passion, that 
, after staking and losing so many men and ao 
' much money, they made a new venture to re- 
cover all, and furnished snother large army for 
the use of their captain of Aquitaine. Disem- 
barking at Calais, Ijancaster traversed France 
without finding anv thing to do, battle to fight, 
or town to take : all was close gales, and strict 
guard. He could only hold a few villages to 
raniMim. As long as they were in the Northi 
provisions were abundant : ** they dined every 
day splendidly ;** but av s4Mm as they were to 
.Vuvergne, they could get neither pruvisiona 
n«ir forage, ifunger and diM^a^e made dread- 
ful haviie in the annv. They had left C*alaia 
with thirty thouMiid horMcn ; they arrived oa 
t'ool in <('uyenne.{ They were an army of 
begsram ; who b<*g|red fn»in door to d«»or their 
bread from the French.^ 

Th«> arrival of this army at Hordeatix waa 
attende«l with Noinr rei«iilt. *Tbi* tiaM-iiiiA, who 
were no longer Kflt;ll^h. hut viho were in no 
hurry to b«»coiiif French, Iweanip emboldened, 
and told the constable of France that they 
uoutd do homaife to the conqiienir. The day 
of kittle wan filial for the 15th of .\pril, at 
Mimkaac . It Hax adjourned by the English to 
the 15th of AuguM ; and then, they required 
that the t^rountl i(h«mld lie nhifted to t'alaia.

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it is impossible to specify the arraDgemeDts 
agreed upon. However, on the 15th of Au- 
gust, the French repaired to Moiasac, drew up 
in order of battle, waited, and no one came. 
On this, they compelled the Gascons to abide 
by their word. The only places left to the 
English in France, were Calais, Bayonne, and 
Bordeaux, (a. d. 1374.)* 

This eflfort, which had ended in nothing, — 
this blow struck in air, did them much mis- 
chief. The exhaustion that followed was so 
great, that Edward accepted the so oft-reject- 
ed mediation of the pope. He began to fear 
his people's growl of discontent. The savage 
bull-dog, 80 long lured on by the temptation 
of a prey which was further off every day, 
turned as if about to fly at its master. There 
was great difficulty in making the English 
stomach the war : England had been tired of 
it with Crecy. When the chancellor asked 
the commons, in order to touch their honor — 
" What ! would you have constant peace V 
their naive reply was, "Yes, we would."t 
They are then led to believe that all would be 
over with the taking of Calais. Next, came 
the triumph of Poitiers, which turned their 
head : they imagined that the ransom of the 
king of France would relieve them for ever 
from the burden of taxes. Next, they were 
kept amused with Spain, and Don Pedro^s fa- 
mous hidden treasures. The Spanish money 
not making its appearance, they were made to 
believe that they should have Spain herself. 

In 1376, they made up their books, and found 
that they had nothing — nor money, nor Spain, 
nor France. Their discontent was extreme. 
They threw the whole blame on the king, and 
on the duke of Lancaster, whose influence was 
then paramount. His elder brother, the prince 
of Wales, ill though he was, favored the oppo- 
sition. The parliament of 1376, called the good 
parliament, was not to be cajoled by high- 
sounding words ; but inquired what had been 
dune with all the money, the subsidies, the 
French and Scotch ransoms, and, attacking 
Edward in the most brutal manner, pitilessly 
tore off the veil from the royal weaknesses, and 
pursued him into the details of his domestic life, 
and even into his bedroom. 

The aged monarch was governed by a young 
marrietl woman, Alice Perrers, lady of the bed- 
chamber to the queen — beautiful, bold, and im- 
pudcnt.^ The poor queen, who saw all, had 
made her dying request to the kinff, " that he 
would 1)0 pleased to lie by her side at West- 
minster/^ hoping to have him to herself in death 
at least. 

Alice had the queen's jewels. The favorite 
took or stole what was not given. She sold 
offices, and even verdicts ; and would go to the

King's Bench to recommend the causes she fa- 
vored. The clerical judges, the doctors of 
canon law, were exposed, while sitting, to the 
whispers of the fair Alice, who would come in 
person to pervert their judgments.* The par- 
liament called on the king to remove this wo- 
man and other evil counsellors. 

The prince of Wales died, leaving an infant 
son ; and, what between the infancy of this 
nephew and the years of his father, the duke 
of Lancaster found himself really king. The 
counsellors were recalled. Parliament was 
forced to vote a heavy sufaa. The duke, who 
needed much greater means still to pursue his 
conquest of Spain, proposed to lay bands on the 
goods of the clergy. Already had he launched 
against the priests the famous preacher, Wick- 
liffe, whom he supported, together with all the 
great barons, against the bishop of London. 
But the Londoners, excited by an insolent 
speech of Lancaster's concerning their bishop, 
rose up, and were near tearing the duke in 
pieces.f 

In the midst of this tumult, the aged Edward 
was dying at Eltham, left to the mercy of his 
Alice. She deceived him to the last, renoain- 
ing by his bedside, flattering him with the hopes 
of speedy recovery, and preventing him from 
thinking of ghostly concerns. No sooner did 
speech fail him, than she tore the rings from his 
fingers,! and left him there. 

Only a year had intervened between the 
death of son and father. Their names, to 
which such events as the foregoing are attach- 
ed, are, perhaps, still the dearest of England*& 
remembrances. Although the prince was main- 
ly indebted to John Chandos for his victories of 
roitiers and Najarra ; although his pride fired 
the Gascons to insurrection and armed Castile 
against England, few are better deserving of 
their country's gratitude. We even, to whom 
he did so much evil, — we cannot look without 
respect on the surcoat of the great enemy of 
France, in Canterbury cathedral. Its sor^, 
worm-eaten tatters shine out conspicuously from 
among the rich scutcheons that deck the walls. 
Five hundred years has it survived the noble 
heart it covered. * 

When the French king heard of Edward*:< 
death, he observed that his had been a glorious 
reign, and that such a prince deserved to have 
his name remembered among heroes. He call- 
ed together a number of prelates and of barons, 
and had his obsequies performed in the Sainte- 
Chapelle.^ In England, the mournful ceremo- 
ny was disturbed. Four days after Edward's 
death the Castilian fleet, filled with French 
troops, ran down the whole coast, burning the

Charles-le-Mauvais lost every pbeo in tkn 
North, except Cherbooiv. On the Sootkt ko 
was threatened by the Castiliana He wnnld 
even have lost Navarre, had not the EngUrii 
come to his assistance. Here the Gaoeow 
joined the English ; who then endeavored to 
take St Bfalo, with no better success than tho 
attempt of the French to take Cherboorff. All 
this great warlike movement again ended in 
nothing. The French king could neither bo 
forced to fight nor to aurrender : he reoninod 
with nine points of the law in hia &vo r p oo 
session.* 

Charlea*s abilitiea, and the weakness of other 
states, had elevated France, *at least in tko 
opinion of the world. All Christendom oneo 
more looked no to her. The pope, Caatflo, 
Scotlancf, regarded her king as their protector; 
brother of &€ future count of Flandera, tko 
ally of the Viseonti, he saw the kinga of Al»> 
gon and Hungary court his alliance. He ro* 
ceived distant embassies from the king of Cy- 
prus, and the soldan of Bagdad, who addraaood 
him as the first prince among the Franita.t 
Even the emperor paid him a kind of booM^ 
by visiting him at Paria; and, after ka?inf 
alienated the rights of the empire in Germany 
and Italy, he conferred on the daaphin the titw 
to the kingdom of Aries.) 

The sudden restoration of the kiondom of 
France was a miracle, which all desired to aoo* 
From all parts, men came to admire thia prineo 




who had endured so much, and who 

3uered by dint of declining battle^ — patient an 
ob, wise as Solomon. The fourteenth oon* 
tury had its eyes couched as to chivalry aad 
heroic foUiea, to see and revere in CkaruM V. 
the hero of patience and of oraft. 

Naturally economical, this king of a rminod 
people astonished strangers by the nnmbor of 
his buildings. He reared aronnd Parte tlw 

f pleasure- houses — so they were styled—of llo> 
un. Beaut I', and 8t. Germain : but every konan 
of that period was a fortress. He gave tim 
town a new bridfe^Pont-Neuf— walls, gaiao» 
and a good bastJle. His trust waa chieiy in 
waUs.| 
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Near his bastille he had raised, added to, and 
furnished, with the luxury of a king and the 
curious care of an invalid, the yast h^tel St. 
Paul.* The magnificence of this palace, and 
the splendid hospitality which foreign princes 
and noblemen met with there, threw a deceptiye 
yeil over the state of the kingdom. The sire 
de la Riviere, the amiable and subtle counsellor 
of Charles, the finished gentleman of his day, 
did its honorsjf and showed them oyer his mas- 
ter's noble residence, with its galleries, libra- 
ries, and sideboards laden with gold plate. 
They called him the rich king.X 

*' He rose in the morning between six and 
seyen. He gaye audience, eyen to the mean- 
est, who might boldly apply to him. After- 
wards, when he had dressed his hair, and at- 
tired himself .... his breviary was brought 
him ; about eight o'clock, he went to mass ; 
on leaving his chapel, all, of all ranks, might 
present him their petitions. After this, at the 
hour appointed, he attended the council, after 
which .... about ten o'clock he sat down to 
table. . . . Like David, he was pleased to lis- 
ten to gentle music after his meals. 

''When he rose from table, at collation, 
strangers of all sorts had access to him. There 
were brought him news of all manner of coun- 
tries, or reports of his wars .... for the 
space of two hours ; afterwards, he went to 
rest an hour. After his sleep, he whiled away 
a time with his most confidential intimates, 
looking at jewels or other costly things. Then 
he went to vespers. After this .... in sum- 
mer he walked in his gardens, where mer- 
chants would bring him velvets, cloth of sold, 
&c. In winter, he often employed himself in 
hearing read divers fine histories from Holy 
Scripture, or incidents from romances, or pas- 
sages of morality from philosophers, or other 
points of knowledge, until supper-time, to 
which he sat down early, after which he trified 
away an hour, and then withdrew. In order to 
prevent vain and empty words and thoughts, he 
had (at ttie queen's dmner) a learned man at 
the end of the table, who was ever recounting 
some virtuous act or other of the good of for- 
mer days."^

astrologer, an Italian, Thomas, of Pisano, who 
had been expressly invited from Bolcigna, re- 
ceived a salary of a bandied livres a month. 
These folk, wfaiateyer their means of foreknowl- 
edge, were never mnch out, being sabtle and 
sagacious in the extreme. When Charles V. 
placed the constable^s sword in Dngnesclin't 
hand, he presented him at the same time with 
an astrologer.* 

The litSe that we know of Charles, of his 
words, and of his judgments, indicates, as does 
the whole tenor of his reign, a cold, quiet wis- 
dom, and, perhaps, some indifference as to 
the ffood or evu of the means emi^ojed.t 
*' Taking into consideration,'* says his female 
historian, ** human weakness, be never allowed 
husbands to immure their wives for infidelity, 
although repeatedly entreated to this end.*"! 
Three times he caught his barber in the act of 
picking his pocket, without anger, and without 
punishing him.^ 

Charles V. is, perhaps, the first king of this 
eminently volatile people, who could lay out 
plans of success in the remote perspective ; the 
first who comprehended the slow, distant, but 
henceforward real influence of books on politi- 
cal affairs. The prior, Honore Bonnor, iirrote 
by his order the first essay on the law of peace 
and war : it bore the fantastic title of the Tree 
of Battles. His advocate-general, Raoul de 
Presles, translated the Bible into the vulgar 
tongue, all these years before Luther and Cal- 
vin. His ancient preceptor, Nicholas Oresmc. 
translated that other bible of the day, Aristotle. 
Oresme, Raoul de Pi%sles, and rhilippe de 
Maizi^res, labored, perhaps jointly, at those 
large books, the Son^e du Verger^ the Songt 
du Vieux Pelerin^ a Kind of encyclopedic ro- 
mances, in which all the questions of the day 
were handled, and which paved the way for 
the abasement of the spiritual power, and the 
confiscation of the property of the Church. 
So, in the sixteenth century, Pithou, Passerat, 
and some others composed the Menippee to- 
gether.

closed it by saying, that far from abridging the 
Churches privileges, he would rather add to 
them.* All that followed, was his issuing an 
ordinance, establishing his right of regale to the 
fruits of vacant benefices, (a. d. 1334.) Of 
the two pleaders, he who acted on behalf of the 
Church became pope ; the advocate for the 
king and barons was, says a gnrave historian, 
universally hissed ; and his name became pro- 
verbial for a bad wrangler, f Nor did he es- 
cape with this. There was in the cathedral 
of Ndtre-Dame a grotesque image of a damned 
person, just as we see elsewhere a representa- 
tion of Dagobert pulled about by devils ; and this 
foul-faced, flat-nosed image was called M. 
Pierre du Coignet ; and all belonging to the 
cathedral — sub-deacons, sacristans, beadles, 
choristers young and old — used to stick their 
tapers under the poor devil's nose, or, to put 
them out, would dash them in his face. J For 
four hundred years he had to endure this vestry 
vengeance. 

The churches were between hammer and an- 
vil ; between the king and the pope. When a 
bishopric had paid the regales to the king for a 
year or more, the newly elected bishop had to 
pay to the pope the annats, or his first year's 
revenue.^ 

But what the barons, as patrons of churches, 
and the canons or monks who voted in the 
chapters, most complained of, was the reserves. 
By a word, the pope could stop an election ; he 
would declare that he had reserved to himself 
the nomination to such or such a bishopric or 
abbey. These reserves., by which a French or 
Italian pastor was oAen given to an English, 
German, or Spanish Church, were most odious. 
Nevertheless, they had often the advantage of 
withdrawing the great sees from the stupid feu- 
dal influences which would have placed in them 
worthless characters, younger brothers, or cou- 
sins of the barons ; and the popes would some- 
times draw out from the depths of a convent or 
the dust of universities, some learned and able 
clerk, to make him bishop, archbishop, or 
even primate of all Gaul, or of the Empire. 

Generally speaking, the popes of Avignon 
did not entertain this lofty policy. Poor ser- 
vants of the king of France, they left the pa- 
pacy to chance, and only saw in the reserves a 
means of selling places, and carrying on simony 
by wholesale. John XXII. had the eflVontery 
to declare, that for the first year of his pontifi- 
cate he reserved to himself adi the vacant bene-

fices in Christendom, out of hatred to simony.* 
This son of a cobbler of Cahors left behind 
him a fortune of twenty-five millions of ducats. 
His contemporaries believed that he had dis- 
covered the philosopher's stone. f 

Benedict XII. was so alarmed by the state 
in which he found the Church, and by the in- 
trigues and corruption with which he was be- 
set, that he preferred leaving the benefices va- 
cant ; he reserved the nominations to himself, 
and named no one. J On his death, the torrent 
resumed its course ; and it is averred, that 
more than a hundred thousand clerks came to 
Avignon to purchase benefices, on the election 
of the prodigal and worldly Clement VI. ^ 

To enter into all this, read' Petrarch's do- 
lorous lamentations on the state of the Church, 
his invectives against the western Babylon. 
He is at once Juvenal and Jerenuah. Avi- 
gnon is to him as another labyrinth, but withou: 
its Ariadne or its liberating clue. He finds in 
it the cruelty of Minos, and infamy of the ^f ino- 
taur.ll He paints with disgust the aged amoun> 
of the princes of the Church, those hoary- 
headed minions Scandalous stones 

circulated by thousands ; and the absurd tale 
of pope Joan became probable.^ 

Some distrust might be entertained of Pe- 
trarch's erudite indignation. Judgments, cal- 
culated ' to have more weight with the people 
at large, were passed by St. Bridget, and by 
the two Saints Catherine. St. Bridget puts 
into Jesus' own mouth this address to the pope 
of Avignon : — " Murderer of souls, worse than 
Pilate and Judas ! Judas sold me alone ; but 
thou sellest me and the souls of my elect 
too."** 

Clement the Sixth's successors were less 
sullied than he, but more ambitious. They 
made the Church a conqueror, and Italy a 
desert. Clement had purchased Avignon from 
queen Joanna, by giving her absolution for the 
murder of her husband. By the aid of the free 
companies, his successors regained all the pat- 
rimony of St. Peter. The exasperation of the 
Italians was wrought up to fury by this alliance

France, to Avignon. So here are two popaa, 
one at Avignon, the other at -Rome, Wan^f 
and excommunicating each other. 

It was not to be expected that Franee, and 
the atatea under her influenee, (Scotland, Na» 
varre, and Caatile,) would tamely aufier their 
hold on the popedom to be wreated from then. 
Charlea V. reeognised Clement. He thought, 
no doubt,that even if all Europe were oo Urbaa^a 
aide, a French pope, a aort of patriarch whoao 
motions- he could govern, would be the heal 
for him ; and bitteriy was he upbraided with 
this selfish policy. All the misfortmiea that 
followed, Charies VI.^s insanity, aod the tri* 
imiphs of the Engiiah, were oooaidered ao 
many proofs of heavenlr vengeance.* 

It is stated that the French eardinala at int 
enteruined the idea of making Charlea Y. 
himself pone. He would have refused, aa be- 
ing halt of^ one arm, and unable to celebrato 
naass.! A king of France, pope, would !»▼• 
bad the whole world against him. 

The king bad some trouble to persuade the 
university to decide in Clement*s fsvor. The 
faculties of law and of medicine readily da> 
clared for the king's pope : but that of mrts^ 
compoeed of the four nationa, was divided m 
opimon. The French and Norman natioaa 
were for Clement VII. ; the Pieard aod the 
English claimed to be neutral. As the ooi- 
versity, being unable to come to a unanioMMM 
vote, required time^ the king took all apoo 
himself. He wrote from Beaut^-sur-.Maraa 
that he was clearly informed and satitfled that 
" Pope ("lement Vll. is the true pastor of tho 
Church Universal . . . refusal or delay woold 
be oflenstve to us.^^ 

On this occaaton, Charlea V. acted with a 
vigor which waa unuaual with him ; aa if ha 
hi^ been ashamed and angry at not having a»- 
ticioated all. 

He waa anxioua to ffain Flanders over to hia 

pe*s side, aod Englaod through Flaodera. 
le sent word to the count of Flandera that 
Urban abused the English, and had said that 
aAer their conduct to the holv see, he consid- 
ered them heretics. | Nevertheless, Flaodera 
and England both recognised the pope of Roaaa* 
out of hatred to him of Avigooo. Italy 
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already Urban^s. Gennany» Hungary, and 
Aragon espoused his cause. The two popular 
saints, St. (*atherine of Sienna, and St. Cath- 
erine of Sweden, recognised him, as well aa the 
infant Pedro of Aragon, who was also looked 
uiM)n as a saint. The opinion of the most cel- 
ebrated jurisconsult of the day, a thing unheard- 
of before, was required on the pope^s election. 
Baldus declared iJrban^s election to be good 
and valid, speciously putting it that if the elec- 
tion had been compulsory, the cardinals had 
recovered their self-possession after the popu- 
lar clamor had subsided, and were perfectly 
uncontrolled when they enthroned Urban.* 

An event, which it was impossible to fore- 
see, had placed almost all Christendom in an- 
tagonism to France. Fortune had mocked 
wisdom. Queen Joanna of Naples, cousin and 
ally of the king, was soon afterwards deposed 
by Urban, dethroned by her adopted son, 
Charles of Durazzo, and strangled in punish- 
ment of a crime which had occurred thirty-five 
years before. 

All Europe was in commotion. The move- 
ment was universal ; but the causes widely 
different. The English Lollards seemed to 
endanger the Church, the throne, and property 
itself. At Florence, the Ciompi were making 
their revolution a democratic one. France seem- 
ed about to slip out of Charleses hands. Three 
provinces, the most eccentric but the most vi- 
tal, perhaps, revolted. 

Languedoc was the first to break out. Charles 
v., preoccupied by the North, and ever turn- 
ing his anxious looks towards England, had 
made one of his brothers a kind of king of 
Languedoc, intrusting the province to the duke 
of Anjou. Through his agency, he seemed on 
the point of attaining Aragon and Naples, 
while through that of his other brother, the 
duke of Burgundy, Flanders seemed to be 
within his grasp. But France, drained and 
ruined, was incapable of undertaking distant 
conquests. Taxation, so heavy at that time 
upon the whole kingdom, grew in Languedoc 
into atrocious tyranny. The rich municipali- 
ties of the South, which could prosper only by 
commerce and freedom, were subjected to as 
unpitying talliage as a fief in the North. The 
feudal prince could not understand any thing 
of their privileges. He wanted, and quickly, 
money to enable him to invade Spain and Italy, 
in order to renew the famous conquests of 
Charles (»f Anjou. 

Nimes rose up, (a. d. 1378 ;) but finding 
herself alune, submitted. f The duke of Anjou 
heaped on heavier taxes : in March, 1379, a 
monstrous tax of five francs, ten jgros, on each 
hearth ; in October, a new tax of twelve gold 
francs yearly — a franc a month.| The raising 
of the last was an impossibility. So devasta-

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ted had the province been, that in the coorae 
of thirty years the population bad fidlen from 
a hundred thousand nunilies, to thirty thousand. 
The consuls of Montpellier refused to levy this 
last tax ; and the people roee op and massacred 
the duke's officers. They did the same at 
Clermont-Loddve. But the other cities re- 
mained quiet. In their dismay, the inhabitants 
of Montpellier received the duke on their 
knees, waiting for him to pronounce their fate. 
His sentence was frightful : two hundred citi- 
zens were to be burnt alive ; two hundred, 
hung ; two hundred, decapitated ; and eighteen 
hundred branded as infamona, and their prop- 
erty confiscated. The rest were viaited with 
ruinous fines.* 

The duke or Anjou was with difficulty pre- 
vailed upon to mitigate the sentence. Chvles 
y. felt the necessity of removing him from 
Languedoc, and sent commissioners to reform 
all abuses. Still, in the instructions which he 
gives them, we do not find a trace of manly or 
of kingly sentiment. He is thinking only of 
his treasury, and of his demesne h|^t8 : ^' As 
we have in the said country many arable lands, 
vines, forests, mills, and other heritages, which 
used to bring in great revenue and profit to us, 
which lands have been left desert, because the 
population has been so reduced by mortality, 
wars, and other causes, that there are none 
who can or will till them, or undertake the an- 
cient charges and dues, we order our counsel- 
lors to set them at a new rate." They were 
likewise to revoke all crown grants, and in- 
quire into the conduct of the seneschals, c^ 
tains, viguiers,t &c. 

Through the same narrow policy, only too 
apparent in these instructions, the king com- 
mitted a great fault, the greatest of his reign. 
He drove Brittany to take up arms against him. 
His best soldiers were Bretons : he bad loaded 
them with gif\s, and thought that through them 
I he had their country at command. But these 
I mercenaries were not Brittany. Besides, they 
themselves were not satisfied with the king. 
He had ordered his men-at-arms to pay hence- 
forward, not to sieze ; and had created a mar- 
shalsea to repress their robberies, and provoels 
who scoured the country, judged, and hung. 

He liked not Clisson. Although he appoint- 
ed him constable on Duguesclin's dc«th, he 
would have preferred the lord of Coucy.^ 

A cousin of Duguesclin*s, a Breton, JS^vestre 
Budes, who had acquired much reputation in 
the Italian wars, was arrested, on some suspi- 
cion, by the French pope, Clement VH., and 
: delivered over by him to the bailiff of Micon, 
i who executed him, to the great grief of Du- 
gucsclin.^ The relatives of the Breton, bear- 
ing their complaints and protestations of his 
innocence to the throne, the king coldly ob- 
served, " If he died innocent, so much the '

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tions with the French king ; the duke with the 
Enghsh. As Charles V. refused to listen to 
any arrangement, the Bretons admitted aid from 
England. The earl of Buckingham, a brother 
of Kichard II., was sent with an army to Brit- 
tany, but by the route of Picardy, Champagne, 
the Bcaucc, the Blaisois, and Maine ; that is, 
with orders to march it across the whole king- 
dom. He met with no obstacle. Charles V. 
persisted in refusing the duke of Burgundy 
permission to encounter him. 

Dugucsclin died on the 13th of July, (a. d. 
1380.) The king died on the 16ih of Septem- 
ber ; on which day he had abolished every tax 
not authorized by the States. This was re- 
turning to the point whence he had begun his 
reign. 

On his death-bed, he advised the winning 
back of the Bretons at any cost.* He had 
previously given orders that Duguesclin should 
be buried at St. Denys, next to his own tomb. 
His faithful counsellor, the sire de la Riviere, 
was interred at his feet. 

This prince died young, (he was but forty- 
four years of age,) and without having brought 
any thing to a conclusion. A minority followed. 
Schism, the Breton war, the scarcely appeased 
revolt of Languedoc, the Flemish revolutionf 
at its height — here were embarrassments enow 
for a young king, aged twelve. Although 
Charles V. had declared by ordinance, a. d. 
137 1, that kings were to arrive at their majori- 
ty at fourteen, his son was fated to remain long 
a minor, even all his life. 

(Charles V. left two things — strongly-fortified 
towns and money. AAer all that he had had 
to give to the English and the free companies, 
he had found means to amass seventeen mil- 
lions. This treasure he had concealed at A'in- 
cennes, (Melun ?) within the thickness of a wall. 
But his son did not profit by it. 

The king thought himself sure of the bur- 
gesses. He had confirmed and increased the 
privijpgos of all the towns which had abandoned 
the Enirlish party. | He had taken the right 
of asylum for criminals from his brother's 
hotels, and submitted these hdtels to the juris- 
diction of the provost. In compliance with 
the ren)on«^tninces of the parliament of Paris, 
he empowered it to carry its decrees into efifect 
without delay, notwithstanding all royal letters 
to thr rtmtrary.^ He allowed the citizens of 
Paris to hold fiefs by the same title as the no- 
bles, and to wear the same ornaments as the

knights. Thus he created in the centre of the 
kingdom a plebeian nobility, which was to de- 
grade the other by its imitation of it. And, by 
degrees, all the lands of the Isle of France 
passed into the hands of burgesses; that is, 
became intimately dependent upon the moo- 
arch. 

These distant advantages did not counterbal- 
ance present ills. The people were exhausted. 
The taxes were all the heavier, inasmuch as 
from the very beginning of his reign, the king 
had wisely imposed on himself as a rule not to 
tamper with the coinage. I know not but what 
this form of taxation was regretted. At an epoch 
in which there was little commerce, and the 
feudal rents were generally paid in kind, the 
alteration of the coin affected but a small num- 
ber, and only those who could afford to lose ; 
for instance, the usurers, Jews, Cahorcins, 
Lombards, bankers, and money-brokers of 
Rome or Avignon. Taxes, on the contrary, 
passed them over, to fall directly on the poor. 

The Church property alone could help people 
and king ; but it required time for the necessary 
boldness to lay hands upon it. To take their 
possessions from pious foundations, to make 
null and void the last wishes of founders 
whose families survived, to despoil the monas- 
teries which were the patrimony of younger 
sons and of maidens of noble birth,* was what 
no one could have attempted with impunity in 
the fourteenth century. 

A proof of the great power the clergy still 
possessed, is the ease with which they effected 
the expulsion of the English from the cities of 
the South. The French king, whom the 
priests had just so well seconded, had to look 
twice before he embroiled himself with them. 

The schism placed the pope of Avignon 
wholly at the king^s command, and gave him. 
it is true, the uncontrolled disposal of benefices 
throughout the Gallican Church ; but it placed 
France in a perilous position, isolating her, as 
it were, in the midst of Europe, and putting her 
out of the pale of Christian law. 

Undoubtedly, it was much for the crown to 
have within two centuries concentrated in its 
hands the two powers of the middle age — the 
Church and feudalism. Henceforward, eccle- 
siastical dignities were assured to the king*8 
servants, and fiefs either annexed to the crown, 
or became the appanage of princes of the 
blood. The great feudal houses, those living 
types of provincialities, became gradually cx- 
tinct.f The differences of the middle age 
subsided into unity. But, as yet, this unity 
was weak. 

If C/harles V. could not effect much hmiself, 
he at least bequeathed to France the type of 
the king of modern times, whom before she

A much less known work, and on whieh I 
should therefore be the more inclined to aa- 
large, is a treatise composed by eommaod of 
the king for the use of the dwellers in tha 
countr}', and entitled : — Le Vrai Regime el GaU' 
rememeni des Bergers et BergH-es, ernnpase fm 
le rustique JeKan de Bne^ le Ban Btrger, (a.

It 
is clearly the king who turns peasant, and wbo, 
in this garb, comes among his people, lies down 
Itetween the ox and the ass, gently exhorts 
them, and encourages and essays to inform 
them.

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rested, the monarchy, was itself founded upon 
an equivocation. From feudal suzerainty it 
had become, under the influence of the legists, 
Roman, imperial monarchy. The Establish- 
ments of France and of Orleans had become 
the Establishments of all France. The mon- 
arch had unnerved feudalism, taken its arms 
out of its hands, and then, on the return of war, 
had desired to restore them. Feudalism, full 
of pride and weakness, still survived ; resem- 
bling a p:igantic armor which, hanging empty 
against the wall, yet threatens and brandishes 
the lance. As soon as touched, it falls to the 
ground — at Crecy and at Poitiers. 

It was imperative, then, to have recourse to 
mercenaries, to hired soldiers ; that is, to make 
war with money. But where get it? As yet, 
laying hands on the Church was not dreamed 
of, and productive industry was yet unborn. 
With all his political wisdom, Charles V. was 
here at a loss. At the last moment, every 
thing failed him at once. The English who 
marched through France in 1380, encountered 
no more resistance than they had met with in i 
1370 : the king, having lost the Bretons, was 
still weaker than before. 

Wisdom failing, folly was tried. Under the 
youthful Charles vl., France launched out into 
an extravagant imitation of the ancient chivalry, 
whoso true character and even whose forms had 
lapsed from men's minds.* This spurious imi- 
tation of the antiqae chose for its hero the fa- 
mous leader of free companies who had deliv- 
ered France from them, the able Duguesclin. 
The epopee founded on his deeds and actionsf

is a plain proof that the real character of the con- 
stable of Charles Y. was utterly misunderstood. 

The most successful part of this imitatioD of 
chivalry lay in the richness of the arms and 
surcoats worn, and in the splendor of the tour- 
naments. Charles V. had left a mined people ; 
yet from this ruin was asked more than wealth 
had ever been able to pay. Once in the vortex 
of impossibilities, to ask costs nothing. 

All Europe is similarly situated : the same 
vertigo prevails everywhere. Fortune devolves 
the government of n^ost of the kingdoms on 
minors. Monarchy, the new divinity, prattles, 
or dotes. Three-quarterp of the age of Charles- 
le-Sage, the first age of policy, have not pass- 
ed away before its senses fail, and it turns mad. 
A generation of madmen have become kings. 
To the glorious Edward III. succeeds the gid- 
dy Richard II. ; to the prudent Emperor Charles 
iV^., the drunken Wenceslaus ; to the wise 
Charles V., Charles VI., a raging bedlamite. 
Urban VI., Don Pedro of Castile, aqd John 
Visconti, all betrayed symptoms of mental de- 
rangement. 

The petty negative wisdom which thought it 
had neutralized the great movement of the 
world, had already exhausted its resources. It 
thought it had done all ; and all began again. 
The threads which the prudent fancied were in 
their hands to work with, grew more and more 
entangled. The contradictions of the world 
increased : reason, divine and human, seemed 
to have abdicated. ** God,** to use Luther*a 
saying, " was wearied of the game, and fiuog 
the cards under the table." 

A tragic moment is that in which one feels 
one^s senses failing — the moment in which rea- 
son, glimmering with its last light, sees itself 
about to be extinguished. 

" Oh, let nio not be mad. not mad, sweet heaven !** 
Exclaims King Lear, — 

" Keep Die from madness ; 1 would not go ;
